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FORWARD 


Since  the  begining  of  the  modern  era  of  UFO  activity  in  the 
middle  of  1940s  we  have  had  to  work  without  information  on 
UFO  events  being  reported  from  a  large  area  of  the  land  surface 
of  our  world.  Surveys  and  tabulations  were  made  in  known  areas 
of  the  Earth  and  this  information  was  simply  projected  to  arrive 
at  estimated  world  totals.  Now  we  have  a  chance  to  verify  or 
refute  our  projections  and  test  their  accuracy  for  the  3.7  milliion 
square  miles  of  the  great  Republic  of  China,  a  place  inaccessible 
to  us  since  1947. 

Information  on  the  subject  of  UFOs  from  inside  China  was 
so  rare  that  even  the  slightest  tidbits  to  come  out  were  news¬ 
worthy  and  readily  found  their  way  into  the  world  press. 

When  an  extremely  rare  photograph  of  an  unidentified 
flying  object  behind  the  enigmatic  frontiers  was  finally  made,  it 
was  featured  on  the  cover  of  one  of  the  more  prestigious  English 
language  UFO  magazines  of  the  world,  BROTHERS,  published 
in  Japan  by  CBA  International,  who  also  publish  the  Japanese 
Flying  Saucer  News  in  Japanese. 

The  next  UFO  photographs  from  inside  China  came  be¬ 
latedly  from  Japan  as  a  result  of  the  earlier  J  apanese  occupation 
of  Manchuria  before  World  War  II.  Three  times  round  white 
mist-shrouded  objects,  in  formations,  were  photographed  over 
Japanese  occupied  airfields  as  Mitsubishi  Type  97  Bombers 
were  preparing  to  take-off  on  missions.  Small  round  dark,  and 
white,  misty-looking  objects  followed  Japanese  fighter  aircraft 
in  flight  and  were  photographed  several  times. 

Then  in  1942,  at  the  end  of  the  Japanese  occupation  of 
Chinese  Manchuria,  a  street  photographer  in  Tientsien  captured 
a  coolie-hat  shaped  UFO  as  it  flew  down  the  street  of  the  city.  His 
picture  showed  people  in  the  street  looking  up  at  the  strange 
aircraft  and  pointing  it  out  to  others.  A  Japanese  Army  officer 
with  the  occupation  force  bought  the  picture  and  took  it  home  to 
Japan  with  him,  where  it  was  undiscovered  until  1979  when  his 
grandson  found  it  while  gong  through  the  late  officer’s  old  albums. 
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Then  on  23  August  1980  two  backpackers  sleeping  outside 
near  the  Great  Wall  observed  and  photographed  a  round 
luminous  airboum  object  emitting  a  strong  white  light.  They 
took  the  film  to  the  Peking  Evening  News  where  it  was 
developed  by  the  newspaper  laboratory.  This  picture  has  been 
labeled  “the  first  UFO  photographed  in  China”  by  the  Chinese 
press  and  a  drawing  of  this  picture  was  published  on  the  cover  of 
the  British  UFO  Journal,  FLYING  SAUCER  REVIEW,  Vol.  26, 
Number  5. 

As  we  suspected,  this  new  information  fi’om  China  further 
confirms  our  expectations  that  the  UFO  phenomenon  is  quite 
generalized  and  very  widespread  in  scope.  We  had  already  found 
a  similarity  in  cases  encountered  in  the  remotest  parts  of  the 
known  world,  among  people  completely  out  of  touch  with  others, 
yet  experiencing  contacts  with  UFOs  and  with  extraterrestrials 
very  similar  to  those  reported  elsewhere. 

When  the  editors  of  the  Chinese  people’s  JOURNAL  OF 
UFO  RESEARCH  offered  to  translate  600  of  the  better  UFO 
cases  reported  over  China  since  1940,  we  jumped  at  the  chance 
and  rushed  translation  money  to  the  Foreign  Language  Bureau, 
Translators  in  Peking  to  accelerate  the  project.  W e  are  pleased  to 
offer  these  new  UFO  cases  to  the  world  public  in  the  form  of  this 
book  for  study  and  evaluation  by  all  who  seek  such  knowledge. 

This  book  is  divided  into  three  parts:  The  Mainland  Reports, 
Taiwan  Reports,  and  Hong  Kong  and  Macau  Reports,  as 
classified  by  the  original  translators.  The  chronology  of  these 
current  reports  begins  in  time  as  far  as  we  can  reasonably 
reconstruct  the  data  back  to  1940.  Here  then  is  the  report.

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BROTtlERS,  Vol.  1,  No.  1,  for  Spring  1962,  pi±)lished  by 
Cosmic  Brotherhood  Association  (CBA)  YoJcohama,  Japan, 
first  released  the  Kaifeng  UPO  photographs  from  China.

The  full  text  of  the  report  (we  apologise 
for  the  quality  of  the  photostat 
reproduction  of  the  original)  has  been 
translated  by  Gordon  Creighton. 

“Have  you  ever  seen  a  visitor  from 
space?  What  in  fact  are  these  mysterious 
flying  objects  which  people  describe  as 
being  like  saucers? 

“Very  recently  a  technical  study  group 
has  been  set  up,  the  Chinese  UFO 
(Flying  Saucer)  Research  Society,  to 
handle  the  investigation  and  analysis  of 
all  kinds  of  unidentified  flying  objects, 
and  it  has  received  the  recognition  of  the 
Chinese  Society  for  the  Study  of  the 
Future,  and  has  been  accepted  as  an 
affiliate  to  the  latter. 

“At  present  the  UFO  Research 
Swiety  has  over  300  members  dis¬ 
tributed  throughout  24  provinces  and 
towns,  and  autonomous  areas  of  China. 
As  soon  as  it  had  been  set  up,  the  UFO 
Research  Society  at  once  plunged  into 
the  task  of  collecting  reports  of  UFO 
sightings,  and  of  collating  and  analysing 
all  the  material.  To  date  they  have  re¬ 
ceived  over  100  sighting  repons  from 
within  China.’’

First  newspaper  report  of  a 
UFO  photograph 

The  establishment  of  the  Chinese  UFO 
Research  Society,  as  reported  in  the 
Beijing  Wanbao,  no  doubt  received 
publicity  after  this  and  the  following 
items,  also  sent  to  us  by  Yusuke  J, 
Matsumura,  who  kindly  provided  a 
translation  of  the  first  report  which  came 
from  UPI  teletype  No.  ZCZC  HTA224 
XH242  NX  1  00  HUP  NRS  Rl  received 
in  Tokyo,  datelined  Peking,  November 
5.  1980:— 

“Two  campers  near  the  Great  Wall 
saw  a  bright  unidentified  flying  object 
and  took  a  photograph  of  it,  the  first  ever 
made  in  China  of  a  UFO,*  a  Peking 
newspaper  reported  Wednesday. 

“The  two  campers  sleeping  out  in  the 
open  near  the  Great  Wall  and  the  historic 
Ming  Tombs  said  they  saw  a  UFO  over 
the  north  of  Peking  at  4:08  a.m.  on 
August  23,  1980. 

“In  a  letter  to  the  Peking  Evening 
News  (Beijing  Wanbao),  they  said  they 
saw  an  object,  possibly  ringed,  that 
emitted  white  light.  The  object  appeared 
to  have  a  darker  core,  and  was 
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Reproduction  of  headlines, 
pan  of  Chinese  text  and  the 
photograph,  from  the  Beijing 
wanbao  of  November  4, 1980. 


apparently  revolving  on  an  axis,  they 
said. 

“The  «unpers,  Xin  Seng  and  Bi 
Jiang,  said  the  object  moved  farther 
away  and  then  closer  for  half  an  hour, 
but  they  heard  no  noise. 

“The  newspaper  printed  a  photograph 
showing  a  moon-like  object,  with  what 
appeared  to  be  protusions  around  the 
middle.  It  hovered  just  above  the  side  of 
a  slope.  The  newspaper’s  editor  said  the 
film  was  received  undeveloped.  The 
newspaper  processed  the  film  and  made 
the  print  of  the  first  photograph  of  a 
UFO  in  China. 

“Although  Chinese  scientists  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  the  study  of 
UFOs  they  have  always  based  their 
discussions  on  overseas  reports.  UFO 
sightings,  if  they  ever  occured,  had  until 
now  gone  unreported  in  the  mass 
media.’’

Build-up  of  a  UFO  wave? 

In  the  English-language  edition  of  the 
Tokyo  newpaper  Mainichi  Daily  News  of 
November  12,  1980,  we  read  how  — 
“What  are  commonly  known  in  other 
countries  as  unidentified  flying  objects 
^FO)  have  been  observed  by  the 
Chinese  people  on  more  than  100 
occasions,  according  to  a  Shanghai 
magazine. 

“The  Nature  Magazine  said  people  in  15 
provinces,  cities  and  autonomous  regions 
have  sighted  the  UFOs,  most  of  them 
round-shaped  pans  or  balls  emitting 
silver  glare  in  the  daytime  and  orange 
light  at  night.’’

“UFO  over  Peopte’i  China! 

‘‘A  strange  object  hover*  over  the  out¬ 
skirts  of  Kaifeng,  Hounang  province, 
China  mainland,  on  the  morning  of 
October  28,  1961,  watched  by  several 
people.  The  object  appeared  low  in  the 
sky  and  occasionally  moved  slowly  and 
sometines  was  almost  stationary.  They 
stopped  work  and  gazed  upwards,  when 
Chang  Ching-lai,  a  young  engineer, 
managed  to  snap  a  few  pictures  with  a 
camera.  They  watched  it  for  about  7 
minutes,  until  it  disappeared  out  of 
sight.” 

UFO  Fever! 

The  English-language  edition  of  the 
Tokyo  Mainicki  Daily  News  of  Saturday 
December  6,  1980,  carried  a  UPI  item 
from  Peking  which  reported  thet: — 

“The  official  Xinhua  news  agency  said 
Thursday  that  people  in  all  walks  of  life 
have  been  gripped  by  curiosity  toward 
unidentified  flying  objects. 
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“  ‘Sightings  of  these  intriguing  phen¬ 
omena  are  reponed  in  the  Chinese  press 
from  time  to  time,’  it  said. 

‘UFOs  have  long  captured  the  im¬ 
agination  of  the  West,  and  they  are 
arousing  the  interest  of  increasing 
numbers  of  people  in  China  as  well,’  it 
said.” 

“The  agency  said  some  300 
‘ufologists’  have  organized  themselves 
into  China’s  first  academic  society 
investigating  the  strange  blips  of  lights 
dashing  across  the  sky.  The  society, 
whose  members  include  workers, 
students,  teachers,  Journalists,  doctors, 
and  researchers,  is  headquartered  in 
Wuhan  in  central  China. 

“It  has  branches  in  Peking,  Shanghai, 
and  the  provinces  of  Guangdong, 
Sichuan,  Shanixi,  Shaanxi,  Hubei  and 
Guangxi,  the  agency  said.  ' 

“The  society  has  even  come  out  with  a 
Journal  called  UFO  Exploration  which 
reports  on  sightings  in  China  and 
abroad. 

“The  head  of  the  organization  is  a 
26-ycar-old  student  in  astrophysics. 

“Research  and  discussions  on  UFOs 
from  the  points  of  view  of  physics, 
astronomy,  technology,  philosophy  and 
psychology  have  been  conducted,  Xinhua 
said. 

“There  has  been  an  outburst  of  UFO 
reports  in  the  Chinese  press  in  the  past 
few  months  following  years  of  silence  on 
the  subject. 

“The  popular  Peking  Evening  News  last 
month  carried  a  photograph,  reputedly 
the  first  taken  in  China  of  a  UFO. 

“Newspapers  in  Tianjin  have  also 
reponed  sightings  of  UFOs  off  the 
coast.”

Humanoid  visitation  at  Vastervik 

The  following  report,  taken  from  AFU 
Nyhelsblad  No.  19,  of  April-Septcmbcr 
1980  (see  the  article  on  the  Imjarvi  skiers 
elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  FSR)  is  based 
on  a  report  from  the  newspaper 
Vdsterviks-  Tidningen,  edition  of  September 
22,  1980:— 

“The  latest  issue  of  the  Swedish  UFO 
magazine  UFO-Jn/ormalion^  features  a 
story  about  Lilli-Ann  Karlsson,  a  young 
girl  from  Vastervik^  who  on  the  night 
between  December  3  and  4,  1979, 
experienced  something  out  of  the 
ordinary  on  the  Brevik  Hills,  a  recreation 
area  of  the  town.  What  she  saw  paralysed 
and  shocked  her. 

“Lilli-Ann  (whose  surname  is  now 
Thorsson,  and  who  lives  in  Linkoping) 
tells  how  she  —  at  one  o’clock  in  the 
night  —  felt  the  urge  for  a  walk  before 


going  to  sleep.  Being  a  moonlit  night  she 
intended  to  walk  around  the  Brevik  Hills, 
directly  behind  her  place  of  living  at 
Langrevsgatan  43. 

“She  was  walking  with  her  hands  in 
her  Jacket  pockets  and  looking  down  at 
the  ground.  As  Lilli-Ann  suddenly  raised 
her  eyes  she  stopped,  paralysed.  Ahead 
she  spotted  a  luminous  object  hovering 
about  one  metre  above  the  ground.  She 
felt  herself  observed,  and  soon  two 
creatures  came  around  from  behind  the 
object.  They  were  tall  like  human  beings, 
about  I80cms,  but  much  thinner. 

“  ‘I  couldn’t  hear  it,  but  in  a  strange 
way  I  sensed  that  they  were  discussing  my 
person.  I  felt  ridiculous  in  their  presence, 
but  suddenly  I  heard  a  voice  twside  me 
saying  I  shouldn’t  be  afraid.’ 

‘  ‘The  aliens  went  up  to  her  and  one  of 
them  gave  Lilli-Ann  its  hand.  She  saw 
something  in  the  hand,  like  a  bar  of 
chocolate.  She  didn’t  move  from  her 
spot,  however,  and  did  not  raise  her  arms 
cither. 

“The  creatures  continued  to  talk 
among  themselves  and  after  a  while  they 
returned  to  their  vehicle.  They 
disappeared  behind  it  just  as  they  had 
appeared.  Lilli-Ann  noticed  a  weak  cloud 
of  smoke  coming  from  the  object.  Then, 
all  of  a  sudden,  the  object  was  gone.  She 
cannot  describe  how  this  occurred. 

“At  the  same  monent  the  paralysis  dis¬ 
continued,  and  she  could  move  freely. 
Crying,  she  ran  to  her  apartment.  She 
was  close  to  collapse  when  she  arrived 
home.  Her  friend  confirmed  that  she 
behaved  in  a  very  strange  way. 

“On  one  of  the  following  days  she 
visited  the  place  of  the  encounter  in  the 
company  of  a  local  inhabitant,  who  is  a 
ufologist, 3  to  sec  if  there  were  traces  left 
by  the  object.  No  traces,  like  depressed 
or  burnt  grass,  were  found. 

“Lilli-Ann  made  a  sketch  of  her 
sighting  as  well  as  taking  notes.*  She 
thought  the  creatures  were  comletely 
white  and  velveted.  No  facial  features, 
but  large  ears.  The  experience  may  have 
lasted  about  five  minutes.  The  creatures 
didn’t  seem  to  have  any  intention  of 
frightening  her.  She  rather  felt  as  if 
someone  was  laughing  at  her  expense, 
and  she  felt  “ridiculous”  in  the  company 
of  the  strangers.

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THE  BRIGHTENING  OF  THE  CHINESE  UFO 
SCENE 

With  an  ‘aside’  about  a  darkening  on  the  Soviet  horizon

AYEIAR  ago  our  artist’s  impression  of  a  Chinese 
UFO  incident  was  featured  on  the  cover  of 
FLYING  SAUCER.  REVIEW,  and  news  was  given  in  our 
World  Round-up  column  of  the  establishment  of 
China’s  UFO  (Flying  Saucer)  Research  Socierv.  This 
society,  set  up  to  handle  the  investigation  and  analvsis 
of  all  kinds  of  unidentified  flying  objects,  had  received 
the  recognition  of  the  Chinese  Society  for  the  Study  of 
the  Future  —  a  name  which  itself  conjures  up  inter¬ 
esting  implications.  Our  information  came  from  an 
item  in  the  Beijing  kFon^ao  (Peking  Evening  News)  of 
November  28,  1980,  which  was  translated  bv  Gordon 
Creighton.  We  learned,  furthermore,  that  at  that  time 
the  China  UFO  Research  Society  had  . .  over  300 
members  distributed  throughout  24  provinces.” 

In  the  recent  past  neither  Mr.  Creighton  nor  I 
made  any  secret  of  the  fact  that  there  seemed  to  be,  in 
1980-81,  a  considerable  recession  in  UFO  reports.  We 
were  fairly  confident,  however,  that  waves,  or  flaps, 
were  going  on  in  parts  of  the  world  where  there  were 
communications  difficulties.  Our  respective  hunches 
probably  stemmed  from  the  fact  that  over  the  years 
there  had  always  been  a  certain  official  interest  in  our 
subject;  the  Chinese  Academy  of  Sciences  in  Peking, 
and  the  Soviet  Academy  of  Sciences  too,  have  always 
been  punctilious  in  renewing  their  subscriptions  to 
FSR.  In  addition  the  Chinese  have  maintained  an  ex¬ 
change  as  well:  FSR  for  a  technical  —  non- UFO  — 
publication.  Now  that  there  seems  to  be  some  lifting 
of  restrictions  on  communications  with  modern 
China,  we  begin  to  learn  that  a  considerable  volume 
of  UFO  reports  have  been  made  in  that  country  over 
the  past  two  years.  Perhaps  we  were  correct  in  our  as¬ 
sumptions  that  “something  was  going  on,  unknown  to 
us,  in  some  relatively  remote  part  of  the  world.” 
(Again,  in  the  past,  the  occasional  visitor  to  China  who 
has  come  our  way  —  and  I  am  thinking  in  particular 
of  an  Australian  businessman  friend,  who  wishes  to 
remain  unnamed  —  have  always  insisted  that  “. . .  the 
place  is  ‘running  alive’  with  UFOs.”) 

FSR  banned 

Our  recent  articles  from  Russian  sources,  directly 
and  indirectly,  have  revealed  there  have  been  a  good 
deal  of  UFO  —  and  humanoid  —  cases  in  that  coun- 
try  as  well.  At  the  same  time,  however,  there  has  been 


an  unhappy  development.  Even  before  our  articles 
were  published,  the  “clamps  had  gone  on”.  .A  small 
number  of  Soviet  ufologists  have  long  received  the 
Review,  without  charge,  through  the  post.  We  have 
learned  now  that  our  journal  is  proscribed,  and  that 
during  the  last  two  years  all  copies,  other  than  those 
addressed  to  the  .Academy  libraries,  have  been  confis¬ 
cated  by  the  Soviet  authorities.  The  .Academy  copies 
may  only  be  read  by  specially  approved  persons,  and 
we’d  bet  our  bottom  dollar  that  those  persons  do  not 
include  ufologists. 

-Attempts  to  communicate  with 
the  Chinese  UFO  Society 

Encouraged  by  the  unprecedented  trickle  of  UFO 
news  items  out  of  China,  via  Tokyo,  in  1980,  Gordon 
Creighton  and  I  visited  the  Chinese  Embassv  in 
London.  Our  purpose  was,  first,  to  obtain  a  print  of 
the  UFO  photograph  allegedly  taken  near  the  Great 
Wall  on  August  23,  1980.  and  secondly,  to  establish 
contact  with  the  UFO  Society  which,  we  understood, 
was  centred  at  Wuhan  University.  Our  hopes  were  to 
receive  a  few  knocks,  for  our  experience  of  the  appar¬ 
ent  “easing  of  restrictions”  is  that  they  still  seem  to  be 
buried  in  a  frustrating  mire  of  suspicions.  Two  offi¬ 
cials  in  turn  stared  at  us  in  blank  amazement,  and 
neither  seemed  willing  to  take  responsibilitv  for  doing 
anything  about  our  request.  In  the  end  one  of  them 
suggested  we  try  the  Xinhud  news  agency,  which  has 
an  office  in  the  city.  When  we  arrived  at  the  agency 
office,  the  door  was  bolted  and  barred.  After  a  while,  a 
formidable  gentleman  opened  the  door,  and  we  put 
our  request  to  him  about  the  photograph,  whereat  he 
looked  somewhat  confused.  In  the  end  he  bellowed 
something  up  the  hallway,  and  a  charming  lady  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  door,  and  in  perfect  English  invited  us 
into  the  news  room.  We  repeated  our  request  about 
the  photograph,  and  spoke  about  the  Society. 

Now  Gordon  Creighton  happens  to  be  fluent  in 
Mandarin  Chinese,  and  after  the  lady  had  spoken  to  a 
colleague  —  the  only  other  person  in  the  room  — 
and  interpreted  what  we  had  said  in  (so  Gordon  told 
me)  Shanghai  Chinese,  he  interjected  in  Mandarin. 
The  amazed  Chinese  faces  were  a  wonder  to  behold, 
but  they  quickly  recovered  their  composure,  and 
switched  to  Mandarin,  and  a  good  time  was  had  by  all 
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n»ent,  and  interpreted  salient  points  lor  my  benclit. 
The  upshot  of  it  all  was  that  we  got  precisely  nowhere; 
the  best  the  agency  could  do  for  us  was  to  suggest  we 
tried  to  establish  contact  with  the  China  UFO  Society 
through  the  ofTice  which  arranges  the  exchanges  with 
FSR. 

So  we  tried  that,  and  tried  again,  but  unfortunately, 
although  we  received  a  polite  acknowledgement  of 
our  request  —  which,  we  were  told,  had  been  for¬ 
warded  to  the  appropriate  place  —  .  the  wheels 

grind  exceeding  slow.” 

In  the  absence  of  reports  that  have  come  directly  to 
us,  here  is  a  selection  of  Chinese  reports  sent  to  us  by 
our  correspondent  Yusuke  Matsumura  in  Tokyo. 
They  are  taken  from  the  Tokyo  newspaper  Asahi 
Evening  News  vihftrt  they  appeared  on  June  19,  1981, 
under  the  signature  Bo  Lin  of  China  Features  (the 
cross  headings  are  mine  —  C.B.) 


“According  to  China’s  traditional  calendar.  1980  was  the 
Year  of  the  Monkey-  But,  for  the  newly-established  China 
UFO  Research  Organization  (CURO)  it  was  the  \car  of  the 
Unidentified  Flying  Object. 

“‘UFO  sightings  reached  a  new  peak  in  China  in  1980. 
CURO  chairman  Cha  Leping  said  recently  in  the  central 
China  city  of  Wuhan,  as  he  looked  over  the  77  reports  of 
UFOs  from  January  through  November. 

“  ‘VVe  don’t  reject  the  idea  that  they  come  from  outer 
space,'  he  said.  ‘We  just  have  to  study  these  things  with  an 
open  and  scientific  mind.’ 

“CURO  was  officially  formed  in  Mav  1 980  from  an  infor¬ 
mal  liaison  centre  for  UFO  fans  at  Wuhan  University,  which 
has  recorded  208  sightings  over  the  last  few  years. 

“CURO  is  now  a  member  of  the  Chinese  Society  for  the 
Study  of  the  Future,  set  up  to  research  into  unexplained 
phenomena.  It  has  branches  and  400  members  throughout 
China.  Cha  Leping,  25.  the  chairman,  is  a  student  at  the 
space-physics  faculty  at  Wuhan  University.” 

Heat  radiating  UFO  at  Dagang  oilfield 

“Some  of  the  sightings  reported  to  CURO  in  1980  make 
incredible  reading.  Like  the  report  of  a  group  of  machinery- 
workers  who  were  on  a  night  prawn-fishing  expedition  at 
Dagang,  the  north  China  coastal  oilfield. 

“According  to  one  of  the  machinists,  31 -year-old  Hong 
Changgui,  the  UFO  appeared  about  3  a.m.  on  October  5, 
1980.  It  was  cone-shaped,  he  said,  flying  at  about  3,000  feet 
and  apparently  not  very  large.  But,  gazing  up  at  the  strange 
object,  he  felt  an  intense  heat  on  his  face. 

“  ‘It  was  like  standing  under  a  stove,’  he  recalled.  ‘It  gave 
off  a  very  bright  light,  something  like  a  welding  arc.  It  was 
bright  red  at  the  centre  and  blue-green  at  the  edges,  except 
for  the  trailing  edge  which  showed  a  white  light. 

“  The  whole  incident  lasted  about  ten  seconds  as  it  flew 
overhead  with  a  whistling  sound.' 

“Another  member  of  the  group,  46-year-old  Jin  Guomin, 
said:  ‘Frankly,  I  was  scared.  We  didn’t  know  what  it  was  and 
it  made  such  a  terrible  noise.  But  my  young  son  started  call¬ 
ing  to  it  “UFO!  UFO!”  as  it  went  overhead.’” 


“A  month  later,  on  November  5,  Li  Renpei  and  Li  l-aijun. 
office  workers  at  a  textile  mill  in  Jinghai  county,  near  the 
big  city  port  of  Tianjin,  were  also  up  and  about  in  the  carlv 
hours  of  the  morning.  Fhe  spotted  a  dish-like  object,  emit¬ 
ting  a  green  fight  and  Hying  on  an  irregular  course. 

“Within  a  few  seconds,  it  disappeared  in  the  eastern  skv. 
but  it  reappeared  about  seven  minutes  later  and  flew  west. 
It  held  this  course  for  another  few  seconds  and  then  veered 
east  again  until  it  disappeared  once  more.” 

Wuhan  *‘dish”  with  bright  lights 

“Less  than  a  week  later,  on  November  1 1,  three  students 
at  Wuhan  University  sighted  a  UFO  over  the  eastern  tmt- 
skirts  of  Wuhan  at  about  10  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

“According  to  the  report  the  students  gave  to  CURO,  the 
UFO  was  carrying  two  yellow  lights  and  two  white  lights. 
The  white  lights  were  dazzling  at  times.  They  said:  ‘'Fhe 
shape  was  like  a  dish,  with  the  middle  part  protruding  a 
little.  We  estimated  it  was  about  3.000  feet  above  the 
ground  and  we  had  it  in  view  for  about  15  minutes.  It  flew 
slowly  in  a  north-eastern  direction  and  then  made  a  turn 
right  above  us  to  take  a  south-west  course.'  ” 

Twin  objects  at  Zhangpu  cause  panic,  and  deaths 

“Not  all  of  China’s  UFO  sightings  in  recent  years  have 
been  uneventful.  According  to  the  newly-collated  records  ol 
CURO.  at  least  one  visitation  caused  death  and  injury. 

“It  happened  on  the  evening  of  July  7,  1977.  when  more 
than  3.000  people  were  watching  an  open-air  showing  of  the 
Romanian  film  Alarm  in  the  Daniihe  Della  at  a  playground 
in  Zhangpu  county,  Fujian  province,  cast  China. 

“About  8.30,  a  section  of  the  audience  spotted  two  mys¬ 
terious  objects  hurtling  towards  them  out  of  the  night  skv, 
flying  so  low  thev  ncarlv  touched  the  ground.  The  objects 
—  there  are  conflicting  reports  about  their  shape  -  were 
giving  off  a  strong  orange  light  and  flying  only  a  few  feet 
apart.  They  made  no  noise. 

“Panic  spread  like  wildfire,  and  in  the  scramble  two 
children  were  trampled  to  death  and  300  people  were  hurt. 
Within  a  few  seconds,  the  UFOs  had  streaked  overhead  and 
disappeared. 

“Later,  the  local  Public  Security  Bureau  ran  the  film 
under  the  same  atmospheric  conditions  but  nothing  abnor¬ 
mal  occurred.” 

Air  Force  pilots  observe  rectangular  UFO  at 
Gansu;  speculatively  linked  with  Valentich  case 

“The  CURO  file  seems  to  show  a  strong  link  between 
sightings  in  China  and  sightings  in  other  pans  of  the  world. 

“On  October  23,  1978,  a  group  of  Chinese  air  force  pilots, 
watching  a  film  out  of  doors  in  Gansu  province,  northwest 
China,  spotted  a  massive  luminous  object  in  the  sky.  They 
watched  it  for  two  or  three  minutes  as  it  flew  overhead  at  an 
altitude  of  about  21,000  feet.  The  pilots  said  it  was  recungu- 
lar  and  carrying  very  bright  lights. 

“The  incident  has  been  reported  in  the  Weekly  World 
News,  Florida,  but  a  new  development  is  the  apparent  link 
between  this  UFO  and  the  one  reported  to  have  knocked 
down  an  Australian  plane  only  two  days  earlier,  in  October 
21.  1978. 
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UFO  PHENOMENON 


An  Early  Sighting  in  China 

Creighton:  I  have  had  one  or  two  visual  sightings.  1  don't  put 
much  store  in  such  matters,  but  it  is  true  that  I  wouldn't  be 
interested  in  the  subject  today  if  I  hadn't  had  them.  It  was  during 
World  War  II,  in  1941,  in  China.  We  were  far  up  the  Yangtze 
River,  because  the  Chinese  government  had  retreated  from  the 
Japanese  invaders.  We  had  reached  the  point,  not  very  far  from 
Tibet,  where  the  Chinese  made  their  final  stand.  And  it  was 
there,  walking  along  the  south  bank  of  the  Yangtze,  at  about  two 
in  the  afternoon.  There  were  two  other  men  with  me;  one  was  a 
British  diplomat,  who  has  just  recently  been  British  Consul  Gen¬ 
eral  in  San  Francisco,  by  the  w'ay.  We  were  all  three  dead  sober; 
we  couldn't  even  get  liquor,  because  the  Burma  Road  had  just 
been  closed. 

All  three  of  us  saw'  a  very  strange  sight.  An  object  was  travel¬ 
ing  very  fast  from  the  northeast  tow'ard  the  southwest,  toward 
Burma.  It  w'as  to  me  a  disc-like  thing,  a  very  large  disc.  It  was 
going  much  faster  than  the  fastest  airplane.  And  we  were  used  to 
seeing  the  fastest  airplane  at  the  time,  the  Japanese  Zero  fighter. 
What  struck  me  very  much  was  that  on  the  top  of  it  there  was  a 
vivid  white  light,  rather  bluish,  such  as  you  get  in  arc  welding. 
The  light  flashed  on  rhythmically,  absolutely  regularly,  so  you 
could  anticipate  w'hen  it  would  flash. 

Of  course,  I  didn't  say,  "There  goes  a  flying  saucer. "  (The  term 
hadn't  yet  been  coined.)  I  was  already  interested  in  psychic 
matters,  had  been  for  a  number  of  years.  Also,  I  was  deeply 
interested  in  Oriental  religions.  And  I  did  think  that  I  had  seen 
something  psychic.  A  few  months  later,  I  w'ent  to  the  States,  as 
British  Consul  in  New  Orleans.  There  I  read  of  similar  sightings 
in  the  press,  during  the  Allied  invasion  of  Europe.

As  a  flight  of  Mitsubishi  Ki-21-Ia  Army  Type  97  Sally 
Bombers  of  1937  vintage  warm  up  at  dawn  at  a  secret  Japanese 
airfield  in  Manchuria,  4  mist-shrouded  bright  objects  appeared 
over  the  airdrome  and  passed  down  the  fhghtline.  An  alert 
Japanese  Imperial  Army  Cameraman  caught  this  strange 
intrusion  on  official  film. 

These  images  are  very  similar  to  the  four  objects  photo¬ 
graphed  at  Salem,  Massachussetts  on  16  July  1952  by  Seaman 
2nd  Class  Shell  Alpert  as  well  as  the  two  objects  photographed 
at  Zagreb,  Yugoslavia  on  21  September  1967  and  the  four  objects 
photographed  at  St.  Vallier  du  Thiey,  France  on  2  January  1974. 

In  all  these  cases  the  objects  were  never  successfully 
identified  and  remain  a  mystery  today. 


1940  Early  Morning,  Manchuria.  Four  mist-shrouded  bright  objects  appared 
over  a  Japanese  occupation  airdrome  as  a  flight  of  Mitsubishi  Ki-21-Ia,  Army 
Type  97  Sally  bombers  warm  up  for  a  mission  over  China. 
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21  Sept  1967,  Zagreb,  Yugoslavia.  An  unidentified  photographer  snapped  a 
black  and  white  photograph  of  three  elipsoid,  mist-shrouded  luminous  objects 
flying  above  the  outskirts  of  Zagreb. 


16  July  1952,  09:35,  Salem,  Massachusetts.  U.S.  Coast  Guard  seaman  Shell 
Alpert  observed  and  photographed  four  huge  luminous  cloud-like  spheroids 
flying  in  horizontal  formation  outside  his  weather  station  window.  The  picture 
was  taken  through  the  screen  of  the  building.

Again,  as  another  flight  of  Mitsubishi  Type  97  bombers 
warm  up  for  a  mission,  a  single  huge  white  “sun”  appeared  over 
the  second  secret  airfield  and  apparently  observed  the  prepara¬ 
tion  and  launch  of  the  mission.  A  station  cameraman  captured 
the  intruder  on  official  Army  film. 


1940,  Morning,  Manchuria.  As  another  flight  of  Mitsubishi  Type  97  bombers 
warms  up  for  a  mission,  a  single  huge  white  “sun”  appeared  over  the  flight  line, 
apparently  observing  the  preparations.  A  station  cameraman  captured  the 
intruder  on  film. 


1941,  Manchuria,  China  Morning 

Three  very  distinct  spherical  white  Unidentified  Flying 
Objects  of  large  size  paced  a  formation  of  Mitsubishi  Type  97 
bombers  on  a  mission  over  central  China.  The  UFOs,  estimated 
to  be  over  a  mile  away,  were  photographed  in  flight  by  an  official 
Japanese  Army  cameraman.  These  strange  airboum  objects 
were  never  identified  by  the  Japanese  photo  analysts  as  any 
known  fljdng  object.

An  alert  Army  Air  Force  cameraman  photographing  a 
trailing  formation  of  three  Japanese  Air  Force  fighter  aircraft 
succeeded  in  capturing  a  second  formation  of  six  mist-shrouded 
objects  in  a  line  abreast  formation  above  and  beyond  the 
Japanese  fighters.  There  was  a  scattered  to  broken  layer  of 
newly  developing  small  clouds  at  a  level  below  the  aircraft,  but 
there  was  no  cloud  development  anywhere  else  in  the  clear  blue 
sky.  The  six  cloud-like  objects  paced  the  fighter  formation  for  a 
time  and  then  just  disappeared.

Two  small  luminous  cone-shaped  objects  were  photograph¬ 
ed  in  flight  in  the  middle  of  a  close  formation  of  two  Japanese 
Tachikawa  Ki-36,  Army  Type  98  Reconnaissance  airplanes, 
flying  over  the  Suzuka  Mountain  Range  of  Central  Japan.

Young  Japanese  student  Masujiro  Kiryu,  going  through  his 
father’s  scrapbook  of  photographs  from  the  China  Campaign, 
just  before  World  War  II,  discovered  a  photograph  of  a  strange 
cone-shaped  object  in  the  sky  above  a  Tientsien  street.  A  number 
of  people  in  the  street  are  looking  up  and  two  are  pointing  up  at 
the  object.  A  sidewalk  photographer  snapped  a  picture  of  the 
strange  machine  and  his  father  bought  it  from  the  street  vendor 
for  a  souvenir  of  the  place.

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INTRODUCTION 


On  November  13,  1978,  China’s  leading  newspaper,  the 
People’s  Daily,  published  an  article  entitled  “UFOs — An  Un¬ 
solved  World  Puzzle.”  It  was  the  first  of  its  kind  ever  to  appear  in 
the  Chinese  press.  The  author,  Sheng  Heng  Yen,  is  an  editor  at 
the  Chinese  Academy  of  Social  Sciences.  Almost  a  year  later 
China’s  next-largest  newspaper,  the  Guang  Ming  Daily,  pub¬ 
lished  a  second  article  about  UFOs.  Written  for  the  paper’s 
science  column,  the  article  pondered  the  question.  Do  flying 
saucers  exist?  Its  author,  Chow  Hsin  Yen,  is  science-group  editor 
of  TV  broadcasting  at  the  Peking  Central  Broadcasting  Bureau. 

Chow  reported  that  a  group  of  scientists  on  an  expedition  in 
Hupeh  Province  had  seen  unidentified  flying  objects.  This 
sighting  was  later  confirmed  by  members  of  the  Chinese 
Liberation  Army  who,  at  the  time,  were  on  maneuvers  in  the 
area.  The  article  also  reported  other  sightings  throughout  the 
provinces  of  China. 

It  wasn’t  until  May  12,  1980,  that  the  Guang  Ming  Daily 
again  published  an  article  on  UFOs.  This  article,  by  Paul  Dong, 
featured  detailed  reports  of  pilots,  scientists,  and  other  profes¬ 
sionals  throughout  the  world  who  had  seen  UFOs. 

Footnote —  Originally  published  in  OMNI  Magazine  for  May  1981  as 
“Mainland  Mysteries”  in  the  UFO  UPDATE  section  edited  by  Harry 
Lebelson.  Copyright  1981  by  OMNI  Publications  International  Ltd., 
and  reprinted  here  with  the  permission  of  the  copyright  owner. 
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These  articles  aroused  public  curiosity  throughout  main¬ 
land  China.  Several  hundred  letters  written  to  Aerospace  Know¬ 
ledge  magazine  asked  the  Chinese  government  to  launch  a  study 
of  the  UFO  phenomenon.  Publication  of  this  request  in  the 
magazine  drew  enormous  response  from  China’s  provinces, 
leading  the  government  to  sanction  a  probe  under  the  auspices 
of  the  university  in  Wuhan,  central  China.  Thus  the  Chinese 
UFO  Studies  Association  was  born.  This  organization,  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  China,  maintains  branches  in  the  cities  of  Peking 
(China’s  capital  city),  Shanghai,  and  Guangdong.  Other 
branches  are  located  in  the  Guangxi  region  and  four  other 
provinces.  It  publishes  its  own  journal,  UFO  Exploration,  and  it 
comprises  workers,  students,  teachers,  journalists,  doctors,  and 
researchers  in  the  sciences.  Although  the  association  was 
founded  in  May  1980,  it  wasn’t  until  December  4  of  that  year  that 
the  official  New  China  News  Agency  publicized  the  group’s 
creation. 

Two  important  events  prompted  Peking  to  permit  a  serious 
scientific  evaluation  of  UFOs.  One  summer  evening  in  1965, 
Peking,  with  a  population  of  8  million,  had  its  airspace  violated 
when  two  bright,  disc-shaped  objects  flew  overhead.  Two  years 
later  a  similar  incident  occurred  near  the  outskirts  of  the  city.  A 
bright,  globe-shaped  object  with  flashing  red  lights  was  observ¬ 
ed  by  thousands  of  people  as  it  raced  across  the  night  sky  at 
fantastic  speeds,  stopped  suddenly,  paused,  and  then  resumed 
its  speedy  flight  until  it  disappeared  beneath  the  horizon. 

Because  of  this  second  violation  of  security,  many  observers 
surmised  that  the  object  was  a  prototype  vehicle  or  weapon  from 
Taiwan  or  some  other  country.  Speculation  led  to  more  specula¬ 
tion  among  the  population,  who  suggested  a  multitude  of  sources 
for  the  events.  To  alleviate  the  growing  fear  that  these  unex¬ 
plained  phenomena  threatened  the  country’s  national  security, 
the  Peking  authorities  sanctioned  the  establishment  of  an 
academic  UFO  study  group.  Another  contributing  factor  in 
China’s  decision  to  evaluate  UFOs  was  the  frequency  of  reports 
converging  upon  the  authorities  in  Peking  from  the  provinces 
during  the  1970s. 

A  different  opinion  on  this  subject  came  from  Ching  Tao,  a 
science  editor  for  the  Guang  Ming  Daily .  In  footnoting  my  article 
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of  May  12, 1980,  he  stated,  ‘‘Far  too  much  clamor  has  resulted 
from  the  latest  interest  in  UFOs  in  the  area  of  research.  Within 
the  context  of  scientific  involvement,  UFOs  are  just  a  part  of  a 
broad  spectrum  of  study  and  investigation.  Without  a  formal 
study,  UFOs  cannot  be  dismissed  as  being  the  product  of 
delusional  minds.’' 

Concurring  with  this  viewpoint,  Hsieh  Chu,  editor  of  Aero¬ 
space  Knowledge^  commented,  “One  cannot  deny  that  UFOs 
exist,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  sightings  that  have  been 
recorded  thus  far  in  this  country.” 

Aerospace  Knowledge  and  Science  and  Life  have  published 
reports  of  UFO  sightings  in  China.  One  sighting  occurred  on  an 
autumn  afternoon  in  1970,  when  Chen  Yufu,  a  worker  in  a 
coal-washing  factory  in  Shanxi  Province,  spotted  a  luminous, 
round  ringlike  mass  in  the  sky.  The  object,  which  appeared  to 
resemble  a  washbasin,  was  trailed  by  a  vaporous  exhaust  as  it 

Iwas  observed  in  flight  west  of  the  factory’s  transformer  sub- 

■  station. 

Six  years  later,  on  September  9, 1976,  at  about  6  pm,  a  group 
of  employees  from  the  Jiangxi  Second  Chemical  Factory  and  a 

I  few  residents  of  Yichun  City,  in  Jiangxi  Province,  observed  a 
metallic,  copper-colored  object  shaped  like  facing  cymbals  that 
was  spinning  on  its  vertical  axis.  Eyewitnesses  declared  that  the 
object  was  in  full  view. 

^  The  following  year,  Zhang  Zhousheng,  an  employee  of  the 
Yunnan  Astronomical  Observatory,  saw  an  unidentified  flying 
object  over  Chengdu,  capital  of  Sichuan  Province,  in  southwest 

■  China.  Some  people  who  lived  within  180  kilometers  of  the 
sighting  also  witnessed  the  event. 

[  One  final  account  described  a  huge  rectangular  UFO  that 

■  appeared  over  an  airport  in  Gansu  Province  at  8:40  pm  on 
October  23, 1978.  Its  altitude  was  estimated  at  between  6,000  and 
8,000  meters,  and  it  was  estimated  to  be  1,000  meters  in  length, 

\  This  random  sampling  of  UFOs  is  indicative  of  the  types  of 

'  reports  that  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  central 
authorities  during  peak  periods  of  UFO  activity.  The  observed 
phenomena  can  be  divided  into  three  groups  (1)  80  percent 
appear  to  be  round  dish-shaped  objects;  (2)  10  percent  are  large 
and  rectangular;  (3)  10  percent  appear  as  nebula-shaped  bodies. 
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Although  China  strives  to  acquire  a  contemporary  perspec¬ 
tive  on  UFOs,  reports  date  hack  to  1947,  while  much  of  the 
country  was  still  under  Nationalist  influence.  From  then  until 
the  present,  many  people  have  witnessed  UFOs.  One  such 
person  is  Chu  Fook  Tsang,  editor  of  World  Book  Monthly,  who, 
having  allegedly  witnessed  a  UFO,  has  since  tendered  his 
support  for  a  program  to  study  UFOs. 

To  gain  a  better  understanding  of  these  phenomena,  China 
has  afforded  its  people  accessibility  to  information  regarding 
UFOs.  Educating  the  masses  about  this  subject  is  an  important 
objective  of  the  Chinese  government.  Some  recent  steps  in  that 
direction  were  Chinese  television’s  screening  of  an  American- 
made  film,  UFOs  Are  Real,  and  the  publication  of  books  and 
periodicals  on  UFOs. 

One  clear  evidence  that  progress  is  being  made  toward  this 
end  is  the  establishment  of  the  China  UFO  Research  Organi¬ 
zation,  an  official  unit  of  the  Chinese  Academy  of  Social 
Sciences.  With  the  granting  of  government  approval  for  study¬ 
ing  the  UFO  phenomenon,  those  members  of  the  Chinese 
scientific  community  in  whose  sphere  of  interest  these  studies  lie 
will  not,  one  hopes,  fall  victim  to  the  cliched  cult  mentality  that 
permeates  UFO  research  in  the  United  States  today. 

In  the  summer  of  1981, 1  visited  China  at  the  request  of  the 
Journal  UFO  Research  editorial  board  and  the  China  UFO 
Research  Organization  (CURO).  It  was  a  very  successful  trip.  To 
describe  its  glamour  would  seem  like  boasting,  therefore  I  only 
hope  that  the  readers  will  not  get  this  impression,  and  instead 
think  in  terms  of  how  China  is  paying  attention  to  UFOs. 

On  the  day  after  my  arrival  in  Peking,  I  had  an  interview 
with  all  the  editors  from  the  Journal  of  UFO  Research,  President 
and  Vice-president  of  Kansu  People’s  Publishing  Company, 
CURO  chief  executive  Cha  Leping,  chief  officials  from  the 
Peking  Chapter  (main  office  is  in  Wuhan)  representatives  from 
Peking  Observatory,  editors  and  reporters  from  seven  maga¬ 
zines  and  newspapers  in  Peking,  and  all  those  “UFO  fans”  who 
heard  about  my  visit.  For  the  whole  day  my  dwelling  in 
“Friendship  Hotel”  was  swarmed  with  people  who  asked  ques¬ 
tions  of  all  kinds. 

On  the  next  day,  I  was  invited  by  the  Peking  Ching  Hua 


University  Student  Union  to  give  a  lecture  on  UFOs.  The  hall 
was  fully  packed.  They  wanted  to  know  about  the  U.S.  work  on 
UFOs  in  the  past  and  I  told  them  all  that  I  knew. 

The  third  day  was  arranged  for  me  to  deliver  a  talk  on  UFOs 
in  the  Peking  Planetarium.  The  Planetarium  has  600  seats. 
Before  1:30  pm  they  were  all  occupied.  Latecomers  had  to  stand 
in  the  aisles  and  at  the  back  of  the  hall.  My  friend  estimated  that 
there  were  750  people  present. 

On  the  fourth  day  I  attended  a  discussion  session  on  UFOs 
with  the  editorial  board  of  “Astronomy  Lovers,”  “Aeronautics,” 
and  staff  members  of  “The  Third  Engineering  Department.” 
More  than  thirty  people  participated  in  this  session. 

I  am  a  native  of  Canton.  On  the  first  day  of  my  visit  to 
Canton,  the  CURO  Canton  Chapter  requested  me  to  give  a 
seminar  on  UFOs.  On  the  next  day  they  arranged  for  me  to  give 
lectures  in  Canton  Jinan  University.  The  morning  session  was 
attended  by  all  the  staff  members,  while  the  afternoon  session 
was  attended  by  all  of  the  students.  On  the  following  day  I  was 
invited  by  the  Canton  Science  Museum  to  give  a  talk  on  UFOs. 

During  my  one  month  stay  in  China,  I  visited  six 
cities — Peking,  Canton,  Shanghai,  Hangchow,  Guilin,  and 
Suzhou.  In  every  place  that  I  visited,  I  was  invited  to  talk  about 
UFOs.  Because  of  limited  time,  I  told  them  that  I  would  do  so  on 
my  next  visit  and  those  who  did  not  have  the  chance  to  come  to 
my  talks  on  UFOs  could  find  them  in  the  coming  issues  of  the 
Journal  of  UFO  Research. 

In  the  one  month  tour  of  China,  I  gathered  information  on 
several  hundred  UFO  cases  within  the  period  1978-1981 .  During 
these  4  years,  it  seems  that  UFOs  have  created  great  dis¬ 
turbances  in  China,  and  thus  give  the  people  a  clearer  picture  of 
UFOs.  The  majority  believe  that  UFOs  exist,  as  can  be  reflected 
by  the  fact  that  the  first  edition  of  the  Journal  of  UFO  Research 
immediately  sold  300,000  copies.  At  present,  we  have  subscribers 
from  Hong  Kong,  Maccau,  Japan,  Malaysia,  Indonesia,  France, 
the  Soviet  Union,  England,  West  Germany,  Yugoslavia,  Mexico, 
Spain,  Italy,  and  the  U.S.A. 

Someone  said  that  I  was  a  bridge  between  U.S.  and  China’s 
research  on  UFOs.  During  my  stay  in  China,  I  introduced  the 
four  main  UFO  research  organizations  in  the  U.S.A.  and  their 
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respective  leaders.  They  are  Center  for  UFO  Studies,  MUFON, 
AFRO,  NICAP  and  several  other  research  institutes,  including 
the  Fund  for  UFO  Research.  I  hope  in  the  future  that  I  can  still  be 
the  bridge  between  U.S.  and  China,  facilitating  communications 
between  the  two  countries. 

Chinese  “UFO  fans”  have  asked  me  to  deliver  this  message 
—  they  hope  that  the  U.S.  UFO  experts  will  visit  China  at  some 
future  date  to  share  their  knowledge  and  UFO  investigations.

KX)TNOTE-  After  this  bcxDk  had  gone  to  the  printers  for  publication  we  recieved 
vrard  of  another  body  of  translations  of  the  Chinese  UPO  cases  being  done  in  the 
French  language  by  Shi-Bo,  a  veteran  Chinese  journalist  and  a  founding  officer  in 
an  organization  v^ich  began  publishing  a  new  Chinese  UPO  journal  v^ich  is  called 
"EXPLORATION  UPO".  It  was  begun  in  1981.  His  interest  in  this  subject  was  whetted 
by  the  very  real  UPO  experience  of  a  close  friend.  We  ordered  our  material  held 
back  until  we  could  get  a  look  at  Shi-Bo 's  manuscript  to  see  how  much  duplication 
y^02-0  going  to  be.  We  finally  obtained  a  copy  of  the  new  French  book  La 
Chine  et  les  Extraterrestres "  in  December  1983  and  began  a  case  by  case  comparison 
of  the  material.  As  a  result  v/e  have  v/ithdrawn  many  apparent  duplications  leaving, 
among  others,  two  UPO  photo  cases,  vhich  v/e  retained  for  the  pictures  because  our 
photographs  had  more  of  the  original  image  area  in  the  picture,  and  a  couple  of 
cases  involving  pen  and  ink  sketches  of  the  object  whereas  Shi-Bo 's  report  did  not 
publish  the  picture.  This  necessitated  considerable  revision  of  our  manuscript  and 
deletion  of  much  or  our  original  material  with  the  result  that  we  nov;  have 
far  less  than  the  original  600  cases  we  started  our  with.  At  this  time  however, 
our  material  is  almost  all  new  release  and  is  a  ccxrplement  to  the  Shi-Bo  transla¬ 
tions  instead  of  being  in  competition  with  it.  (See  appendix  III)

CHINA  MAINLAND 


This  section  contains  what  UFO  reports  are  available  from 
all  of  the  contiguous  mainland  area  over  which  China  presently 
claims  sovereignty,  including  the  area  formerly  known  as  Tibet. 

^  Most  of  the  earlier  reports,  prior  to  1980,  have  been  lost  due 
to  a  lack  of  a  system  for  reporting  and  processing  that  prevailed 
at  the  time.  If  we  can  judge  by  the  number  of  reports  indicated  for 
the  new  period  following  recognition  of  the  phenomenon,  and 
collection  of  reports  and  data  at  a  central  level,  several  volumes 
this  size  would  be  inadequate. 

The  earlier  reports  generally  lack  documentation  and  verifi¬ 
able  data,  which  renders  them  almost  useless  for  any  kind  of 
evaluation,  but  they  do  show  that  the  phenomenon  existed  in 
about  the  same  way  and  manner  as  in  the  later,  better,  reporting, 
and  about  the  same  as  in  other  parts  of  the  known  world. 
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1940-1969 


The  older  UFO  sighting  reports,  in  this  section^  are  char¬ 
acterized  by  a  lack  of  investigative  data  to  supp<jrt  them.  There 
were  no  organisations  to  look  into  reports  and  any  investiga¬ 
tions  made  in  any  kind  of  official  capacity  were  not  reported 
publicly,  and  frequently  were  not  forwarded  to  any  other  agency 
at  all.  There  was  no  media  circulation  of  such  stories  and 
anybody  having  such  an  experience  thought  he  was  the  only 
one.  Because  of  this^  what  reports  there  w^ere  didn't  go  very  far. 

Even  those  cases  investigated  by  authorities  didn't  go  very 
far  and  most  w^ere  not  reported  up  the  channels  because  the 
official  line  advocated  at.  that  time  was  that  this  was  a  western 
trick.  To  report  such  stories,  seriously,  indicated  personal  gulli¬ 
bility  and  falling  for  the  trick. 

In  the  orient  UFOs  were  first  identified  as  a  physical 
phenomenon  during  the  Sino-r Japanese  War  w^hen  the  strange 
flying  objects  were  observed  by  both  sides  —  each  believing  they 
belonged  to  the  other.  We  ended  our  introduction  with  a 
sampling  of  the  photos  taken  in  the  battle  area  at  that  time. 

In  China^  as  in  many  other  parts  of  the  worlds  the 
phenomenon  now  called  UFO  was  earlier  considered  spirit 
manifestation  and  was  treated  as  a  religious  aparition  to  be 
handled  by'  tiio  priests.  There  is  a  vast  body  of  such  information 
that  will  be  treated  separately  in  another  book. 

Let  UK  pick  up  our  China  Mainland  reporting  at  this  point 
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September  1943,  19:00,  Quingxian,  Hebei,  Province 


On  24  September  1979,  a  student  in  the  normal 
school  in  the  east  suburban  district  of  Tianjin  repor¬ 
ted,  "At  about  7  o’clock  after  supper  on  an  undeter¬ 
mined  evening,  I  was  playing  in  the  courtyard  in 
front  of  my  home  in  Quing  Xian,  when  suddenly  there 
appeared  an  object  in  the  sky  about  5  or  6  meters 
above  the  ground-  It  flashed  a  white  light  with  not 
very  long  rays.  Its  center  rotated  like  a  plate  around 
its  vertical  axis.  It  flew  over  my  head,  past  the  roof 
of  the  house,  and  disappeared  after  one  minute - 
There  were  several  other  people  beside  me  who  witness¬ 
ed  the  flying  object  at  that  time.  I  asked  them 
whether  the  object  had  dropped  down  in  some  other 
place.  The  result  of  our  discussion  was,  could  this 
be  a  new  weapon  invented  by  the  Japanese  enemy?" 


September  1943,  19:00,  Qing  Xian,  Hebei  Province 

Teacher  Yang  Xiusong  of  the  Teacher  ’  s  Study  Class 
of  the  eastern  suburb  of  Tianjin  Municipality  forwar¬ 
ded  a  letter  saying  that  he  had  seen  some  strange 

object  similar  to  the  "Flying  Pans"  as  early  as  in 
1943.  He  said,  "I  was  then  in  my  native  home  in 

Qing  Xian,  Hebei  Provence-  It  was  during  the  War 

of  Resistance  against  Japanese  aggression  period.  Some 
time  past  7  o’clock  in  the  evening  of  a  day  in  Septem¬ 
ber  of  that  year,  we  had  just  finished  our  supper  when 
suddenly  we  saw  an  object  only  5  or  6  meters  above 

the  ground  flying  from  east  to  west.  It  gave  out  a 

white  light,  which  did  not  spread  over  a  large  area. 
It’s  center  was  shaped  like  a  pan  (domed)  which  could 
stand  up  and  rotate  in  the  air.  After  a  hot  discussion 
we  concluded  that  it  was  a  "Flying  Pan",  a  new  weapon 

invented  by  the  Japanese.  (The  Japanese  observed 

this  phenomenon  also  and  even  succeeded  in  photograph¬ 
ing  it  to  study  in  their  effort  to  identify  this  new 

Chinese  weapon). 
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1944,  Yidu,  Jiangsu  Province 

flu  Jun,  an  undergraduate  in  sociology  at  the 
branch  school  of  Fudan  University,  Shanghai,  related 
a  case  told  by  his  father,  which  the  old  man  describ¬ 
ed  as  so  curious  that  it  remained  an  enigma  all  his 
life.  In  1944  during  the  Anti- Japanese  War,  when 
the  narrator  was  in  his  teens,  he  was  playing  with 
another  boy  on  the  thrashing  ground.  Suddenly  a  fly¬ 
ing  object  eiame  down  from  the  sky  and  landed  noise¬ 
lessly  on  the  thrashing  ground.  A  few  "people"  came 
out  from  it,  approached  the  boys,  stroked  their  heads, 
went  back  to  their  craft  and  flew  away.  fle  could  not 
see  clearly  in  the  dark,  but  recalled  that  the  visitors 
looked  more  or  less  like  ancient  Taoist  monks  in  the 
serial  picture  books.  fle  could  not  tell  the  shape  of 
the  curious  craft.  The  place  was  Yidu,  Jiangsu. 


20  April  1945,  21:30,  Yongchuan  County,  Sichuan  Prov. 

Comrade  Zhou  fluiguang  of  the  Labor  Wages  Section 
of  the  Da  Xian  Mining  Bureau  of  Sichuan  Province 
recollected  in  his  letter  of  22  February  1980,  an 
incident  when  he  was  still  a  twelve-year-old  student 
as  he  said,  "At  about  9  or  10  o’clock  in  a  night 
of  the  4  th  or  5  th  lunar  month  of  1945,  an  incident 
happened  in  the  locality  of  the  Red  Star  Conmnine 
(originally  the  Luo  Han  Village)  of  Yongchuan  County. 
It  was  the  twentieth  day  of  the  lunar  calendar. 
There  was  no  moon.  I  and  a  schoolmate  had  just  gone 
to  bed.  Suddenly,  a  flash  of  snow-white  light  shown 
into  our  room  (in  a  peasant’s  house),  and  lighted  it 
up  completely.  Loud  cries  were  heard  from  outside.  We 
at  once  went  out  to  look,  and  saw  an  object  more 
than  a  foot  long  and  more  than  a  half  foot  wide  (ap¬ 
parent  size),  come  flying  in  the  sky  from  west  to  east. 
It  seemed  to  be  only  several  tens  of  meters  up  above." 
Zhou  further  said,  "There  were  many  other  people 
there  at  that  time  who  saw  this  unidentified  flying 
object,  and  it  was  generally  considered  not  a  comet,  as 
it  had  no  tail,  nor  a  meteor  as  it  was  quite  big, 
was  very  luminous  and  flew  at  very  low  altitude." 
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Jttly  1947,  China 


"*ikssociated  Press,  14  July  1947:  "...Enormous  (flying) 
platter  emanated  luminous  rays  in  all  directions 
Cas  it  flew)  and  dazzled  all  who  saw  it"..."  That 
«.s  among  the  last  Associated  Press  Dispatches  date— 
lined  in  China,  and  was  released  from  the  Chinese 
Ealace  of  State.  This  was  the  only  first  hand  Chinese 
UPO'  report  made  public  before  the  victory  of  the 
iQiinese  Revolution  isolated  China  from  the  western 
'world  in  terms  of  UFO  news. 

The  silence  was  complete  in  the  new  Peoples 
Wcpublic  of  China  under  Mao  Tse  Tung,  and  nothing 
was  spoken  or  written  on  the  subject,  as  though  it 
didn’t  exists  until  the  period  of  the  Cultural  Revol- 
iintion  when  there  was  so  much  UFO  activity  that  frag- 
imraitary  reports  began  to  find  their  way  out  through 
iiiwder  —  ground  and  word-of-mouth  channels  even  though 
it  was  considered  ’"counter  revolutionary"  to  speak  of 
■wmch  things.  It  was  through  such  underground  channels 
Idkat  the  2  UFO  photographs  taken  at  Kaifeng  in  Hounan 
ftrovince  on  the  morning  of  28  October  1961  found 
tlfceir  way  to  Japan  and  were  first  published  by  CBA 

Imtemational .  This  object  was  observed  by  a  number 
i®f  witnesses  for  7  minutes  during  which  time  Chang 
iChing-lai,  an  engineer,  snapped  the  pictures  of  the 

(©iiject  moving  slowly  in  the  sky,  probably  the  first 
iflKStographs  in  fact  made  of  UFOs  in  China. 

Mmtimn  1947,  20:00,  Gaofu  Village,  Tangzhou,  Taihe, 

Jiangxi  Province. 

Long  Guangda  of  the  Taihe  Handicraft  Administr¬ 
ation  in  Jiangxi,  in  a  letter  dated  27  May  1980, 
stated  that  when  he  was  12  years  old,  he  saw  together 
with  his  father,  a  strange  flying  object  in  the 
sky  Mving  from  the  southeast  toward  the  northwest. 
It  appeared  like  a  coil  of  incense  and  was  a  good 

radiant  orange  in  color.  It  disappeared  a  minute 
later  at  a  great  height,  ascending. 


Harvest  time  1948,  Night,  Henan  Province 

Lin  Yabo  of  the  Labor  Union  of  the  Xiangxiang 
flour ic  Salt  Factory  of  Henan  Province,  in  his  letter 
imf  10  July  1980,  recollected  an  unforgettable  event 
iia  his  childhood.  He  wrote  his  account,  ”A  Strange 
IBlienomenon  observed  in  Childhood  Now  Has  a  Solution”, 
8lto  explain  the  deep  impression  it  made  on  him  and 
ids  anxiety  in  finding  an  answer.  He  said,  ”That  was 
a  night  after  wheat  harvest  in  1948,  and  the  grown- 
'Wfs  were  doing  small  jobs  outdoors  and  chatting. 
I  and  some  childhood  companions  of  my  own  age  were 
’VBwilling  to  stay  motionless,  so  we  chased  fireflies 
ail  around.  After  catching  some,  we  put  them  in  pea 
pods  to  play  with."  Comrade  Liu  Yaho  has  here  painted 
lior  us  a  very  poetic  picture  of  rural  life.  It  is 
iBcgrettable  that  he  has  forgotten  to  tell  us  the 
exact  locality.  Continuing,  he  said,  "Suddenly, 
aa  lifting  up  my  head  I  saw  in  the  sky,  not  very 
llhigh  above,  a  round  ball  as  big  as  the  wheel  of  a  ten- 
'wfeeeled  truck,  rotating  clockwise  and  flying  past  us 
in  a  straight  line  from  east  to  west.  The  ball  was 
i®f  a  deep  red  color  in  the  center,  with  the  color 
the  outer  parts  gradually  becoming  lighter,  and 
ttlie  borders  were  light  yellow.  It  was  somewhat  like 
Idbe  newly  risen  morning  sun,  hut  much  bigger,  and  was 
txansparent.  The  light  was  not  dazzling.  It  rotated 
at  slow  speed  but  moved  forward  quite  rapidly.  There 
iBcre  some  old  men  who  cried  out  in  astonishment  Upon 
seeing  this  phenomenon.  ^The  moon  has  fallen  down; 
there  will  no  longer  be  any  moon.  '  A  Minute  later, 
!®Q.r  view  was  blocked  by  a  large  stand  of  trees  and 
we  could  not  see  where  the  big  ball  of  light  had  moved 
to."  Liu  Yabo  said  further  in  his  letter  that,  when 
they  followed  the  grown-ups  to  some  higher  places 
to  see  through  the  spaces  between  the  trees,  the 
niDon  was  still  hanging  in  the  sky  not  much  above 
the  horizon.  They  knew  then  that  the  big  luminous 

ihall  they  had  just  seen  was  not  the  moon.  "This 
strange  phenomenon  has  left  a  very  deep  impression  in 
msf  memory,  but  many  years  have  passed  and  I  have  not 
found  the  solution  in  any  book.  Recently  I  saw  an 

article  entitled,  "Has  a  * Flying  Pan^  visited  China"  in 


the  fourth  issue  of  ttie  magazine  Science  and  Life 
published  by  the  Tianjin  Science  and  Technology  Pub= 
lication  Association.  It  has  led  me  to  think  whether 
the  strange  phenomenon  observed  in  my  childhood  was 
a  'Flying  Pan'?” 

Autumn  1948,  09:30,  Jimei  Town,  Xiamen,  (Amoy) 

Ma  Wenyuan  of  the  Shanghai  Aquatic  Products 
College  of  Jimei  Town,  reported,  "In  the  Autumn  of 
1948,  between  half  past  nine  and  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  of  a  certain  day  that  can  no  longer  be  fixed 
accurately,  a  "Flying  Pan"  was  discovered  in  the  sky 
of  the  Qingdao  Municipality,  Shandong  Province. 
I  was  an  eyewitness.  The  locality  of  the  observation 
was  the  Eighth  Middle  School  of  the  Qingdao  Munici¬ 
pality  (Formerly  the  Li  Xian  Middle  School),  and  the 
"Flying  Pan"  was  located  to  the  south  of  the  Ninth 
Middle  School,  about  10  degrees  to  the  east,  at  an 
angle  of  elevation  of  60  to  70  degrees  above  the 
horizon,  in.  the  sky  between  the  Guanxiang  Shan  (hill) 
and  Xinhao  Shan  of  the  Qingdao  Municipality.  It 
rose  nearly  vertically  and  moved  toward  the  west  about 
5  degrees  visual  angle  of  arc  from  discovery  to  dis¬ 
appearance.  The  object  was  in  the  shkpe  of  a  plate 
at  first  sight.  It's  apparent  diameter  was  a  little 
smaller  than  the  moon.  It  had  a  certain  degree  of 
luminosity  and  it's  colored  light  gave  us  this  impress 
ion.  It  rotated  continuously.  The  period  of  rotation 
being  about  2  seconds.  The  "Flying  Pan"  took  about  two 
to  three  minutes  from  its  first  appearance  when  it 
was  about  the  size  of  the  moon  until  it's  rising  and 
disappearance.  On  the  day  of  its  appearance,  the 
sky  had  a  few  small  clouds,  with  light  breezes,  and 
the  visibility  was  excellent.  The  observation  was 
made  from  a  shaded  place.  No  notice  was  taken  regar¬ 
ding  the  comparative  position  of  the  sun.

It  was  rotating  rapidly.  A  minute  later  it  flew 

away  disappearing  in  the  east. 

21  June  1958,  07:15,  Xiaoping,  Chens i  County,  Hunan 

Quan  Zhi  offered  the  following  statement:  **It 

wms  in  1958  when  I  was  a  primary  school  pupil  at 

Jiaoping,  Chensi  County,  Hounan  when  this  took  place. 
Us  21  June,  at  07:15  when  we  were  in  the  classroom, 
aw  orange  colored  ball  of  fire  was  observed  in  the  sky. 
It  was  the  size  of  the  sun,  and  flew  from  above  the 
southwestern  hills,  stirring  teachers  and  pupils  in 

astonishment.  It’s  apparent  size  was  two  meters  across 
ais  it  flew  along  at  an  elevation  of  60  degrees  above 
tile  horizon.  It  was  a  light  yellow  color  in  the 
center.  Dark  spots  like  black  smoke  or  fog  twirled 

(ciockwise  above  the  ball,  but  it  could  not  be  disting- 

imished  whether  it  was  the  smoke  or  the  ball  itself 
liikat  rotated.  To  the  rear  of  the  ball  was  attached 
M  long  cigar-like  tail  about  5  meters  long  and  .5 
nmncters  in  diameter  (apparent  size),  which  was  a  light 
MLuje  color  in  the  forward  part,  white  in  the  middle, 
and  light  yellow  in  the  last  segment.  The  ball  and

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When  the  UFO  flew  over  the  basin  it  gave  off  a 
light  as  powerful  as  the  simimer  sun,  bathing  nearly  the 
entire  basin  in  a  flood  of  golden  rays.  Clear  shad- 
mms  were  cast  under  all  illuminated  objects.  When  it 
afcKJwn  on  the  body  of  the  observer  it  produced  a 
conspicuous  feeling  of  heat. 

The  cigar-like  tail  gave  off  a  light  about  one 
lUiird  the  intensity  of  that  of  the  fireball.  A  vague 
*ocmd  like  the  chirping  of  birds  was  heard  from  the 
cigar-like  trail  when  the  object  sailed  overhead.  In 
tlie  meantime  we  seemed  to  smell  a  peculiar  odor  which 
resembled  that  emitted  by  a  vaccuum  leak=detector 
nlien  it  is  sparked. 

Twenty-four  years  have  passed,  but  my  memory  of 
tlie  curiosity  remain  unblurred.  As  a  technician  of 
micro-electronics,  I  have  kept  a  reserved  attitude 
in  the  discussion  of  UFOs.  Nonetheless,  I  consider  it 
necessary  to  write  out  my  personal  experience  which 
might  he  of  some  research  value." 

Sramner  1958,  20:30,  Wangjia  Village,  Boyang  County, 

JTiangxi  Province 

Wang  Ziteng  who  worked  in  the  Atheletics  Committ¬ 
ee  of  the  Hantan  District,  Hehei  Province,  recollected  an

frident  occurred  in  my  native  home  in  Wangjia  Village,

The  people  about  me  took  hold  of  kitchen 
Hcnives  or  wooden  sticks,  or  forcibly  beat  the  bamboo 
lieds  they  were  resting  on,  with  the  object  of  fri¬ 
ghtening  the  strange  thing  away.  Later,  the  strange 
object  slowly  flew  away.  This  scene  of  astonishment 
aed  dismay  is  still  fresh  in  my  memory.  Not  long  ago 
vfeen  I  returned  home  we  still  talked  about  this  event.

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25  July  1957,  04:00,  Huangshi  City 

At  04:00  on  25  July  1957,  when  Lu  Nongzhu  and 
other  workers  of  the  metalworking  shop  of  Xialu  Iron 
and  Steel  Works,  Huangshi  City,  were  hayng  a  rest 
in  the  morning  at  the  door  of  the  2nd  s^eel  roU  g 
workshop,  Daye  Steel  Plant,  They  suddenly  heard  a 
humming  sound  in  the  sky.  Then  they  saw  a  hrxght 

spot  in  the  star-lit  sky  in  the  southwest.  It  was 
moving  at  high  speed  and  grew  hrgger  as  it  c^e  mearer, 
and  the  hmrning  sound  bdcMK  a  sharp  ahistling  noise 
When  it  flew  overhead.  The  flying  object  had  the 
shape  of  a  circular  plate,  rotated  rapidly,  and  emitted 
a  dLzling  white  light.

1958,  23:00,  Shihezi  Plant,  Xinjiang  Province 

One  night  in  1958,  at  about  23:00,  Wang  We^i^g,

was  round  and  emitting  a  very  bright 

SO  dazzling  as  to  bar  observation.  It  travelled 
from  west  to  south,  rising  higher  in  its  advance, 
then  flew  east.  It  emitted  a  very  loud  rumbling  sound 
L  it  flew.  It  was  a  brilliantly  radiant  orange 

color  in  the  center  and  was  giving  off  a  vrtiite  1^8^^ 
from  the  edge.  There  was  no  rumbling  sound  while 
it  was  flying  eastward.  It  rotated  rapidly  as  it 

advanced  along  a  spiraling  course  and  ill^inated  t 
whole  night  sky,  villages  and  hills  in  the  neighbor 
hood.  It  remained  in  sight  for  3  to  4  minutes. 


1958,  Heilungkiang,  Sinkiang  Province 

In  Hong  Kong  the  U.S.  Air  Force  Information  Office 
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25  July  1957,  04:00,  Huangshi  City,  Xialu  Iron  and 

Steel  Works. 
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reported  a  number  of  sightings  of  "spherical  rosey 
colored  objects"  seen  in  the  air  over  Heilungkiang 
and  Arsalan  in  the  province  of  Sinkiang.  In  Arsalan 
many  witnesses  among  the  kazhak  ethnic  minority  report — 
ed  watching  the  red  luminous  spheres  operating  in 
the  sky  above.  One  overflew  the  city  of  Kuldja  where 
it  reportedly  approached,  changed  direction,  stopped  and 
hovered  for  about  a  minute  and  then  flew  away.  Another 
rosey  sphere  Cor  the  same)  was  observed  over  the 
city  airport.  Another  report  came  from  the  inner  city 
where  the  light  was  seen  above  a  factory.  Nobody 
reported  flashing  beacons  or  any  sound.  The  factory 
report  described  a  lustrous  metallic  object  about  40 
centimeters  across  by  20  in  height  (apparent  size) 
and  wondered  if  it  was  a  new  Soviet  artificial  satelite. 


1958,  Central  China 

A  letter  smuggled  to  Japan  from  Wu  Chiyuan, 
a  member  of  a  Chinese  National  Construction  Battalion 
on  maneuvers,  described  a  great  disc~shaped  luminous 
object  of  orange  color,  of  surprising  size  and  bright¬ 
ness  in  the  China  sky.  The  object  descended,  like 
sirplane  in  a  steep  dive,  then  more  shallow  at  low 
altitude,  sloping  out  to  no  more  than  25  degrees.  It 
was  completely  silent.  It  circled  at  low  altitude  for 
about  one  minute ,  and  then  ascended  up  at  a  very  steep 
angle  at  high  speed  and  disappeared  above. 


Early  1960,  Night,  Nanjing 

He  Qingxian  reported  that  during  a  tornado  one 
summer  night  in  Nanjing,  a  luminous  ball  flew  past  at 
a  steady  slow  speed  and  at  low  altitude.  Then  another 
huge  ball  of  an  apparent  diameter  of  5  meters,  and 
radiating  a  brilliant  light  descended  from  the  sky. 

halted  a  short  while  at  a  few  meters  elevation, 
and  then  flew  away.  Besides  this,  2  luminous  spots  of 
light  like  auto  headlights  were  seen  in  Nanjing's 
suburb.  They  entered  a  cottage  and  then  the  cottage 
rose  into  the  air.  This  was  reported  in  Nanjing  Ribao 
with  a  scientific  explanation,  "tornado  phenomena"! 
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April  1963,  20:00,  Fenshui  Township,  Hanchuan  County 

Hubei  Province 


Zhou  Youde,  now  an  undergraduate  in  physics.  Class 
7802,  Wuhan  Teacher's  College,  when  15  years  old  at 
Ho.  8  Middle  School  of  Hanchuan  County,  together 
with  several  other  pupils  of  the  junior  3rd  class 
of  the  same  middle  school  which  graduated  in  1963, 
observed  a  strange  phenomenon  from  the  school  play-- 
ground.  At  08:00  that  day,  when  the  pupils  came 
out  of  the  classroom,  they  saw  a  black  spot  in  the 
northeastern  sky  at  an  elevation  angle  of  30  degrees. 
Its  diameter  was  about  50  centimeters  (apparent  size). 
The  black  spot  shot  out  a  slender  and  very  straight 
beam  of  light  in  an  easterly  direction.  The  object 
emerged  noiselessly  from  the  clouds  at  a  great  altitude. 
It  glowed  with  light  at  intervals  of  about  one  minute, 
and  repeated  the  process  3  to  4  times,  then  went  off. 
The  object  travelled  horizontally  in  the  sky,  stopping 
at  intervals,  then  going  slowly  eastward.  It  may  have 
come  from  the  north,  and  went  westward  after  making  a 
turn.  It  was  not  clear  whether  the  object  rotated. 
The  light  beam  remained  slender  and  straight,  and 
didn't  diverge  or  disperse.  Its  altitude  was  believed 
to  be  around  150  meters  above  the  ground.  The  night 
was  clear  and  windless.  When  the  light  beam  went 
out  for  the  last  time,  the  object  was  in  the  eastern 
sky  at  a  30  degree  elevation  angle,  and  subsequently 
the  object  was  lost  from  sight  because  it  was  not 
light” radiating  of  itself-  The  light  beam  seemed  to 
extend  a  great  distance.  The  speed  of  its  flight 
increased  rapidly.  It  remained  in  sight  for  about 
4  minutes.  The  place  of  the  sighting  was  in  Chang-- 
jiang-Hanshui  basin,  with  no  mountains  or  hills  around, 
offering  a  wide  field  of  vision.  There  was  no  power 
supply  in  the  locality. 


July  1963,  Afternoon,  Lan  Zhou  City,  Gansu  Province 

Pharmacist  Shi  Guo  Kao  heard  a  loud  noise  in  the 
sky  one  july  afternoon  in  1963.  She  looked  up  and  saw 
a  fire-like  object  land  in  her  back  yard.  The  object 
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spun  around  very  rapidly  before  her  eyes,  and  was 
making  noises.  After  about  a  minute,  the  color  of 
the  object  turned  to  a  dark  red  and  it  suddenly 
exploded  with  a  thundering  noise  which  slightly  shook 
her  house  snd  irritated  her  ears.  The  object  then 
leaped  into  the  air  and  disappeared  up  into  the  sky 
above,  leaving  behind  it  a  red  trail. 


Mid-August  1963,  Evening,  Fenshui  Commune,  Hanchuan 

Again  in  August,  1963,  Zhou  Youde,  in  company  with 
Zhou  Jianxin,  a  commune  member,  and  a  few  dozen  others, 
were  enjoying  the  cool  on  the  thrashing  ground  of  Xieli 
Brigade,  Fenshui  Commune,  Hanchuan  County,  vdien 
suddenly  a  very  slender  beam  of  light  shot  out  from  the 
western  sky.  First  it  shown  on  the  gable  of  Zhou  s 
house,  then  moved  on  to  the  spectators.  It  was  so 
bright  that  the  people  could  not  open  their  eyes. 
All  uttered  a  cry  of  surprise.  The  beam  moved  eastward 
and  shown  on  the  ground,  its  light  spot  a  few  meters 
in  diameter.  Like  a  similar  case  already  reported,  the 
light  radiating  flying  object  itself  was  rather  dim  and 
could  not  be  clearly  seen,  but  its  apparent  diameter 
could  be  made  out  to  be  more  than  30  centimeters. 
The  light  beam  then  moved  horizontally  eastward,  went 
off  and  on  two  or  three  times,  then  went  out  of  sight. 
It  moved  rather  slowly,  stopping  at  times,  but  rapid¬ 
ly  gained  speed.  It  appeared  in  the  west  at  an 
elevation  angle  of  20  degrees,  turned  east,  then 
vanished  in  the  north  at  20  degrees  elevation  angle. 
The  night  was  cloudless  and  without  wind.  The  obser¬ 
vers  believed  it  to  he  the  same  kind  as  that  which 
appeared  four  months  ago.  The  powerful  light  beam 
suggested  a  mighty  source  of  energy.  The  light  beam 
which  swept  the  ground  remained  is  sight  for  3  minutes. 


October  1963,  Kuangtung-Wuhan  air  route. 

On  an  undetermined  day  in  October  1963  an  Li-2 
Airliner  (A  Soviet-built  version  of  the  Douglas  DC-3) 
on  the  Kuangtung  to  Wuhan  air  route  was  chased  by 
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three  luminous  inidentified  flying  objects  for  15 
minutes.  The  pilots  gave  a  moment  by  moment  report 
of  the  action  by  radio  to  the  Chinese  Civil  Aeronaut¬ 
ics  Administration  during  this  time.  Upon  landing, 
the  crew  was  debriefed  by  Air  Traffic  Control,  and 
the  passengers  were  interviewed  by  authorities  and 
ordered  not  to  discuss  the  incident  with  anyone. 

October  1963,  18:00,  Anfu  County,  Jiangxi  Province 

Zhouxiang  Middle  School,  Anfu  County,  Jinggang- 
shan  Prefecture,  Jiangxi  Province,  was  the  site  of  an 
unusual  event.  Xie  Yizhi,  of  the  Provisional  Telecomm¬ 
unications  Press  observed,  at  about  18:00  hours, 
a  round  flying  object  in  the  sky.  Its  initial  position 
was  almost  vertically  overhead  (60  to  70  degrees  angle 
of  elevation),  and  it  approached  at  great  speed, 
becoming  larger  as  it  came  closer.  It  came  down 
to  an  altitude  of  about  100  meters,  at  which  time  it 
looked  a  few  meters  in  diameter.  In  3  to  4  seconds  it 
flew  up  rapidly  and  vanished  in  the  sky  above.  The 
whole  duration  of  its  appearance  did  not  exceed  5 
seconds.  The  object  was  slightly  brighter  than  the 
iBOon.  It  flew  at  extremely  high  speed,  and  was  not 
seen  to  be  self-rotating. 

I  January  1964,  Daytime,  Shanghai 

On  New  Year’s  Day  of  1964,  many  citizens  of 
Shanghai  observed  a  tremendous  sized  cigar- shaped 
aerial  object  flying  slowly  toward  the  southwest  in 
the  sky  above  the  city.  MIG  fighters  were  scrambled 
and  persued  the  strange  intruder  but  failed  to  force 
it  down.  The  witnesses  did  not  accept  the  explanation 
that  the  object  was  in  fact  an  American  missile. 

Summer  1964,  Night,  Macheng  County,  Hubei  Province 

Witness  Cai  Shun ’an  described,  in  a  letter,  an  ex¬ 
perience  that  happened  17  years  ago.  A  round  luminous 
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body  seen  at  500  meters  altitude  radiated  a  golden 
color  and  was  surrounded  by  four  rings  of  light  of 
various  colors.  Its  apparent  diameter  was  about  250 
milimeters  (apparent  size)  and  it  appeared  to  be  more 
flattened  than  spherical.  It  was  bright  but  not 
dazzling  as  it  moved  overhead,  going  northward  from  the 
south  at  a  slow  steady  speed,  and  without  any  sound. 
It  travelled  about  one  li,  then  suddenly  vanished.  The 
sighting  lasted  30  to  45  seconds. 


Summer  1965,  Daylight,  Beijing 

In  the  early  summer  of  1965,  Lin  Moulan  of  Beijing, 
saw  a  rotating  ball-like  unidentified  flying  object. 
It  rose  gradually  into  the  sky  and  disappeared  above. 

Summer  1965,  Night,  Chongwen  District,  Beijing 

Observers  Song  Jiandong,  now  working  at  the 
county  rediffusion  station  of  Jingan  County,  Jiangxi 
Province,  lover  of  astronomy,  then  a  student  of  19,  and 
Song  Jianmin  of  Tongji  University,  Shanghai,  saw 
something  very  unusual  to  them  in  the  summer  of  1965. 
While  observing  stars  in  the  night  sky  of  Beijing, 
Song  Jiandong  suddenly  spotted  a  very  bright  white 
star-like  object  overhead.  It  was  moving  slowly 
eastward,  like  a  satelite.  Soon  a  larger  spot  of  light 
came  into  sight  behind  the  first  one.  Its  apparent 
diameter  was  1  to  2  centimeters  (at  arm’s  length). 
It  was  elliptical  in  shape  and  gave  off  a  bluish-green 
light.  Song  hastened  to  get  his  home-made  astronom¬ 
ical  telescope  for  better  observation.  In  the  tele¬ 
scope  the  smaller  object  remained  a  tiny  star-like 
spot,  but  the  larger  one  appeared  clearer.  When 
Song  put  down  his  telescope,  the  larger  object  suddenly 
dashed  toward  its  minor  companion  at  a  speed  many  times 
Lts  initial  pace,  and  the  latter  picked  up  speed  as 
suddenly  to  escape.  Now  the  course  of  flight  began 
to  zig-zag  instead  of  going  straight  forward.  Proceed¬ 
ing  east,  the  objects  made  a  sharp  turn  northward. 
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A  minute  later  the  two  objects  looked  as  if  they  were 
about  to  collide,  when  both  suddenly  went  out  of 
sight.  The  two  observers  believed  that,  judging  from 
the  striking  difference  in  their  size  and  the  aston- 
ising  rate  of  their  acceleration,  they  could  not 
have  been  satelites.  The  two  objects  first  appeared 
in  the  sky  overhead,  then  vanished  in  the  northwest 
at  75  degrees  elevation.  The  brightness  of  the  larger 
one  was  -3m  to  -5m.  The  night  was  cloudless  and 
without  wind.  (Beijing  sky  is  restricted  airspace.  No 
flight  is  allowed  to  penetrate  without  permission. 
Air  Traffic  Control  did  not  know  who  the  intruders 
were  that  night.) 

August  1965,  22:30,  Qitai  County,  Xinjiang  Province 

Comrade  Zhao  Zhiyun,  an  old  geological  brigade 
uBember  who  had  worked  in  Xinjiang  for  more  than  twenty 
years,  and  more  than  twenty  times  had  crossed  the 
Tianshan  Mountains  from  south  to  north,  reported: 
*On  a  day  in  August  1965  we  were  making  geological 
surveys  south  of  the  Kalameili  Mountain,  west  of 
the  Jiang jun  Guobi,  and  north  of  Qitai  County.  At 
half  past  ten  in  the  night,  more  than  thirty  persons 
of  the  Branch  Brigade  were  cooling  themselves  outside 
of  the  camp.  Suddenly  they  saw  a  huge  fire  ball,  as 
big  as  a  wash  basin,  emitting  a  blue  light,  flying 
from  west  to  east,  from  the  center  of  the  Jungar  Basin. 
It  moved  horizontally  in  mid-sky  at  slow  speed, 
lilien  it  came  to  above  the  Kalameili  Mountain  it  dropped 
down  in  a  parabolic  trajectory.  When  this  fireball 
struck  the  earth  it  bounced  up  again  more  than  ten 
meters,  and  then  dropped  down  a  second  time,  creating 
a  sea  of  fire  that  lighted  up  a  very  large  part  of  the 
sky,  and  was  extinguished  only  after  about  ten  minutes. 
The  sky  was  quite  clear  then  and  there  was  no  wind. 
In  the  pitch  dark  night  the  sight  was  especially 
magnificent.  After  determining  its  direction  by  co¬ 

mpass  to  be  350  degrees  from  the  Ziliujing  Barracks, 
the  distance  was  estimated  at  3  to  5  kilometers*  After 
discussion,  it  was  unanimously  considered  to  be  the 
fall  to  Earth  of  a  man-made  satelite,  which  caused 
some  trees  and  firewood  to  catch  fire.  As  such  tree  had 
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f0W  leaves,  no  big  fire  resulted..  Ttie  next  day,  Zliao 
Zhiun  and  a  broadcasting  station  worker,  Li  Taiqian 
searched  for  signs  of  the  fireball  for  5  kilometers 
in  the  direction  observed  but  nothing  was  found.  The 
firewood  and  trees  remained  undisturbed!  This  was 
remarkable  considering  the  number  of  observers  involved 
here.  Some  Army  unit  comrades  also  searched  without 
finding  anything  unusual. 

Autumn  1967,  Night,  Tongxian  City 

Dong  Kuori  wrote,  "In  a  late  Autumn  night  of  1967, 
I,  as  a  worker  in  the  armed  forces  department  of 
Tongxian,  was  on  sentry  duty  in  Tongxian  City  when, 
at  about  02:00  in  the  early  morning,  I  suddenly 
^^scovered,  high  in  the  sky  about  AOO  meters  above  me, 
a  round  dark  red  ball  of  light  the  size  of  two  rooms. 
It  moved  from  south  to  north  along  the  air  route  at 
a  speed  slower  than  an  airplane.  Fifteen  minutes 
later  it  was  lost  from  view  in  the  distance."  The  night 
was  clear  as  the  huge  round  luminous  object  appeared 
in  the  sky  over  the  outskirts  of  Pechino.  The  bright 
red  ball  of  light  circled  the  area  at  great  velocity 
and  then  little  by  little  it  slowed  and  came  to  a  halt 
in  the  sky.  It  remained  in  the  area  for  about  15 
minutes  and,  although  it  flew  both  fast  and  slow,  its 
usual  velocity  was  about  that  of  an  airplane  in  flight. 


Early  1968,  Night,  Luda,  Liaoning  Province 

In  early  1968  four  coast  artillerymen  of  the  Naval 
garrison  at  Luda,  Liaoning  Province  in  north  China, 
discovered  a  golden  luminous  object  of  oval  form  that 
flew  along  leaving  a  thin  trail  in  the  air.  It  climbed 
steeply  at  an  incredible  speed-  A  short  time  later 
the  object  disappeared  in  the  sky  to  the  right  of  the 
fleet.  The  moment  the  egg-shaped  object  began  its 
ascent  all  communications  failed  and  so  did  the  radar, 
almost  causing  an  accident  in  the  fleet.  The  naval 
patrol  went  on  alert  and  the  fleet  commander  ordered 
his  men  to  prepare  for  combat.  The  situation  was  very 
tense!  A  half  hour  later,  at  a  critical  moment, 

communications  and  instruments  suddenly  began  t 
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function  normally  and  the  elements  of  the  defense  force 
were  once  more  in  contact  with  each  other.  A  two-man 
Coast  Guard  Patrol  reported  seeing  the  object  land  on 
the  south  coast.  Soldiers  sent  to  investigate  found 
that  it  had  mysteriously  disappeared. 

Mid— April  1968,  Gobi  Desert,  China  North  Frontier 

Gu  Ying,  an  interpreter  for  the  New  China  Agency, 
about  30  years  old,  once  served  four  years  in  the 
military  construction  regiment  in  the  Gobi  Desert 
on  the  north  China  frontier.  When  he  was  17  years  old 
and  had  finished  his  first  semester  of  studies  at  the 
secondary  school,  he  was  sent  to  a  military  construc¬ 
tion  regiment  in  the  great  Gobi  Desert.  At  that 
point  the  Cultural  Revolution  was  under  way,  and 
all  of  the  students,  without  exception,  were  sent  to 
work  on  field  projects.  In  mid-april  his  battalion 
was  working  on  a  great  irrigation  project  in  the  north 
Gobi  region.  **We  were  working  quite  late  when  I 
iaeard  a  comrade  cry  out,  *What  is  that,  that  is  coming?* 
I  raised  my  head  and  looked  in  the  direction  indicated, 
where  I  saw  a  great  disc  of  light  trailing  flames  in 
the  sky  as  it  slowly  descended  to  the  Gobi  sands. 
It  was  a  luminous  red-orange  in  color  and  had  an 
apparent  diameter  of  3  meters  before  it  landed. 
It  passed  alongside  at  a  slight  inclination  above 
the  horizon.  We  could  see  a  separate  more  luminous 
point  of  light  flashing  in  the  mass  of  light.  As 
it  was  less  than  a  kilometer  from  us  when  it  passed 
iry  we  could  see  the  detail  clearly.  It  landed  suddenly 
and  the  commander  of  the  company  telephoned  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  regiment  who  dispatched  a  team  of 
motorcycle  troops  to  approach  it.  Without  doubt  the 
arrival  of  the  motorcycle  troops  was  detected  by  the 
disc,  because  it  suddenly  ascended  like  an  arrow  and 
disappeared  in  the  sky  above.  As  the  northern  frontier 
passes  through  this  region,  most  witnesses  felt  that 
this  was  a  new  reconnaisance  machine  from  the  enemy  to 
the  north  inspecting  the  progress  of  the  work  on  the 
canal.  We  did  not  know  anything  about  UFOs  at  that 
time.  The  object  left  traces  of  its  landing  in  the 
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form  of  a  seared  cross  on  the  ground.  As  we  knew 
nothing  of  these  objects  we  did  not  study  the  mark  on 
the  ground.  We  only  thought  in  political  terms  and 
believed  that  this  signified  some  kind  of  preparation 
for  an  eventual  enemy  attack  from  the  north.  The 
soldiers  long  stationed  in  the  Gobi  had  seen  these 
things  before,  and  the  great  fireballs  in  the  sky  were 
not  so  unusual  to  them.  The  landing  and  take-off  were 
a  new  twist. 


August  1968,  Dusk,  Zhaoge  Oho,  Hulun  Buir  League, 
Inner  Mongolia 

At  a  border  defense  post  at  Zhaoge  Oho,  in  Inner 
Mongolia,  Ma  Jicheng,  then  a  serviceman  at  the  defense 
post,  now  working  at  the  power  shop  of  Baotou  Cotton 
Mill,  saw  on  two  occasions  a  silvery  boat-like,  trans¬ 
parent  object  at  about  1,000  meters  above  the  border 
defense  post.  It  moved  slowly  from  the  direction  of 
Cherlen  Gol  River  toward  the  east  and  eventually 
vanished  in  the  distance.  Each  time,  it  remained  in 
sight  about  10  minutes.  The  observer  used  binoculars 
on  both  occasions,  and  made  out  the  object  to  be 

the  size  of  a  car.  Its  shape  was  that  of  a  boat  and 

slightly  egg-shaped.  It  had  a  transparent  cover  which 

gave  it  the  appearance  of  a  huge  electric  tube. 
Apparently  it  contained  many  things  inside,  but  they 
could  not  be  seen  clearly.  The  shell  was  silvery  and 
light-reflecting.  It  flew  without  sound,  had  neither 
doors  nor  windows,  and  was  very  beautiful  in  the 

air.  The  evening  was  cloudy  both  times  these  events 
occurred.  Other  soldiers  at  the  border  post  claimed 
similar  sightings. 


January  1969,  20:00,  Jiangyou  County,  Sichuan  Province 

Chang  Xinggong,  formerly  a  member  of  the  "Workers’ 
Propaganda  Force",  Now  on  the  staff  of  the  Xingye 
Company,  Wuhan  Steel  Corporation,  noticed  that  the 
exercise  compound  of  the  middle  school  suddenly  illum¬ 
inated  brilliantly.  A  very  powerful  ray  of  light  shown 
on  the  observer’s  body  and  face.  It  was  so  dazzlingly 
bright  that  he  could  hardly  open  his  eyes.  Then  he

collected  himself  and  found  the  source  to  be  a  cylin 
drical  object.  The  beam  was  like  the  rays  from  a  giant 
searchlight.  Its  color  was  greyish-green  with  light  pink 
hues  on  the  surface, as  beautiful  as  a  rainbow.  Heig  t 
somewhat  surpassed  diameter.  An  extremely  colossal 
ohiect,  it  hovered  at  a  slant,  motionless  and  noise 
less.  At  a  height  of  roughly  350  meters  it  was 

clearly  visible  with  the  naked  eye.  From  the  lower 

end  issued  three  powerful  light  rays  in  the  form  of  a 
triangle.  Their  color  was  a  mixture  of  red,  yellow 
and  white,  much  brighter  than  the  full  moon,  so  that 
the  whole  compound  was  lighted  up.  About  two  minutes 
later  the  object  moved  up  and  down  four  times,  the 
range  of  motion  being  a  few  meters.  Then  it  flew  slowly 
to  the  northwest,  dimming  as  it  went.  The  observer 

watched  it  until  it  went  out  of  sight.  The  duration 

of  the  sighting  was  a  minimum  of  five  minutes.  Next 
morning  the  observer  mounted  to  a  height  ^o  look 
around,  and  found  no  tall  towers,  or  any  searchlights 

or  their  like.  He  concluded  that  it  must  have  been 
some  "modern  Soviet  photographing  device",  and  kept  it 
all  to  himself  for  fear  of  being  condemned  as  a 
"rumoring  and  sabotaging  element". 


End  August  1969,  21:00,  Beijing 

At  about  9  o'clock  of  an  unspecified  night  at  the 
end  of  August  1969,  Wang  Xiting  and  three  other  com¬ 
rades  discovered  three  ribbons  of  light  flying  side 
by  side  in  the  sky  above.  The  ribbons  on  the  two  sides 
were  a  little  smaller  than  the  central  one.  The 
width  of  the  ribbons  was  more  than  ten  times  the 
diameter  of  the  moon,  and  their  length  was  five  or  six 
times  their  width.  The  nochturnal  ribbons  had  a  soft 
luminosity  and  a  clear  sharp  contour.  They  flew 

noiselessly  at  a  medium  speed  and  gradually  disappear 
ed  in  the  distance.  Whatever  was  making  the  ribbons 
of  light  was  not  visible  to  the  observers.  They  listened 
carefully  but  heard  nothing. 
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September  1969,  20:00,  Baoqing  County,  Heilongjiang 

Li  Guiying,  supplies  officer  of  Baoqing  County 
853  Repairs  and  Construction  Factory,  Heilongjiang 
Frovince,  in  a  letter  of  18  July  1980,  wrote,  ”At  about 
8  o’clock  of  a  night  in  September  1969,  the  sky  was  fine 
and  clear.  Suddenly  two  hig  red  fire-halls  appeared  in 
the  sky.  They  were  separated  from  one  another  by  about 
one  meter,  and  were  very  near  the  earth,  about  15  to 
20  meters  above  the  ground.  Each  fire-ball  was  as  big 
as  a  medium— size  rice  bowl  (apparent  size)  and  red  in 
the  center.  The  outer  layers  were  yellow  and  white. 
They  emitted  very  strong  beams  of  light  which  dazzled 
the  eyes.  The  two  fire-balls  maintained  a  distance  of 
about  one  meter  separation  and  each,  rotating  contin¬ 
uously  about  its  own  axis  (vertical),  moved  from  south 
to  north  at  a  very  slow  speed.  There  was  only  2 
to  3  minutes’  time  from  the  balls’  discovery  to  their 
disappearance.  When  disappearing,  the  two  fire-balls 
gradually  flew  upwards  4  to  5  meters  and  then  suddenly 
extinguished.  What  was  still  more  strange  was  that, 
although  they  were  so  near  the  earth  from  discovery 
to  disappearance,  they  had  not  made  the  slightest  noise. 

September  1969,  21:00,  Taoshan,  Tili  County,  Heilongji¬ 
ang  Province 

A  report  was  submitted  by  comrade  Niu  Xingping 
of  the  Mining  Engineering  Department  of  the  Geological 
Ministry.  His  letter  was  written  on  6  July  1980,  but 
at  the  time  of  the  event  he  was  working  in  the  Taoshan 
May  7th  School  for  cadres  of  Tili  County.  In  his 
letter  he  said,  ’’After  about  9  o’clock  on  a  night 
in  September  or  October  of  that  year,  all  the  people 
there  were  preparing  to  go  to  sleep.  A  comerade  named 
SLang  Shuozhi  went  out  to  pass  water.  He  idlely  looked 
at  the  sky  and  suddenly  discovered  a  round  red  ring- 
shaped  celestial  body  with  a  red  star  in  the  center. 
It  was  flying  from  north  to  south.  The  round  body, 
(about  as  big  as  a  28”  bicycle  wheel)  flew  with  the 
red  star  simultaneously  at  its  center.  They  seemed  to 
be  7  to  8  thousand  meters  above  the  ground.”  Niu 
Xingping  also  said  in  his  letter  that  there  were 
7  or  8  other  witnesses  there  and  saw  this  unidentified 
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7  or  8  other  witnesses  there  and  saw  this  unidentified 
flying  object  at  the  same  time.  After  flying  above  for 
3  or  4  minutes  the  object  disappeared  in  the  southern 
sky.  There  was  no  moon  that  night  and  the  sky  was  full 
of  stars.  ’*0n  the  next  day,  I  heard  that  the  militia 
and  the  watch  sentries  of  Tilli  County  had  also  seen 
this  peculiar  celestial  phenomenon."  Baoqing  and  Tili 
counties  are  both  in  the  eastern  part  of  Heilongjiang 
Province.  '^eir  straight-line  distance  from  one 
another  is  only  some  300  kilometers,  and  they  are  in 
nearly  the  same  latitude.  We  should  therefore  consider 
whether  the  above  two  reports  were  about  phenomena  that 
occurred  on  the  same  day." 


1  October  1969,  16:00,  Chung  County,  Yunan  Province 

At  4  PM  on  1  October  1969  an  unidentified  flying 
object  the  size  of  a  tent  was  seen  in  the  sky  above 
Chung  County  in  Yunan.  It  flew  quietly  without  any 
sound  and  reflected  the  sunlight  brightly.  The  object 
then  descended  on  the  other  side  of  a  mountain,  and 
authorities  immediately  dispatched  a  number  of  soldiers 
to  look  for  the  object.  Nothing  was  found,  but  at 
11:05  the  next  day,  the  object  was  seen  again  in 
another  part  of  the  same  region.  About  400  prople 
witnessed  the  second  sighting. 


Winter  1969,  Night,  Liaoning  Province 

On  an  unspecified  night  in  the  winter  of  1969, 
Zhang  Lixia  and  others  of  Liaoning  Province,  discovered 
a  white  luminous  object  like  a  big  parachute  flying 
from  north  to  south  in  the  sky  above  the  Toudao  Guo 
Production  Brigade  of  the  Yang-yun  Commune.  It  flew 
over  for  about  5  minutes.  More  than  10  responsible 
members  of  the  Production  Brigade  followed  and  searched 
for  the  object,  but  found  nothing.

This  period  was  characterized  by  a  lack  of  sound 
investigative  and  research  data  as  it  was  before, 
until  the  close  of  1978  when  the  first  UFO  articles 
were  published  in  the  Chinese  language  in  the  popular 
press.  This  then  signaled  the  respectibility  of 
the  phenomenon  and  witnesses  began  to  tell  others  of 
their  strange  sightings.  Handwritten  underground 

UFO  journals  came  to  light,  and  in  1979  small  UFO 
research  groups  came  into  being  and  began  to  collect 
case  data.  Most  of  the  sightings  released  to  us 
for  this  period  were  of  luminous  phenomena  seen  in  a 
dark  sky.  There  was  a  flurry  of  activity  reported  in 
mid-September  1971,  about  the  time  when  then  Vice 
Chairman  of  the  Chinese  Communist  Party  and  Minister 
of  National  Defense,  Lin  Biao,  escaped  from  the  country 
in  an  airplane  that  crashed  in  the  Wendur  Khan  District 
of  the  People’s  Republic  of  Mongolia.  A  large  round 
spherical  object  was  observed  in  the  skies  of  Shan 
County  of  Shandong  Province  for  5  hours  on  9  September 
1976,  the  day  Chairman  Mao  was  buried.  Thousands 
observed  it.  At  16:15  the  same  day  a  large  circular 
object  resembling  cymbals  clamped  rim  to  rim  was  seen 
over  Yichun  in  Jiangxi  Province.  At  Zhangpo  County  in 
Fujian  Province  3,000  at  an  outdoor  movie  on  7  July 
1977  were  stampeeded  by  two  low-flying  UFOs  that  swept 
over  the  crowd.  Two  children  were  killed  and  200 
injured  in  the  melee.  1977  was  a  year  of  major  UFO 
flight  activity  with  a  wave  of  activity  in  July.  1978 
was  quieter  but  1979  picked  up  to  a  full  fledged  wave 
of  UFO  activity  with  28  cases  released  to  us  for  that 
time,  however  the  big  wave  came  in  1980. 
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Early  !970,  22:00,  Tarniag  ni strict,  Fujian  Province 


One  day  in  the  early  part  of  !970,  at  ahont 
22:00  hours,  a  peasant  of  the  Taining  District  of 
Fujian  Province,  saw  a  metalLic  flying  object  in 
the  fontn  of  a  pan  descend  behind  a  hill*  "fhe  object 
radiated  a  very  brill iant  green  light.  While  it 
was  still  behind  the  hill,  and  the  glow  could  be 
seen,  the  witnesses  heard  a  soft  incomprehensible 
musical  tone.  Thinking  this  very  strange,  the  peaS' 
ant  reported  it  to  the  village  headman.  Tlie  local  Army 
Eoimoiander  mobilised  hundreds  of  militiamen  and  they 
tried  to  surround  the  area.  The  sky  was  overcast  and 
that  night  was  very  dark.  The  militiaiiien  thought 
that  it  would  bo  difficult  to  approach  the  object 
directly  and  proceeded  to  surround  it  under  the  cover 
of  the  forest  nearby*  In  about  an  hout  the  flying 
object  ejected  a  bright  white  light,  forcing  the  line 
of  enc  ire  lenient  to  retreat  as  the  object  Look-off  very 
rapidly  straight  up  into  the  sky.  There  were  many 
eyewitnesses  to  this  performance-  A  member  of  the 
ciiliLia  present  that  night  (who  insists  on  anonymity) 
said  that  when  he  and  the  men  arrived  below  the  hill, 
they  could  see  the  brilliant  light  but  that  they 
did  not  hear  any  sound* 


Spring  !970,  Night,  Yongji  County,  Shanxi  Province 

On  an  unspecified  spring  night  in  1970,  Wang 
Kinguing  and  J.i  Yingde  of  Beijing,  saw  a  circular 
unidentified  flying  object  in  the  -sky  above  the  top  of 
Cliongtiao  Mountain,  which  is  due  south  of  the  Wuxing  Eii 
Farm  in  Vangji  County,  Shatoti  Province,  It  was  as  big 
as  more  than  ton  moons*  It  gave  out  a  dazzling  white

Waag  M  wrote,  ”Iii  1970  I  was  working  with  a 
military  r.ons  tmctioo  rogi.mcnt  in  a  Young  Citizen's 
Cadre.  We  were  working  in  the  Bayangaole  Region  in 
Inner  Mongol  near  the  great  Ul.anbuhe  Desert. 

There  we  had  a  grand  field  of  vision,  like  at  sea. 

One  night  1  was  sitting  on  the  ground  with  some  friends 
wh  e  n  j  sud  dc  nl  y ,  we  s  aw  a  light  a  pproach  Lng  in  the 
sky.

June  1970,  21:00,  Tongchuan  City,  Shaanxi  Province 

From  a  highway  opposite  Shunl^e  Village  across  the 
river  from  Chenguan,  Toagchuan  City,  Shaanxi  Proufince, 
observers  Liu  Gfenjj,  a  worker  at  the  Transport  Repair 
Department,  Muarcipal  Capital  ConstroerJon  Corporation, 
in  Tongchuan,  and  a  few  others  present^  saw  a  mass  of 
misty  cloud  in  the  east,  Tt  was  milky  white  and 
semi-transparent.  The  sky  was  Otherwise  cloudless. 
SVenty  seconds  later  a  round  luminous  object  emerged 
from  the  cloud,  brighter  than  the  moon,  40  ceoti meters 
apparent  diameter,  and  travelling  along  in  a  spiral 
path.

On  an  nndcLnnDined  nighL  in  June  1970^  at  the 
playgtoand  ot  the  Northwestern  TeLeconmninicat  ion 
Engineering  institute ,  X i  ^ an ^  Shaaniti ,  du  Min,  a 
worker  at  the  ELettrif  itat  ion  Bureau,  Ministry  of 
Railways,  Hcliing,  then  a  student  25  years  old,  and  Liu 
Zhiyong,  now  working  at  the  Hangu^ng  Machine-building 

Factory,  Handan  City,  were  amonc  a  few  hundred  people 
who  observed  a  strange  occurrance  at  the  same  tiroe^ 

A  very  bright  object  was  seen  in  the  northwestern  sky 
at  an  elevation  of  45  degrees  above  the  horizon .

already  passed  above  our  school  and  was  slowly  dis— 
appearing  in  a  northwestern  direction  at  an  elevation 
of  60  to  70  degrees.  The  big  ring  ol  light  was  in  a 
gaseou s  state,  ve r y  much  1  ike  a  spiral  cl oud ,  It  wa s 
a  light  yel  low  in  color  and  did  not  make  any  noise . 
Viewed  carefully,  its  central  part  had  a  greater 
density,  while  its  edges  were  less  dense.  It  rotated 
at  a  very  slow  speed ,  but  it  moved  forward  quite 
rapidly-  More  than  10  of  us  watched  this  pcculiai: 
phenomenon  until  it  completely  disappeared.

Zhu  X i uy i. 0 g  and  a  dozen  other  translators  of  the 
May  7th  Cadre  School  of  tlie  Foreign  Languages  Bureau, 
at  Liyuan  Cotomune,  Ji  County,  Hebei,  saw  a  huge  ring 
of  yellowish^white  light  in  the  sky  at  an  altitude  of 
2  to  3  thousand  meters .  It  continued  rotating  slowly 
as  it  moved  at  a  steady  speed  horizontally  in  a  north¬ 
westerly  direction.  Its  brightness  was  like  the 
moon.  The  elevation  angle  when  first  sighted  was 
about  70  degrees ,  and  this  decreased  to  ^0  degrees  in 
the  disLanee-  It  was  completely  soundless.  The  sight¬ 
ing  lasted  more  than  a  minute.  After  reporting  this 
ineident,  the  ohservers  recLeved  a  letter  from  Song 
Haiwen,  an  undergraduate  at  Harbin  Ship  Buildinf> 
Academy,  stating  that  on  the  same  night,  the  same,  or 
a  similar  object  *  was  seen  from  the  county  seat  of  Ji 
County  (-40  kilometers  west  of  Liyuantuu) ,  where,  the 
observation  was  even  more  clear.  There,  a  core  was 
seen  in  the  middle  of  the  ring  of  light  which  emitted 
smoke  and  fog  outward.

Liu  Xiaolci  of  the  Administrative  section  of  the 
Zhengzhou  Cigarette  Factory,  who  supplied  this  report, 
was  also  an  intellectual  youth  then  working  and  living 
in  a  rural  village-  Notably^  this  thoughtful  man  liad 
recorded  this  strange  incident  in  his  diary.  He  wrote, 
"At  7  Oarlock  in  the  evening  of  25  September  1971,  a 
strange  object  appeared  in  the  northwest  sky,  Tt  was 
an  object  the  size  of  a  star  but  whiter  than  a  star* 
It  was  making  an  inward  counter-clockwise  spiral 
■ovemeut  .  The  luminous  body  trailed  a  broom— like 
gaseous  tail. ^  which  gradually  changed  from  bright  white 
to  a  dinoner  color  as  it  gradually  moved  in  a  south- 
westward  direction  and  disappeared  in  itg  spiral  orbit." 
In  his  letter  accompany i  ng  a  copy  o£  the  diary  page, 
Liu  explained,  ”I  rcmcmbor  there  were  several  gchool- 
mates  and  local  people  who  algo  observed  this  object. 
The  duration  o  f  the  observat  ion  was  about  3  to  5 
■inutes.  There  was  a  small  hill  to  our  west  but  the 
luminous  body  disappeared  before  it  was  obscured  by 
the  hill.  The  size  of  the  whole  spiral  body  was  about 
the  same  as,  or  a  little  1  arger ,  than  the  full  moon , 
Its  bright  white  center  was  somewhat  larger  than  a 
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first  T^^tude  star.  tail  of  the  spiral  body 

was  wLcJer  and  Lhinaer  chan  the  iront  or  middle  parts. 
This  indicated  that  the  spiral  body  was  in  reality 
an  orbit  formed  by  the  movement  of  the  bright  spot; 
It  wag  not  a  solid  body.  Apart  from  that,  the  bright 
spot  moved  smoothly  and  with  a  (ftedivun  spoed . " 

This  and  the  case  above  may  have  been  separate 
observations  of  the  some  phenomenon,  Xinzheng  and 
Baofeng  are  not  far  apart. 


Lace  September  1971,  19:30,  Oingxiao  City,  Hebei  Prov. 

Chen  Chu,  a  meiaber  of  a  certain  Peoples  Libera¬ 
tion  Army  unit  in  Dingxian,  submitted  this  report:  ’'In 
an  evening  in  the  last  10  days  of  September  1971,  our 
unit  was  carrying  out  an  a.ssi gnment  in  a  small  valley 
north  of  Tangxian  City.  At  about  half  past  7,  when  the 
sky  had  just  begun  to  grow  dark,  we  .suddenly  discovered 
a  circular  ball-lifcr  object,  like  the  niODn,  rising 
slowly  to  the  north  of  our  quarters.  The  ball  gave 

out  a  Lot  of  misty  gas  from  its  edges,  making  it  n 

magniftcent  cloudy  and  smoky  sight.  After  remaining 
in  the  sky  for  several  seconds,  it  .spurted  out  a  strong 
let  of  mist  or  .smoke  and  rose  Co  a  certain  height. 
Then  it  remained  stationary  for  some  seconds,  and  then 

rose  again  to  a  new  height.  Tlien  it  stopped  for  some 

more  seconds,  and  began  to  drop  down  until  it  gradual ly 
disappeared  in  the  night  sky.  As  our  An^  units 
were  in  a  state  of  combat  readiness  due  to  the  Lin 
Biao  incident,  we  reported  our  discovery  instantly  to 
our  superior  authorities  and  dispatched  a  motor  car  to 
pursue  the  flying  object.  Because  of  the  ruggedness 
of  the  mountain  road,  the  motor  car  turned  hack  after 
having  chased  the  object  for  more  than  10  li.  Reports 
recieved  at  that  time  indicated  that  a  number  of  places 
had  observed  this  phenomenon  but  nobody  knew  what  the 
object  really  was.  For  many  years  I  have  tried  to 
explain  it  as  a  plane, a  balloon  or  some  other  flying

Qiin  FoflxaQg,  n  studcftt  at  the  Wuhan  Xnsli-tiitc 
of  Survey  and  brawiag,  observed  a  bright  object  in  the 
sky  due  north  of  his  position.  It  was  circular  in 
shape  and  Hew  slowly  from  east  to  west.  A  dozen 
seconds  later  a  tail  appeared  in  its  rear  like  that  of 
a  comet .  The  tail  grew  into  a  wider  belt  oi  light 
when  reaching  a  northwesterly  position.

Hadengshorige,  a  Mongolian  who  lives  in  the 
northern  part  of  China  was  an  eloquent  witness  to  the 
strange  UFO  events  unfolding  along  the -North  Frootrer.

'"Hear  the  end  of  September  1971,  the  unit  of  the 
PLA  in  which  I  served  was  working  in  the  forest  west 
of  the  village  of  Gujining,  io  Inner  Mongolia.

Though  there  was  an  airbase  J-0  kilometers  in  the 
direct  ion  where  the  object  was  seen ^  wc  coul d  detect 
nothing  in  common  between  this  and  any  type  ol  aircraft. 

4.  Since  the  object  was  seen  by  many  at  the  same 
time,  it  could  not  have  be.en  an  optical  rllusioo.^* 


Summer  1972,  20:30,  Yunyang  District 

At  about  half  past  eight  in  the  evening  of  a  day 
in  the  summer  of  1972,  bang  3Eiaoqing^  a  student  of  a 
normal  college,  then  a  family  niember  of  a.  worker  at 
the  Dan  j  iang  Jing  Petroleum  Company,  Tunyang  District, 
watched  a  milky  white  iinidcntif led  flying  object  at 
the  foot  of  Jingung  Mountain.

At  about  B  o^cIock  in  the  night  of  an  unspecified 
day  in  th e  au tumn  of  1973^  Chen  Yanrhu q ,  ac r_oun t a nt  of 
the  Yangpu  Production  Brigade^  Cianglu  Commine,  Cuang.U 
County,  observed  in  the  clear  night  a  white 

luminous  T"ing  revolving  continuously  about  its  own 
vertical  ajtis.  It  rotated  and  changed  its  direction 
upwards  when  it  was  at  an  angle  of  30  degrees  elevation 
iu  the  northwest.  When  it  reached  an  angle  of  40 
degrees  it  suddenly  moved  downwards  and  disappeared. 
Chen  observed  the  object  for  three  minutes.  Several 
other  witnesses  verified  his  account. 


February  1974,  21:00,  Oigihaer  Village,  neilong_iiog 

Liu  Ji^  CTJRO  member  in  the  province  of  Heilongjiang 
and  student  at  the  normal  school  of  Haerbing  submitted 
an  interesting  report.  "UFOs  visited  the  province  of 
Heilongjlng  in  February  1974.  At  21:00  hours  an  [JKO 
was  aeon  over  the  farm  of  Mcilisi  of  the  village 
of  Qigihacr.  Xi  Shu^i,  a  young  woman ^  was  letting  some 
prgs  out  whensUe  happened  to  raise  her  head  and  look  up, 
and  there  in  the  sky  above  she  saw  a  solitary  flying 
object.  She  immediately  ran  to  the  house  to  get  others 
to  come  out  aud  see  it^  and  finally  10  witnesses  stood 
outside  gazing  up  at  the  wonder.  The  flying  object  was 
very  strange.  It  now  consisted  of  a  main  object  accom¬ 
panied  by  7  other  smaller  objects.  The  main  body  was 
a  brilliantly  luminous  oval  shape,  while  the  7  small 
bodies  were  spherical  objects  emitting  a  yellow-white 
light  and  they  seemed  to  bo  transparent.  Tliey  were 
all  of  the  same  size  and  seemed  to  have  coion  out  of 
the  larger  object  and  were  now  circling  it  at  an  equal 
distance.  They  were  well  illuminated  by  the  light  from 
the  main  body^  They  all  flew  at  the  same  speed  without 
haste. The  witness  affirmed  that  the  volume  of 
the  7  smaller  objects  did  not  represent  1/lOth  that  of 
the  main  body,  where  the  main  axis,  from  their  point 
of  view,  seemed  twice  that  of  the  short  n^is.  Ihe 
UFO  passed  within  100  meters  of  the  witnesses  and  looked 
larger  than  a  full  moon  in  a  low  sky.  Some  seven  minutes 
later  they  flew  away  toward  the  northwest.

Zhao  Zhiyon  reporting  a  peculiar  pheaoinenon  hQ 
had  observed  wrote:  the  end  of  August  1974^  I  and 

Comuad  Patar^  an  Uygur  worker,  made  sotne  district 
geological  surveys  in  the  higji  mountain  grassland 
r  eg  ion  of  T  iansh  an ,  3 , 000  me  t  e  r  s  abov  e  the  s  ea  ,  in  th  e 
south  of  Jiiaghe  County  and  cast  of  sneke  County.  We 
discovered  in  the  large  prairie  an  elliptical  plot  of 
grass  about  3  idqu  which  appeared  to  have  beeu  burnt  and 
become  yellow,  and  easily  mashed.  The  grass  on  the  high 
mountain  and  beneath  the  glaciers  was  generally  about 
10  cent iiaeters  high  only,  not  much  body  to  Lt^  Adding 
to  this  the  coldness  of  the  weather  and  the  dampness  ol 
the  earth,  such  grass  would  not  easily  burn  even 
if  kerosene  were  pouted  ou  it.  Yet,  this  grass  was 
ycl  1  owed  and  dying  ^  This  was  the  first  t  ime  that  I 
had  seen  such  a  pronounced  and  regularly  shaped  yellow 
pattern  on  the  green  prairie  of  the  Tiaushan  Mountain. 
I  had  seen  many  Lighteuing-strike  cases  where  trees  were 
burned  into  black  charcoal  and  grass  was  burned  into 
cinders,  hut  the  places  struck  were  always  irregular 
patches.  According  to  what  I  knew^  this  place  was  not 
a  gra7-ing  land,  but  a  deserted  spot  rarely  visited  by 
man.  Such  a  withe  red  grass  patch  was  highly  unusual  and 
was  corapleteTy  unexplaiioable.  At  that  tijoae  I  was  only 
astonished  at  such  a  sight.  Now  that  7  have  seen  some 
reports  about  ^Flying  Paus^,  I  have  become  aware  that 
that  might  be  an  e^Eplanation  for  this  mystery.  T  only 
regret  that  I  had  uoc  made  a  better  analysis  of  the 
niatcriaT  when  I  had  the  chance."

other  people,  he  suddenly  saw  a  silvery  flying  object

were  many  eye-witnesses  in  the  street  who  talked  about 
this  phenomenon  for  a  long  time  but  could  uot  reach  a

Early  October  1976,  20i00^  Kin j iang  Province 

For  s  eve  r  s 1  con  se  cut i ve  u igh  t  s  la  Sep  tembe  r 
and  early  October,  1976,  Yang  Dewei  and  others  o±  the 
Meteorological  Team  of  the  First  Agricultural  Institute 
of Xinjiang  Province,  observed  a  curious  ball  of  fire 

approach iug  in  tbe  sky  from  due  north.  Its  elevation 
was  30  to  35  degrees  above  the  horixon*  Tt  was  shaped 
like  an  inverted  saucer  and  was  a  creamy  white  in  color. 
It  was  rolling  to  and  fro  as  it  travelled  rapidly  in 
horixontal  flight.  It  was  leaving  a  long  flat  trail 
boh i  nd  it.  This  object,  or  one  just  1  ike  it ,  canic  back 
repeatedly  for  the  next  2  or  3  nights  In  a  row. 

Each  time,  the  sighting  lasted  I  to  2  minutes  and  the 
spectacle  was  witnessed  by  many  observers.

Li  Mongxi  of  a  certain  Unit  reported:  ”It  was 

The  plate  was 
in  the  Tliirteen  r.i  Ifiar  racks  of  Zhang  j  La  Luo  Municipal  it  y 
in  Hebei  Province.  In  the  afternoon  of  a  certain  day^ 
we  were  listening  to  the  transmission  of  a  relevant 
document  from  a  higher  authority  in  the  athletic  ground 
to  the  west  of  os-  At  about  6  o^clock  I  accidentally 
discovered^  in  the  southwestern  corner  of  the  sky^  the 
sudden  appearance  of  a  big  luminous  spot  ^  which  was  as 
large  as  the  stone  of  a  date  Cut  arm^s  length)  at  first 
s  i  ght  -  It  was  moving  slowly  downward ,  and  as  it  descen¬ 
ded  its  sixe  continnaily  iacreased.  So  also  did  its 
LiminosiLy.  I  was  greatly  surprised  and  at  once  called 
the  other's  attention  to  it.  They  were  astonished. 
After  some  time,  the  meeting  was  over^  but  the  object 
still  remained  in  the  sky.  Many  people  went  hurriedly 
to  the  athletic  ground  and  higher  places  to  get  a  better 
look  at  the  object.  They  saw  it  slowly  make  a  very  big 
turn  in  the  air^  like  a  written  "r"  inverted,  and  then 
heading  downward  it  disappeared  behind  the  mountain 
some  30  kilometers  away.  The  size  of  the  object  itself 
was  then  more  than  50  tiioes  that  when  it  first  appeared. 
1 1  was  just  a  big  1  uminous  shu 1 1 1  e^ c ock  h a ngi  ng  in  the 
sky.  The  difference  was  that  its  luminous  tail  meander¬ 
ed  with  the  turn  of  the  body.  It  remained  in  sight  for 
more  than  30  minutes Li  Elongxi  was  very  definite  in 
pointing  out^  "Regarding  this  incident  I  can  very  defin^ 
itely  say  that  it  wa.s  not  an  illusion,  because  more  than 
SO  witnesses  saw  it  with  their  own  eyes.  It  was  not 
a  comet,  a  meteor,  or  any  other  recognizable  thing  such 
as  an  airplane,  a  balloon,  or  a  phenomenon  formed  by 
the  clouds."  He  also  furnished  a  sketch  of  what  he  saw. 

26  November  1976,  21:00,  Xi^an  City,  Shaanxi  Province 

At  the  No.  3  Middle  School  affiliated  to  the  Xi^an 
Power  plant  on  Taoyuen  Road  in  the  western  suburb  of 
li'an  City,  observer  Han  Biuqi,  !B  year  old  male  student 
of  the  senior  grade  at  No,  94  Middle  School^  Xi  ^an,  saw 
a  huge  sanccr-like  object  in  the  southwestern  sky  which 
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flew,  rotating,  as  it  passed  from  east  Ld  southeast. 
It  was  observed  for  20  minutes  from  an  open  viewpoint 
with  good  visibility  aod  was  clearly  seen  in  its 
flight.  Tt  was  also  seen  by  Xie  Hongru  and  many  other 
fellow  s Indents. 


AciLumn  L  976 ,  Dusk ,  Gucheng  Xian,  llnbei  F  tovince 

Comcrade  T.iu  Yvieshan  of  the  609  Research  Office  of 
the  Third  Engineering  Indnstries  Ministry  reported  that, 
in  a  day  in  the  Autumn  of  1976,  he  observed  a  "Ely ing 
Pan"  in  Oucheng  Xian  (village)  of  Hnbei  Provioce.  it 
was  toward  evening  of  that  day,  and  the  vast  expanse  of 
the  sky  was  clear  and  cloudless-  'J'he  sun  had  just  gone 
down  behind  the  western  hxlls  when  he  accidentally 
discovered  a  flying  object  in  the  western  sky.  At  first 
it  was  as  big  as  a  wash  basin  (apparent  si^e).  Then  a 
spiral  of  gray  mist  appeared  around  it  and  gradnally  ex¬ 
panded.  About  3  minutes  later,  the  flying  object  very 
qui  cki.y  disappeared  in  the  sky.  There  were  many 
other  witnesses  who  watched  this  flying  object  on  that 
day.  Tlie  local  militia  thought  that  there  might  be 
sotjfie  enemy  mo veme  nt  indie  ated ,  so  they  o  r  gan  i  zed  a 
patrol  squad  that  night  to  be  ready  in  case  it  was 
ni=ieded.

Du  Aiquo,  an  employee  of  the  Hubei  Provincial 
Chemical  Fort il i zers  Factory,  in  his  letter  of  14  July 
1980,  described  his  observation  of  a  "Flying  Van"  in 
Zh i j  rang  Conn ty  of  Hube i  P r ov i n ce .  He  wr ot e ,  " I n  a  day 

in  June,  1977,  the  sun  had  just  gone  down  behind 
the  hill  and  there  were  still  waves  of  greyish-yellow 
clouds  on  the  horizon  gradually  floating  away  toward  the 
east.  At  about  6  or  7  o^ clock  in  the  eveniiig,  I  and  my 
schoolmate  Miao  Qing  were  going  to  attend  an  evening 
self study  class.  As  we  walked  along,  I  suddenly  dis¬ 
covered  that  there  appeared  to  be  a  satelite  in  the  sky 
moving  at  a  great  speeds  We  stopped  to  observe  the 
object-  There  were  then  mere  than  a  hundred  people  on 
the  road  observing  the  sight.  We  saw  this  round  flying 
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object  of  tlie  same  color,  si^e  and  shape  as  the  stars 
Sn  the  sky  making  a  circular  moveTnent.  It  sported  out 
ircDi  its  tail  s  gaseous  nist^  something  like  the  con¬ 
trail  of  a  jet  airplane »  Tlie  cliaiDeLer  of  the  circle  the 
object  flew  was  about  40  meters  (apparent  si^e) ^  and 
the  direction  of  moveunent  was  somewhat  toward  the  west- 
'fhe  travel  lasted  about  7  to  8  minutes,  until  the  object 
wag  obscured  by  floating  clouds  coming  in  from  the  west” 


7  July  1977,  30:30,  Zhangpo  County,  Fujian  Province 

On  the  evening  of  7  July  1977,  at  Zhangpo  County  in 
Fujian  Province  of  east  China ^  iDore  than  3^000  people 
were  watching  an  open-air  showing  of  the  Rumanian  film 
"Along  The  Oanube  Delta"  at  the  Connnune  playground ,  Tlieu 
around  8:30  p.m.,  a  section  of  the  audience  suddenly 

spotted  two  large  oblate  orange  colored  luminous  objects 
descending  toward  the  crowd*  The  objects  continued 
their  descent  and  passed  so  low  over  the  spectators  that 
they  aliDogt  hit  the  ground-  They  emitted  a  vivid  glow 
arouQd  them  and  flew  only  a  few  loeters  apart  ^  and  so 
close  to  the  people  that  heat  could  be  felt  and  a  low 
huinming  sound  was  heard.  Panic  spread  and  people  threw 
themselves  to  the  ground  in  fright.  Many  stampeeded  in 
their  fear,  trampling  2  children  to  death  and  injuring 
more  than  300  others-  After  passing  so  low  over 
the  melee,  the  two  UFOs  ascended  rapidly  again  and 
disappeared  into  the  n i ght  sky  above ,  streaking  away 
in  seconds. 

Aoother  report  of  this  incident,  submit  ted  by  sono 
of  the  authorities  present  at  the  ti.me  Ridded  a  few  more 
details  to  this  amaziug  encounter. 

Liu  Eiugxiang^  u  docttjr  at  the  Coonty  Hospital; 
‘Chen  CalfCj  au  officer  if  the  County  Public  SecuriLy 
Bureau;  and  Chen  Qiughui,  a  secrEtary  at  the  County 
Enterprise  Administration  Bureau,  said  that  they  were 
natch  ing,  "a  film  show  going  on  at  the  playground  out- 
F*side  the  County  Seat.  The  audience  numbered  near  3,U0O- 
rSuddcnly  two  flying  objects  dashed  aloug  from  the  north- 
kiiPest.  Keeping  a  distance  of  three  meters  from  each 
pther,  they  swept  diagonally  acros-s  the  playground  in 
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a  liori^-oataJL  dirticcion*!  almost  scrapinp^  t_Ue  ground- 
They  f  1  cw  wi  t  hou  t  mak  Lng  a  fiound  ,  but  thoy  emi  1 1  cd  a 
pownTful ^  dazzling  yellowish-red  light  in  front,  like  a 
headlight  of  a  car  or  tractor.  The  audience  was  thrown 
into  confusion.  In  panic  they  hurriedly  made  way  for 
the  UFO.  Two  children  were  killed  and  200  injured  were 
sent  to  the  hospital.  In  10  seconds  the  UFO  had 
disappeared  in  the  distance.  Authorities ,  suspecting 
an  optical  illusion  related  to  the  film  show,  had  the 
picture  projected  again^  but  nothing  turned  up.

Zhang  Jingpiin,  a  peasant  in  a  Youth  Brigade  of 
Yiugpierikou  Coramuoe  at  Chengdu  and  a  thousand  person 
audience  of  a  film  show  at  the  playground  of  the 
College  of  T rad i t i on al  Hed i c ine ,  Che ngdu ,  wat ch ed  a  UFO 
rotating  counterclockwise  as  it  moved  in  the  sky  above  +

four.  Its  position  was  due  north  at  an  elevation  of 
35  degrees.

furnished  a  report  saying:  "In  a  day  in  the  Autumn  of 
1977,  when  the  sun  had  gone  down  behind  the  hill^  I  was 
attending  a  meeting  at  the  Jiji  Con  (village)  Production 
Br  i  gadc  of  the  S  ubu  ]  log  Codmune  »  wh  ich  was  mo  re  tb  an  a 
hundred  *li*  from  Yang!  County  City,  Suddenly  I  heard 
many  people  outside  the  roam  crying  out  loudly. 
T  went  out  of  the  door  and  looked  up*  There  i  saw  a 
pink  objecL  like  a  fireball  flying  rapidly  from  west  to 
eas  t  in  the  sky .  It  d  isappear ed  in  a  moment .  The 
object  was  twice  as  big  as  the  moon.  According  to  the 
people  who  saw  the  object  before  me^  it  flew  over  their 
heads  very  rapidly  and  noiselessly-  Afterwards^  I 
returned  to  the  county  city.  The  people  in  the  city 
s  aid  tha  t  the  y  also,  at  the  same  t  ime  of  that  eve  a  i  ag 
had  seen  a  similar  aerial  display. 

Such  fireballs  have  been  reported  nany  ticics  before 
in  all  parts  of  the  world-  They  are  too  slow  to  be. 
meteors.  Zhan^  Ren  had  Liine  to  get  up  from  his  meeting, 
go  to  the  door  and  look  out,  aod  locate  the  objnet  in 
the  sky,  and  still  had  time  for  observatiouj  a  number 
of  seconds  involved.  Tn  other  cases  such  sightings 
have,  endured  a  half  a  minute  and  more^  still  much  too 
fast  lor  any  known  flying  vehicle.  In  Japan  a  man  was 
able  to  take  4  photographs  of  such  a  flying  object^ 
looking  exactly  like  a  meteor.  And  in  Argentina  axtother 
witness  had  time  to  go  for  a  cameraj  ready  it,  and  still 
snap  two  photographs  of  the  object,  again  looking  just 
like  an  ordinary  meteor.  Nobody  nss  yet  satisfactorily 
eiKplaincd  these  very  slow  "meteors". 


Autumn  1977,  19:00,  Shennoug  Jia  District 

In  the  Autumn  of  1977,  Comrade  Tuan  Zhenxing  and 
others  of  the  Palaeoanth topological  Institute  of  the 
Chinese  Academy  of  Science,  were  making  investigations 
into  savages  in  the  Shennoug  District.  At  about  seven 
oVlock  in  the  evening  one  day^  when  they  were  hoiding 
a  meeting,  a  middle  school  student  came  in  and  nervously 
reported  that  a  "monster”  had  appeared  in  the  sky.  When 


Yuan  Zhen^ing  and  the  others  rubbed  out  Lhn  door,  the 
^^moQSteir”  had  already  filovn  over  the  mountain  ridge 
and  was  gome.  The  villagers,  however ^  were  still  in  a 
state  ol  exciteTflcntj  and  discussing  the  object. 
They  defliDiiEtrated  that  there  was,  a  nkOment  ago,  a  round 
plate-1  ike  body  giving  out  a  yellowish-white  light,  and 
while  rotating  slowly  abont  its  vertical  amis.  Hew 
noiseiessly  forward  with  a  not  very  great  speed.  The 
rim  of  the  circular  object  spurted  out  rays  of  fire  in 
the  direction  of  tangents.  The  observation  lasted  about 
one  minute  as  it  flew  over  the  settlement.  The  day  had 
not  yet  become  completely  dark^  The  sky  was  dear  and 
cloudless.  The  moon  had  not  yet  risen. 


Autumn  1977,  21:00,  Taiyuan,  Shaanxi  Province 

From  the  dormitory  of  the  Taiyuan  Dacron  Factory  in 
a  southeru  suburb  of  Taiyuan,  observer  Fang  Qiog,  an 
adu 1 1  mal  c  memhe r  of  The  UFO  As s oc i at  ion  ,  now  an 
undergraduate  in  Chinese  literature,  1 3th  Cl  ass ,  Shanxi 
Tcncher^s  College,  who  was  then  serving  an  apprentice^ 
ship,  observed  an  unidentified  flying  object  in  the  sky 
t o  the  sou Lbwe st,  at  a  30  deg ree  e  1  evat ioo  angle.  It 
was  as  bright  as  the  KnooUx  Its  altitude  was  about  2,000 
meters  above  ground.  Its  apparent  diameter  was  Ibcm^ 
and  it  was  shaped  like  the  top  of  a  red  lantero, 
with  a  bright  crimson  shell  which  was  oraoge  in  color  at 
the  bottom.  It  fiew  straight  from  the  direction  of  Jinci

There  was  no  visible  self-rotation  and  it  was  soundlesxs.

Its  Speed  was  slower 
than  an  AW-2  transport  plane ,  Its  bright  color  made 
a  grand  sight  in  the  night  sky  which  was  cloudless  and 
full  of  Stars .

Late  October  1977,  Evening,  l.unan  District,  Shaanxi 

Li  Hong  of  the  205th  team  ( stat  i oned  i  n  Gaol  ing 
County,  Shaanxi  Province)  of  the  then  Second  Combined 
Material  Exploration  Brigade  of  the  National  Geological 
Head  Bureau ,  stated  in  a  report  dated  6  Octobe  r  1977 : 


"In  1977 ,  wc  wore  worki  j.n  the  Lunao  District  in 
Shaaicxxi  FtovLnee-  In  ao  evening  in  the  middle  or  the 
lost  10  days  of  October^  many  peo  pi  e  were  p^athe  r  ed 
before  a  stage  in  Sanyao  to  see  a  play^  Suddenly  an 
otange-yeliow  colored  luminous  plate— like  rotating  and 
fl ying  object  appeared  i n  the  sky ,  and  moved  slowl  y 
lor  One  to  two  minutes  from  the  northwest  to  the  south¬ 
eastern  sky.  Waoy  native  residents  in  Tongleng^  respond¬ 
ing  to  the  outcry  of  astonishment^  also  came  out 
to  look  at  the  object.

5  977^  I  wa s  pe ms  I n g  uiaga?. ine s  in  the  a  t r eet  of  the 
village.  The  day  was  growing  dark*  Suddenly  someone 
cried  out,  with  his  finger  pointing  to  something  as 
he  shouted^  ^Look^  what  is  that?  *  Everybody  1  if ted  his 
head  and  looked  upward*  They  saw  a  small  ball -like 
body  rotating  and  going  forward  at  a  very  great  speed. 
The  time  taken  from  its  appearance  until  its  disappear¬ 
ance  was  about  one  minute.  I  very  interestedly  recorded 
this  incident  in  my  jimi or  middle  school  textbook.  I 
wrote Xbf  date  as  'October  23»  1977.

1977,  Evening,  Hubei  Frovince 


A  high  ^ichool  student  and  otheir  witnesses  in  Hubei 
Province  in  central  China  reported  a  UFO  sighting  to 
Chinese  anthropologist ,  Yuen  K:hamcin^  who  was  working 
in  that  zone  at  the  time.  The  flying  object  was  seen 
as  circular  and  pan-shaped ^  and  radiated  a  yellow-wh i te 
light  as  it  moved  slowly  through  the  night  sky,  remain¬ 
ing  visible  for  about  one  minute-  Another  group  o£ 
witnesses  at  a  collective  reported  watching  a  similar 
object  hover  over  the  same  part  ol  Hubei  that  night 
as  wel  1  as  a  s  imil  ar  report  from  Toner  Mongol  i The 
party  of  witnesses  at  the  collective  in  Hubei  described 
the  object  as  the  apparent  size  of  the  moon  and  Surroun¬ 
ded  by  a  thin  doudlike  ring  of  vapor  at  the  middle. 
It  was  observed  emitting  this  vapor  for  a  number 
of  seconds.  The  vapor  stopped  and  it  sped  out  of  sight 
in  a  few  seconds. 


Do  an  undisclosed  dc^te  in  1577  nne  of  the  roost 
sensational  UFO  cases  on  rcfcord  occurred  when  an  arsy 
of  severe!  hundred  soldiers  surrounded  a  landed  unidenc- 
ified  flying  object  and  tried  to  capture  it.  This  rare 
incident  was  widely  known  and  talked  about  within  China ^ 
but  authorities  refused  to  let  any  infori^iation  outside

1977,  livening.  Eastern  China^  Coastal  Region^  Fujian 

On  an  vindisclosed  evening  in  1977  an  unideotificd 
flying  object  the  size  of  a  ful  1  nmon^  and  gloaming 
brightly  in  the  evening  sky,  approached  asross  the 
strait  from  the  direction  of  Taiwan  and  landed  silently 
On  a  hilltop  in  Fujian  Province,  Tliree  hundred  soldiers 
inimedintely  surrounded  the  hill  with  the  intention  of 
trying  to  capture  it.  The  Captain  in  charge  ordered, 
"Do  not  fire  unless  I  call  for  it."  A  Liuteuant  stand¬ 
ing  near  asked ,  '^Are  we  going  t o  capture  it  ?"  "Yes , 
it  Tuay  be  some  kind  of  secret  weapon  that  America  is 
furnishing  to  Taiwan",  the  Captain  confidently  replied. 
As  the  soldiers  approached,  the  HKO  became  brighter  and 
raore  radiant.  Some  of  t!ie  men  could  not  see  because  of 
the  dazzlingiy  bright  light-  Many  felt  dizzy.  ^^Captaio, 


should  we  order  the  wen  to  fire?”  the  LicuteaaaL  asked, 
''we  can't  get  close  to  it,^'  Tlie  Captain  thought 
the  situation  over  quickly  and  said,  "Order  our  wuen  to 
take  cover  first,  Just  then  an  indescribable  noise 
came  from  the  UFO  —  a  sound  that  resembled  the  howling 
of  the  wind  and  the  clatter  of  runniog  engines^ 
Tlie  ligb t  increased  still  more  in  intensity ,  The 
Captain  then  ordered  the  men  to  open  fire  on  the  target. 
For  a  short  tiime,  the  sound  of  gunfire  reverb  rated 
throughout  the  mount aias,  but  the  object  on  the  hilltop 
remained  intact.  Suddenly  it  began  to  rise  aod  ascended 
into  the  air,  lighting  op  the  whole  vicinity  all  aronnd. 
ft  flew  away  and  20  seconds  later  could  no  longer  be 
seen .

Tan  Jing  of  the  National  Defense  Commission  in 
charge  of  Science  and  Technology,  observed  a  white 
luminous  body  in  the  northern  sky.  Its  position  was 
to  the  lower  right  of  the  Great  Bear,  and  it  was  flying 
south.  It  emitted  a  white  bean  of  light  straight  down¬ 
ward  that  was  6  to  7  times  the  length  of  the  body 
itself.

On  Monday  23  October  1978,  Zhou  Qingtong,  an  Air 
Force  pilot,  reported  that  he  and  sever al  hund r ed  othe r 
Airforce  men  saw  a  big  luminous  flying  object  in  the 
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sky  above  Lhc  airbase.  According  to  his  report:  "'We 

satt  a  very  strange  pheoonienon.  Out  Army  UniLt  was  then 
stationed  at  Lintiao  Airbase  in  Gansu  Provinec^ 
Tlie  pilots  of  our  brigade  and  several  hundred  other 
persons  in  the  airfield  district  were  watching  a  rineiaa 
film  in  an  open-air  theater.  Several  minutes  after  the 
show  had  begun,  that  is  at  4  minutes  past  the  20th  hour, 
there  was  a  flurry  of  disturbance  in  the  audience  and 
VC  all  looked  up  at  the  sky  which  was  cloudless  and  full 
of  stars  ^  There  was  no  wind.  When  I  looked,  I  saw  a 
huge  object  flying  from  east  to  west.  It  first  appeared 
in  the  eastern  sky  at  an  angle  of  60  degrees  above  the 
horizon,  then  Hew  over  our  heads  and  was  cut  off  from 
out  view  by  the  row  of  buildings  bO  meters  to  the  west. 
The  object  had  a  very  peculiar  appearance ,  It  was  ao 
iifimiease  oblong  object  but  was  not  clearly  visible.  Tt 
had  two  large  lamps,  like  searchlights  in  front,  shoot¬ 
ing  out  white  light  forward,  and  a  lominouK  trail  issued 
from  the  rear.  Both  the  front  and  rear  light  beams  were 
changing  in  length  and  brightness  at  times,  illuminating 
the  space  around  the  object  like  a  mass  of  smoke  or 
mist.  The  speed  of  its  movement  wa s  no t  ve ry  great ^ 
and  it  progressed  in  a  straight  line.  It  was  of  huge 
size,  occupying  about  30  to  35  degrees  of  arc  of  vision. 
It  was  in  sight  for  2  or  3  minutes  ^  It  was  clearly  not 
a  meteor^  nor  a  swarm  of  locusts  or  birds,  nor  an  air¬ 
plane,  As  we  were  all  fighter  pilots  we  could  say  this 
wLtb  some  certainty.  It  was  not  very  high  above 
the  ground.  After  many  days  we  were  still  talking  about 
it.  Someone  said^  alas?  if  wc  only  had  a  camera  and 
had  taken  a  photograph,  the  question  could  be  solved. 
Others  offered  the  opinion  that  this  object  was  no  more 
than  what  was  called  a  "Flying  Pan".  Therefore  we  have 
been  keeping  a  lookout  for  reports  in  the  press,  but 
aft  er  more  than  one  ye  ar  we  h  ave  not  seen  anybody 
reporting  about  this  incident.

Chinese  feel  that  these  two  evenLf;  are  connected.

Students  I-iu  Jlaapiug  and  Chen  Xi,  of  the  Twelfth 
Middle  School  of  Wnhaa,  reported  that  at  half  past  five 
in  the  afternoon  of  5  ttoveaiber  1978,  they  discovered  in 
the  sky  above  the  courtyard  of  the  Provincial  Supply  and 
Marketing  Cooperative  at  No,  489  Liberation  Highway  in 
Rankou,  an  elliptical  flying  object  surrounded  by  thin

November  1973,  a  round  luminous  flying  object  whose 
upper  part  was  covered  by  a  mound  of  upcurling  smoky 
mist.

AnoLher  report  of  the  same  event  was  considerably 
more  specific.

Tn  a  report  submitted  by  Comrade  Zhao  Zhiynn,  be 
said,  "Wc  were  watching  a  cinema  show  one  evening  in 
Novemb  e  r  1 9  7  B  when  a  b  1  u  i  sb-wh  i  t  e  luminous  ob  j  cct 
moved  from  west  to  east  over  our  heads.  Its  front  part 
was  a  ball-shaped  light  radiating  body.

What  was  the  strange  phenomenon 
seen  that  night?  It  is  hard  to  explain..”  Zhao  Zhiyun 
said  that  be  bad  seen  UFOs  as  many  as  eight  tiines^ 
Final ly  he  said :  "^1  have  seen  in  suburban  localities 

many  satelites;  1  have  seen  the  explosion  of  the  atomic 
bomb  and  the  hydrogen  bomb ;  the  flight  of  the  guided 
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missiLti;  the  droppLiig  and  citplosion  ol  grade  two  rocket 
^shells;  the  lEnition  of  grade  three  rockets;  and 
the  flight  of  civfl  aviation  and  combat  airplanes^  But 
I  have  no  way  t o  e^tpl a i n  these  peculiar  phe nomena  o f 
the  UFOs." 


Autunua  1978,  Night,  Xraagyang,  ShaamKi  Province 

Lin  Pengfei  and  others  of  Xiangyang  Machinebuild- 
ing  School,  watched  a  saucer-1 Ike  object  overhead  that 
was  the  apparent  s  i^e  of  a  waahbas in ,  Orange  colored 
flames  issued  from  one  point  on  the  edge  and  spread  out 
in  a  fan  shape.  Hie  object  itself  rotated  counte- 
cl  ockwise,  in  reverse  direction  to  the  flames .  It 
advanced  along  a  spiraling  course.  Its  movement  was 
rather  slow^  rotating  one  revolution  in  10  seconds.  It 
travelled  soundlessly  at  low  altitude  from  northwest 
tosoutheast  and  vanished  2  to  3  minutes  later. 


Late  Autumn  1978,  18:30,  Tuanlong  Township,  Dayu  County 
Jianxi  Province 

Xiao  Ying  made  the  following  statement  t  ^*My  home 
is  in  Yuanlong  Township,  Dayii  County,  Jianaii  Province. 
One  day  in  late  autumn  1978,  at  about  6  p.m.,  when  we 
were  strolling  on  the  hill,  we  saw  a  huge  circular 
object  in  the  sky,  very  luminous,  and  flying  speedily 
over  us-  Its  light  blue  rays  were  like  the  flourescence 
of  a  luminous  watch,  and  its  shape  quite  like  a  huge 
iron  disc  (^^ong)  +  It  was  surrounded  by  a  halo  of 
rays  less  brilliant  than  the  object  itself,  with 
a  long  bright  trail  tagging  after  it.  Within  a  dozen 
se  conds  1 1  d  Lsappe  ar ed  in  the  d  i  s  t  ant  n  igh  t  sky  , 
and  with  it  vanished  the  trail  it  left  behind.  When 
it  swept  overhead^  its  powerful  light  illuminated  the 
slope  of  the  bill,  but  when  the  inhabitants  of  nearby 
cottages  rushed  out  in  alarm,  they  got  only  a  gl  impse 
of  its  vanishing  luminous  trail.  It  flew  very  fast,  at 
low  aLti tilde,  and  without  a  sound.  'Ilie  observers  were 
very  curious,  but  none  could  tell  what  it  was."

Comrade  Liu  Liangxin^  a  cadre  of  a  certain  Air 
Force  Unit,  in  a  letter^  said:  "Tn  1973^  in  an  interval 
of  les_^  thaa  one  month,  I  twite  saw  in  the  sky,  ia  the 
neighborhood  of  Uami,  the  appearance  of  a  strange  sky 
pbenoflienoa.  The  first  time  was  at  9  outlook  in  the 
night  (the  sky  had  just  gone  dark  in  Xinjiang)  when  we 
were  watching  a  cinema  show  in  the  square*  Suddenly,  a 
light  appeared  in  the  northwestern  sky.  Lasting  about 
five  minutes.  As  our  view  was  blocked  by  an  office 
building,  we  could  not  see  much  of  the  travel  of  the 
luminous  ohjert*  The  light  was  imich  brighter  than  a 
flare,  and  brill  iantly  lighted  iip  half  the  sky. 
More  than  a  thousand  people  present  at  the  cineoia  show 
saw  this  strange  phenomenon  and  cite  I  aimed  in  admiration, 
hut  no  one  knew  what  it  was*"  Liu  Liarxgxin  continued: 
"The  second  time  was  also  at  about  9  oVlock  in  the 
night.  1  was  in  a  railway  station  to  meet  soioebody. 
Suddenly  a  light  appeared  from  the  Tianshan  Hountaio 
in  the  northwest.  I  saw  a  luminous  round  plate  (not  a 
ball)  having  an  apparent  diameter  of  about  5  meters.  It 
rotated  at  not  a  very  great  speed  and  came  flying  toward 
the  southeast.  The  light  also  moved  with  it.  After 
some  ^  seconds  observation,  it  disappeared  on  the 
nearer  side  of  the  Tianshan  Mountain*  Many  people  in 
the  railway  station  carefully  observed  this  strange 
flying  object  and  were  hotly  engaged  in  discussion^  The 
sky  was  very  bright  and  clear  that  night.  There  was 
no  cloud,  A  first-quarter  moon  hung  in  the  western  sky. 
When  Che  light  from  the  flying  object  appeared,  the  moon 
looked  dim.  All  things  on  the  earth  were  brightly  lit 

Late  January  1979,  Be  fore  Dawn,  Zhukou  Commune,  Taining 
County,  Fujian  Province 

In  late  January  1979,  a  flying  disc  hung  over 
the  highway  in  Taining  County,  Fujian  Province, 
It  cast  dazzl  ing  white  beasts  of  light  which  frightened 
three  women  from  Zhukou  Comnune  who  were  on  their  way 
to  a  market  before  dawn.  They  fled  in  panic.  Tn  the 
next  month,  February,  of  the  same  year,  an  extremely 
b  r  1  ght  flying  ob  j  e  c  t  sfc  isined  over  an  a  i  r po  r  t  in  Shanxi 
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Province,  which  "lit  up  half  the  sky". 


13  February  1979^  20:00^  Jiauli  County 

At  8  o  *  clock  in  the  evening  o£  February  1 3 ,  1979 , 

Ji  Zhf.hong^  Dni  Haihua,  Liu  Guafang  and  others  of  the 
People ^s  Dayuan  Farm  of  Jiaali  County  again  observed  a 
silvery-white  ilying  object  like  a  large  pan  flying 
slowly  from  northeast  towards  the  southwest.  Tlie  object 
was  noiseless  in  its  flight  and  not  too  btlgbt*  The 
altitude  was  about  several  hundred  incters^  It  Hew  at 
a  constant  speed.  This  observation  was  95  days  after  the 
Last  one  in  this  locality. 

8  July  1979 1  19:35,  Guizhou 

At  about  19:35  on  8  July  1979,  at  Guizhou,  observer 
5ai  Zhili,  a  telephone  technician  at  the  Guiithou  Organic 
Chemical  Plant ,  watched  a  round  flying  object  in 
the  night  sky*  It  was  a  luwioous  white  in  color  and 
had  an  apparent  diameter  dose  to  that  of  a  full  nioon. 
There  were  dark  lines  on  the  bottom  in  the  shape  oi  a 
"Y"  from  center  outward,  which  were  ufrore  distinct  toward 
the  center.  The  object  rotated  clockwise  at  1  ess 
than  One  revolution  per  minute.

24  July  1979,  09:00,  Zhejiang 

At  Zhejiang^  observer  Shen  Feng  of  the  Zhe j  ian 
Ocean  Shipping  Corporation  saw  a  bright  star  mcrving 
slowly  in  the  daylight  sky  and  emitting  a  brilliant 
yellow  light  X  It  remained  in  sight  for  about  thirty 
minutes. 

One  can  only  speculate  or.  hov;  bright  this  yellow 
itar  would  appear  to  be  if  seen  unaer  night  conditions^ 
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24  July  1979,  Evening;,  Rorthcast  iizang  f Tibet) 


The  olficial  Xinhua  News  Agency  reported:  "This 

incident  occurred  on  24  July  in  the  northeast  of  Xizan^j, 

and  was  observed  by  the  eye— wi  tncss  and  several  others 

with  him.  According  to  the  statement  of  a  meteorol  oj^l- 
cal  officer  in  Lhasa^  the  capital  of  Xizang^  ^The  object 
was  surrounded  by  a  hluish-whitc  riog.  Before  its  dis¬ 
appearance,  its  speed  was  estimated  at  over  70  miles 
per  hour*  It  iDoved  in  the  sky  for  7  minutes.  When  the 
unidentified  flying  object  was  moving,  its  central  part 
became  brighter;  it  rotated,  and  the  direction  of 

rotation  was  opposite  that  of  chc  ring  of  light ,  At 

the  s^uDc  time,  the  ring  of  light  would  expand,  but  when 
it  did  it  became  less  bright*^" 


23  July  1979,  05^25,  Jiang jen  County,  Sichuan  Province 

On  4  October  1979,  Liu  Kundai,  a  resident  of  Jiang- 
jen  County,  Sichuan  Province  submitted  the  following 
report:  "In  the  early  morning  of  28  July  1979,  when  the 
sky  had  just  begun  to  turn  light,  I  got  up  and  was  sit¬ 
ing  on  the  bedside.  Just  at  that  moment,  it  suddenly 
became  very  bright  outside  the  house,  I  got  up  and 
1  ooked  ou t  from  a  w indow ,  and  saw  c i r cul a r  object  ( wi t h 
a  dome  on  top)  like  a  wash-basin,  shooting  out  si  1  very- 
wliiiic  rays  that  lif^hted  up  the  surroundings,  and 
was  flying  towards  me  Irom  the  west.  It  was  enveloped 
by  a  clearly  visible  halo  of  hazy  light.  Judging  from 
the  size  of  the  strange  object,  the  degree  of  its  limia- 
osity  and  the  speed  and  direction  of  its  flight,  I 
coacluded  immediately  that  it  was  not  the  m^n, 
I  hurried  to  waken  my  wife,  who  also  had  a  clear 
view  of  the  object.  Soon  after,  the  unusual  object  flew 
into  the  clouds.  Then  the  edges  of  the  clouds  showed  in 
a  beautilul  splendor  like  a  golden  necklace.

Witue£f±i  Liu  Kuu^al  and  several  others  from  the 
County  Coranercc  Bureau^  observed  a  iufitioous  round  flying 
object  iu  the  air  above  giving  off  a  silvery  light-  It 
was  slightly  bigger  than  the  lull  nkoon.  No  rotation  was 
observed-  It  was  surroundod  by  a  clearly  visible  halo 
o£  whitish  light-  It  flew  from  northwest  to  southeast- 
For  two  minutes  it  was  flying  above  the  clouds-  The 
clouds  were  internally  illuioinated  and  becanke  golden  at 
the  edges-  The  object  vanished  in  the  clouds.

A  letter  irom  Wang  Tongjun^  third  year  student  of 
the  History  Section,  Shaanxi  Normal  School,  dated  ^9 
September  1979  stated;  "On  a  day  in  the  first  10  days 
Ln  August  during  Summer  vacation,  I  witnessed  an  unusual 
aerial  phcnomenori-  Tt  was  4  or  ^  o^elock  ia  the  after— 
noon*  Ttie  sky  was  clear-  I  was  gathering  up  wheat 
grains  scattered  on  the  ground,  together  with  the  mannaa* 
Suddenly  I  discovered  then,  that  there  in  the  west,  was 
an  object  surrounded  by  balls  of  fire-  It  rotated  and 
flew  towards  the  southwest-  it  had  three  colors  ^ 
yellow,  red  and  white,  the  yellow  color  being  much  the 
brightest*  I  could  see  the  fire  flames  inside  the  ball* 
Although  the  ball  was  constantly  changing  in  appearance, 
the  flames  did  not  extend  to  the  outside  of  the  ball*

21  August  1979,21:30,  Chaagde,  Hunao  Frovioce 

From  Changdc,  Kunan  Province ,  witness  Luo  Xuezhi, 
a  stall  member  of  the  Changde  Diesel  Engine  Plant  in 
Bkman  Province,  watched  an  unusual  flying  object  in  the 
northern  sky-  Tt  was  ellipsoid  io  shape  and  was  at  an 
altitude  of  about  I^Ot)  meters.  It  was  an  orange 
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color  in  f roat ,  aad  was  radiating  yel  1  owisti-recJ  light  ^ 
brighLer  than  the  full  noon.  It  \»iis  jetting  a  Luminous 
gas  Irom  its  rear*  Tt  flew  soundlessly  in  a  boriJ^oatal 
direction  from  north  to  south  by  west.  It  was  in  sigfit 
for  about  three  minutes.  Observed  through  2*5  power 
binoculars »  it  rescmiblcd  a  dir^gihle.  It  vanished  at 
exactly  21:^3* 


21  August  1979,  22:00,  J&eijiug  City 

Near  Ritan  Park  in  Beijing  City^  observers  Vang 
Jiaumiu,  Ding  Youze  and  others  totalling  more  than  B5 
witnesses,  saw  an  aerial  flying  object  that  appeared  in 
the  southwc St  at  an  e  1  eva t ion  angL e  of  50  degree s  .  It 
was  ellipsoid  in  shape,  like  a  tilted  iron  disc  in  the 
sky,  and  was  silvery  colored  and  bright  as  a  full  moan. 
Its  apparent  diameter  was  about  20  cent  imeters. 
It  travelled  slowly  at  first,  soon  accelerated,  then 
paused  two  seconds,  moved  and  paused  two  seconds^  and 
continued  in  this  start-and-s top  manner  in  its  northward 
f  I  i  ght »  It  rotated  counter  clockwise  at  an  altitude 
estimated  at  about  bOO  meters .

Anhui  Province 

Prom  22:45  to  22:50  on  the  night  of  26  August  1979, 
Zheng  Boxian,  an  officer  in  the  People's  Liberation  Army 
and  a  number  of  residents  of  the  village  of  Cliengcun,  in 
Jingxian  District  in  the  south  mountains  of  Anhui 
Province,  watched  an  unidentified  flying  object  in  the 
dark  sky  above .  It  looked  1  ike  a  gi  gant  ic  ship  of 
flames  in  the  form  of  a  thick  disc  whose  width  subtended 
an  arc  of  1.5  degrees,  and  whose  thickness  subtended 
.5  degrees-  The  object  was  red  in  color,  surrounded  by 
an  orange  f irelike  glow.

Tt  f lc?w 
along  the  right  bank  of  the  Qinggc  River  there  ia  the 
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direct ioD  of  the  village,  and  then  iDovcd  to  the  other 
bank  as  it  approached.  It  moved  horizontally  io  co^a- 
plete  silence  as  It  overflew  the  encampment  of  the  Army 
Unit  provisionally  stationed  in  the  village^  until  it 
came  over  Daba,  where  it  made  a  130  degree  turn  and 
retraced  its  route  back  in  the  direction  of  the  state 
road  and  then  turned  to  the  right  towards  the  mountains- 
As  it  reached  the  mountains,  they  reflected  its  glow^ 
and  then  it  ascended  at  a  steep  angle  up  into  the  sky 
beyond  the  mountains  and  disappeared.

September  1979  j  Xiao  Shengnan  and  Shea  Ziran ,  technician 
members  of  the  People  *s  Oavan  Farm  of  Jianli  County,  and 
Luo  Xuezhi  of  the  Huoan  OJcsel  Engine  Factory,  Camphor 
Br i dgc ,  Ch  a  ngd  c  Coun  ty ,  re  spe  c  t i vely  ob  s  e  rve  r  an  ell ip— 
ticai  luminous  object  high  jn  the  night  sky  at  ao  alti¬ 
tude  of  1 ,500  meters .  It  was  at  70  degrees  el  evation 
above  the  horizon  in  the  southwest,  brighter  than  the 
full  iDoon^  and  radiating  bright  reddish-yellow  rays  + 
It  had  a  luminous  blue  rim  in  front  of  it  and  trailed  a 
cone-shaped  tail  of  light  about  four  times  its  diameter 
behind  it-  Tt  was  speeding  silently  from  north  towards 
the  southwest.  Xiao  and  Shen  called  two  of  their  work- 
Mtes  out  to  watch  together  with  them*  When  the  object 
reached  15  degrees  elevation  it  suddenly  made  a  right 
angle  turn  and  slowed  down.  Then,  when  it  was  at  10 
degrees  elevation,  it  changed  its  course  to  the  south¬ 
east  and  disappeared  from  sight  behind  some  trees ^  The 
whole  sighting  lasted  about  one  minute* 

9  September  1979,  21:40,  Changde  County,  Hunan  Province 

At  9:40  in  the  evening  of  9  September  1979^  when 
the  Hu  nan  Diesel  E  ngi ne  Factory  in  Chengde  Count  y  wa  s 
showing  a  film  in  the  open  air  gathering,  the  audience 
suddenly  burst  into  an  uproar  and  turned  in  astonishment 
to  look  op  into  the  sky.  A  staff  member  of  the  factory 
political  department ,  raising  his  eye s ,  saw  an  object 
of  apparent  ellipsoid  shape  at  a  height  of  about  1 , 500 
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mctcTf;  overhead  and  to  tbt  wpsr.  It  was  hrlghLf^r  than 
the  lull  Eioort  and  was  emitting  rcddish-yel  low  rays* 
It.  trailed  a  bright  tail  like  a  stream  of  vapor  behind 
its  orange  head.  It  flew  silently  on  a  course  parallel 
to  the  horizon,  frocft  north  to  southwest^  and  disappeared 
alter  3  minutes.  The  witness  carefully  watched  this 
phenomenon  with  a  2.5  magnification  telescope  and  wrote 
a  detailed  report  afterward. 

Ghangds  and  Jianli  are  145  kiloMiecers  apart  and 
tl-ierG  was  no  cloud  in  lihe  sky  that  night  at  either  of 
the  two  places.  If  both  groups  observed  the^  same  object 
it  is  calcnlated  that  its  speed  was  850  kiloiLc^tets  per 
hour!  If  it  slowed  at  any  time  to  change  direction^ 
toe  re  may  have  been  intervals  of  even  greater  speed. 
The  witness  estiiiiated  tl-io  apparent  diameter  of  the  luaior 
axis  of  the  flying  object  as  over  2  degrees  of  arc.  I£ 
this  is  correct,  and  the  distance  estimate  of  1,300 
iciecers  is  correct^  then  the  linear  size  of  the  object 
would  be  Over  50  meters S 


September  1979,  20:45,  Tianxinping ,  Huaihua  City^ 
Hunan  Frovince 

Xiijinlong,  a  citizen  o±  Hiiaihua^aad  several  others 
observed  a  sudden  and  complete  power  failure  in  their 
area.  Fifteen  minutes  later  a  bright  flying  object 
appeared  in  the  air  overhead,  emitting  a  spray  of  white 
rays  upward »  which  were  brighter  oa  the  right  than  on 
the  lett.  The  object  flew  obliquely  upward  and  vanished 
a  minute  later,  leaving  two  masses  of  luminous  clouds 
which  were  semi -spherical  in  shape,  some  100  meters 
across,  and  looked  like  the  bottom  of  a  cauldron,  Tlie 
object  flew  from  northwest  to  north  without  a  sound.  Tt 
was  lost  in  the  night  sky  one  minute  later.

September  1979,  Mountain  Range,  Fujian  Province 

On  an  unrecorded  day  in  September  1979,  Tang  Guang, 
a  c adr e  o f  the  Min is t ry  of  F ore s t  s  and  se v e ral  e omr adc s 
from  his  groups  were  patrolling  in  an  unidentified 
mountain  range  in  Fujian  province ^  when  they  observed  a 
strange  flying  object.  At  about  mid-day  they  were  des¬ 
cending  the  fLaok  of  a  large  mountain  and  were  facing 
a  valley  ahead.  One  of  them  called  attention  to  some^ 
th ing  th at  was  f ly ing  i n  the  dire ct ion  o f  the  vail ey . 
About  1  , 000  me tc rs  f ram  them  they  saw  a  c i r cul a r  object 
Moating  like  an  inverted  soupbowl  out  towards  the 
valley  ahead «  Tt^e  object  was  silver  colored  and  re£lec“ 
ted  the  sun  brilliantly  from  the  side  of  the  raised 
center  on  top  and  from  the  sloping  edges  of  the  flanged 
rim.  Hanging  from  the  lower  part  they  could  see  a  tri¬ 
pod  landing  F^car  (or  more  correctly^  what  looked 
like  "tentacles").

At  an  undisclosed  location  in  Chica^  at  21:20 
in  the  evening  of  1  October  1979,  a  luminous  "'ball 
of  appeared  above  the  horizon  at  an  azimuth  of 

320  to  330  degrees.  It  radiated  a  creamy  soft  light, 
and  was  semi-circular  in  shape-  Its  elevation^  a  visual 
anj^lc  of  3  degrees  as  seen  from  the  observer's  position* 
This  "gas  hall"  diffused  slowly  skyward  while  its  appar¬ 
ent  density  decreased.  By  2!:30  it  had  reached  maximum 
sizc^  almost  spreading  over  the  whole  northwestern  sky. 
The  elevation  angle  increased  to  nearly  degrees. 


13  October  1979^  18:00,  Renji  County ^  Guangdong  Province 

Wang  Xiiegheng  and  several  others  of  the  Renji  Fhar- 
maceutieal  Factory  watched  nine  star-like  brightl y 
luminous  objects  operating  overhead  in  the  dusk  sky. 
Ihey  hung  still  ^±t  several  thousand  meters  altitude, 
aligned  io  a  semi ^circle  extending  beyond  the  nearhv 
airport.  Suddenly  one  of  the  objects  discharged  a  puff 
of  grey  smoke,  moved  around  10  degrees  and  stopped  still 
again.  As  it  became  darker  and  stars  became  visible,  it 
dimEEied  down  and  finally  vanished.  A  sketch  was  made.

Liu  Geagji,  a  worker  of  the  Truck  Repairing  Factory 
of  the  Construction  Company  of  Tongchuau  Municipality, 
addressed  a  Tetter  report  dated  14  October  1979, 
dese  r ib ing  a  remarkable  experience  just  undergone : 
"At  about  9  o^ clock  in  the  evening,  I  together  with  two 
youths,  was  sent  to  Lhe  railway  station  to  get  some 
vegetables.  On  our  way  back  to  the  production  brigade, 
we  happened  to  look  up  and  suddenly  saw  a  clump  ol 
T;ii3ty  cloud  giving  out  a  white  light.  It  had  a  semi¬ 
transparent  body,  Tlie  sky  was  clear  and  cloudless.

Lwenty  seconds ^  a  moon-like  ball  of  light,  larger  than 
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tbc  full  mOOii  in  min-Autimm,  appnfirt^d  from  iiTDonp^  t.hr: 
clouds-  JLt  gave  out  white  beams  of  light  that  extandad 
slowly^  and  it  rotated  at  the  saioe  time.  After  flying 
for  about  200  meters  it  stopped  and  was  agaio  eiweloped 
by  the  scmi- transparent  cloud  mass  and  disappeared  from 
view.  In  the  course  of  its  f  1  iglit,  the  luminous  ball 
left  a  chain  of  misty  spots  of  exhaust  gas  such  as  is 
ejected  by  a  Jet  eugiue*  Tlie  angle  of  elevation  of  this 
object  was  about  the  sa^iie  as  that  of  the  moon.  After 
I  had  gone  about,  a  kilometer,  I  found  that  the  object 
had  tvirned  toward  the  hack  of  the  west  niountain  and  was 
flying  with  a  greater  and  constant  speed.  If  it  did 
not  spurt  out  the  mi  sty  clouds,  I  would  have  thought 
that  the  oioon  tonight  was  moving  more  quickly  than  it 
usually  did.  Upon  returning  to  the  production  hrigade, 
I  took  down  the  goods  from  the  cart  and  went  to  the 
grain  drying  yard.  Tliere  were  already  four  or  live 
persons  discussing  what  they  also  had  just  seen.  Tlie 
leader  of  the  production  brigade  was  among  thcjn.  I 
asked  him  whether  he  had  seen  the  object  that  had  just 
passed.  The  leader  replied:  ^I've  seen  it  all.  It 
carac  up  from  below  the  mDuntalu  road  of  the  east  moun¬ 
tain  ^  aud  was  very  bright  and  big*  hater,  X  did  not 
give  it  so  much  attention^  and  don^t  know  how  it  went

Early  November  1^79,  Nighty  Ciiizhou 

At  Guizhou  Organic  Chemical  Works  observer,  JBai 
Zhlli,  a  staff  member  of  the  plant,  saw  two  stars  move 
from  the  west  eastward,  deviating  slightly  crosswise, 
while  maintaining  a  steady  position  with  regard  to  each 
other.  The  angle  ol  elevation  Increased  as  it  moved , 
and  increased  to  SO  degrees  when  it  began  to  diminish 
in  the  east .

A  t  abo  n  t  30  mi  nut  e  s  pas  t  n  ine  on  9  Novembe  r 
1979,  Xiao  Sh engnan ,  Shen  Zh i run  and  other  t ech n i c ians 
od  the  Agricultural  Science  Research  Institute,  at  Jiao  Li 
saw  a  yellow-white  bal I -shaped  flying  object  turning 
orange^red  and  trailing  a  long  tail.  The  ball  was 
surrounded  by  a  ring  of  blue  light.  It  flew  from  north¬ 
east  to  southwest  at  quick  speed.  Wlien  it  wa.s  low  on 
the  hot  i  zon  1 1  turned  west  and  f  1  ew  at  decreased 
speed .

On  one  Thursday  afternoon  in  Late  November  1979^ 
at  the  County  Seat  of  Tnining,  Pujiau  Province,  Zhang 
Jinfu  of  the  Fujian  Highway  Admini .strut ion,  saw  a  flying 
object  id  the  air  that  was  at  first  enveloped  in  a  mass 
of  white  fog-  Two  or  three  minutes  later  the  log  was 
dispersed  to  disclose  an  object  that  was  round  and  big 
in  the  bottom  while  pointed  on  top  like  a  pyramid*  If.

ed,  so  Wang  .Jianisiu  then  took  the  lead.  When  the 
arrange  sight  appeared  the  sc^cond  time,  it  was  seen  by 
V::>ng  Jianaiin  on  ly . 

13  December  1979,  20:00^  Jinnli  Cciuuty,  Hubei  Province 

At  20:0U  on  13  December  1979,  at  Jianli  County^

She  Feng's  second  sighting  followed  the  first  by 
only  3  days,  "At  3:40  p.m.,  on  February  Sth,  which  was 
the  15th  of  the  1st  moom  of  the  1-unar  Calendar,  1  was 
shooting  off  some  firecrackers  with  other  children  of 
the  compound,  when  I  looked  up  and  found  the  same  flying 
object  sailing  from  east  to  west  in  the  sky.

Hie  first  hill  was  about  1,000  meters 
from  foot  to  suianit.  After  I  climbed  up  the  first  hill 
and  was  about  to  climb  the  second,  T  raised  my  head  and 
looked  up  into  the  sky-  Suddemly  I  spotted  a  flying 

object  the  si?-e  of  a  basketball  and  as  bright  as  a 
mercury  vapor  lamp  in  the  sky.  Casting  a  dazzling  white 
light,  it  flew  silently  overhead.  This  ^flying  monster’ 
headed  in  the  direction  of  Zijin  Mountains  and  then 
disappeared.  I  stood  there  for  about  15  minutes,  trying 
to  make sure  if  there  was  any  sound  in  the  sky^  but  no- 
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The  continuing  imnieti;iLe  chronology  is  for  Edicor 
Jin  Tao’s  sipeciai  report  only.

M^y  I9B0,  20:30,  DaliaD,  l.iaooiag  Province 

In  a.  letter  written  on  3  July,  Li  Rong,  a  resident 
at  No  15  Huasheng  Street  in  Dalian,  Liaoniag  Province, 
reported  that  a  UPO  appeared  over  Dalian  in  May,  It  was 
at  about  8:3fl  p.m,  ,  when  he  saw  a  big  round  object  in 
the  sfcy,  which  gave  out  a  bright  red  light.  It  moved 
Irom  west  to  northwest  at  not  very  fast  speed,  with  a 
white  misty  tail  trail  iag  behind.  The  room  and 
the  whole  compound  were  aglow  with  the  light  and  it 
vanished  from  sight  after  a  few  mi.notes. 


27  June  1980,  19:00,  Yinchuan^  Ningpeia 

A  UPO  was  seen  at  about  7  p.m*  on  June  27  in 
Yinchuan,  the  capital  of  Kingxia  Bui  Autonomous  Region 
in  northwest  China.  Ttie  witness  to  this  incident,  Wang 
Xinzhen,  was  a  young  girl.  She  reported  that  when  she 
was  playing  badminton  with  a  friend  in  the  courtyard^ 
she  saw  a  moving  ring  (of  light)  the  size  ol  nn  egg  at 
arm^s  length,  and  of  cream  color,  beside  a  cloud  in  the 
northwest.  It  disappeared  after  ooe  minute.

Two  students  in  Class  3783  of  the  Raotou  Mechanical

Xn  a  letter  dated  28  July  ()9&0),  Kou  Cheogchun 
who  was  working  in  the  Medicine  Corporation  in  Daugshan 
County,  Anhui  Province,  reported  that  the  night  of  July 
26  wag  very  hot  and  the  sky  was  clear  and  starry.  But 
at  about  3  a,in.  the  following  morning,  the  weather  of  a 
sudden  changed  and  heavy  rain  began  to  fail.  People 
sleeping  in  the  courtyard  to  enjoy  the  cooL  hurried  to 
move  inside  their  rooms-  Suddenly  Kou  saw  a  yellow  ring 
of  light  about  the  size  of  a  fist  revolving  at  high 
speed  beneath  a  dark  cloud  doc  east.  It  became 
as  large  as  two  fists  in  some  dozen  seconds  and  then 
gradually  dLsappeared  after  about  two  minutes.

A  Letter  written  jointly  by  Zou  Chengqno,  Shi 
Wenquan,  Chen  Jiejie,  and  Cui  Shaoqing  from  the  Hygiene 
School  in  Tangcheag,  Jiangsu  Province,  said:  "When  we 
were  chatting  outdoors  that  aight,  suddenly  at  about 
22:45  a  luminous  body  about  20  centimeters  in  diameter 
appeared  in  the  sky,  which  had  a  bright  tail  of  over 
one  meter’s  Length  (both  apparent  size)  and  was  moving 
from  north  by  east  to  south  by  west.

suddenly  spotted  a  large  ball  ot  lire  on  the  northern 
horizon  which  was  flying  rapidly  towards  the  south.  At 
first  we  took  it  as  a  kite-lantern,  but  inmcdiately  we 
found  there  was  a  tail  of  light  behind  the  fireball, 
which  lengthened  along  with  its  maveinent .  The  hall  was 
as  big  as  a  rice  bowl  (about  \  3cm  at  arm^s  length)  in 
diameter  and  3  golden  red  col  or  ^  while  the  light  beam 
(trail)  was  a  cone  shape,  and  at  the  broadest  place 
about  50cm.

Shen  Suwen,  a  student  of  the  Third  School  of 
Hangzhou  Municipality  wrote  that  it  was  at  10:48  p.m, 
when  be  was  washing  his  feet  on  the  landing  of  the  start 
after  he  had  finished  his  homework.  The  sky  was 
clear  with  a  bright  moon  and  twinkling  stars-  When  be 
finished  washing  and  was  ready  to  go  back  to  his  bedroom

Yin  Jianguo  of  the  meteorological  radar  room  of  the 
Taiyuan  Airfield,  Shanxi  Province,  reported-  "Tq  the 
morning  of  March  24  of  1980,  on  my  way  to  going  on  duty, 
I  discovered  a  luminous  object  in  the  shape  of  a 
shuttle  flying  from  south  to  north.  I  saw  this  object 
at  the  time  when  the  sun  had  just  risen  Cl  purposely 
looked  at  my  watch,  the  time  was  14  minutes  past  six). 
There  was  a  trace  hebind  the  object  fnoL  very  evident) 
which  explained  that  it  had  already  flown  a  distance 
before  f  happened  to  notice  it.  Seen  from  afar,  it  was 
big  as  a  weaving  shuttle.  Its  contour  was  quite 

clear;  like  a  comet  in  the  night.  The  front  part  was 
co^ensed,  and  the  rear  part  was  comparatively  loose 
owing  probably  to  flying  at  high  speed.  It  left 
a  trace  of  vapor  in  the  air.  The  whole  object  was  of 
yellow  color.  I  have  been  a  pilot  of  airplanes  for  7 
years,  and  I  knew  that  there  was  no  accident  with  air¬ 
planes  at  that  time.

That  report  was  sent  out  by  the  eye-witness  at 
nooe  or  the  same  day,  and  he  had  accompanied  it  with  a 
sketch  showing  the  posit  io:i.

On  the  night  of  Tuesday^  10  June,  1980,  at  a  place 
near  Ch angsha n  S chool  in  the  eastern  suburb  o f  Wuhan , 
Wang  Cilan,  a  Teacher  at  the  above  school,  and  an 
astronomy  lover  and  member  of  a  UFO  society,  saw  an 
extremely  bright  "star”,  about  the  brightness  of  a  3rd 
to  4th  magnitude  star,  in  the  clear  sky  that  night.  It 
was  near  the  Milky  Way,  Tt  moved  slowly  out  of  the 
Milky  Way  toward  Vega  in  the  constellation  Lyra,  stopped 
midway ,  turned  a  right  angl e ,  and  moved  east,  cross ing 
the  Milky  Way  between  Vega  and  Altai  r,  then  vanished.

Dax  Donghua,  a  Shanghai  citizen,  obsc^rved  a  bright 
luminous  golden  body  flyiog  in  the  eastern  sky+  It 
was  three  t Lmes  the  size  of  ordinary  stars ,  and  was 
giving  oif  light  like  that  of  a  ear  ^  s  yellow  headlight. 
The  light  was  steady,  Tt  iDoved  from  east  to  wcst^  Five 
to  siz  seconds  Later  it  began  swinging  like  a  parachnLed 
tiny  "lamp"  from  fireworks.  A  big  dark  shadow  on  top 
resembled  a  parachute  but  1 1  did  not  descend .

July  1 ,  when  we  were  waithig  for  a  bus  at  the  Route  344 
Bus  Station  in  Qi  Jia  Huo  ^I  in  the  northern  suburb  (we 
were  standing  facing  north),  suddenly  we  saw  in  the  sky 
to  the  Left  and  in  front  of  us  a  deep  grey  flying  object. 
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We  looked  at  the  time.  It  wag  liO  minutes  past  aine.  The 
object  moved  g lowly  and  hOTrizoiitaliy  from  southwest  to 
nor theas t .  It  was  bas ical l_y  bal  shape d ^  about  the  size 
of  a  straw-hat  as  we  viewed  it  from  the  ground. 
Should  it  have  come  down  on  the  ground  ^  it  would  have  a 
diameter  of  10  meters^  A.t  its  lower  part^  it  had  a  per^ 
pend i cal ar  rod“like  tail^  about  half  ns  long  as  the 
diameter  of  the  ball  body.

At  Huayuan  Comnune,  Taihu  Connty,  Ren  Tianming  on 
the  technical  staff  of  the  Taihu  County  Meteorological 
Bureau,  and  s  oune  20  o  the  rs ,  wa  tched  a  cy  1  indr  ic  al  UFO  > 
reddish-purple  in  color  and  with  a  3:1  rati o  of  length 
to  thickness.  Its  altitude  wag  estimated  at  2,500  tfleters 
above  the  ground-  It  emitted  fire  from  both  ends,  as  it 
cast  a  red  light  on  the  ground,  ft  flew  southeastward 
from  the  northwest  at  an  elevation  angle  of  30  degrees.

On  26  August  I9S0»  from  22:45  to  22:50,  at  a  con- 
iou  .‘5itc.  in  Chen  Village  ^  Jing  County^  southern 
Anhui  Ftovinc-Cj  location  of  the  2nd  Company  of  Jing 
County  Headquarters  of  Engineer  Units,  Li  Ehiijun  and 
Fan  X  i  rong ,  FLA  s  erv  i  cemen  on  sent  r y  duty,  and  two  dep- 
^dents  at  the  Array  Men^s  Visiting  Barracks,  together 
with  two  other  people,  saw  a  Streamlined  fireball  with 
a  round  head.  The  length  of  the  tail  it  trailed  was  some 
10  times  the  diameter  of  the  head*  The  head  was  red  as 
fire ,  brighter  on  the  top  and  fainter  on  the  bottom.  The 
ubject  was  only  several  dozen  meters  above  the  ground.

At  about  2:34  in  the  afternoon  of  November  11, 
1980,  at  Yunan,  Zhang  Zhousheng  observed  a  strange  fly¬ 
ing  object  travelling  400  to  300  meters  behind  an 
airplane.

On  Noveittber  11,  1930,  from  the  playground 
La  front  of  the  students  dormitory  of  Wuhan  University, 
u  the  eastern  suburb  of  Wuhan  City,  Wang  Zhanfan,  Pan 
fcjngchao,  Li  Jie^  and  several  dozen  other  students  of 
*pacc  physicK  of  the  1977/73  classes,  watched  an  ellips¬ 
oid  flying  object  that  appeared  in  the  east  at  a  40  deg- 
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ree  elevation  angle.  If_  flew  slowly  cloKer^  tUen  made  a 
ij^ht  turn  upon  arciving  overhead  aad  flew  west  by  10 
degrees  south.

At  42  minutes  after  six  in  the  aftemoor  of  the 
14 til  of  November  1930,  at  an  sirhase  near  Shaoguan  City, 
Tao  tfc-nhua^  au  Airforce  serviceman,  observed  and  also 
studied  an  orange  colored  flying  object  in  the  sky.  It 
was  white  ia  the  center  and  was  very  bright  with  aa 
orange  tail.

which  was  moving  from  north  to  south.  It  looked  like  a 
pair  of  f 1  our e scent  tubes  in  the  sky  and  was  about  -3  to

A  letter  from  Tao  Ke  of  the  Beijing  College  of  Post 
and  Telecoramunicat ions  said:  '^At  about  34  minutes  past 
five  in  the  afternoon  of  December  14,  T  was  looking  out 
a  window  o f  our  dormitory  on  the  second  floor  at  our 
allege  garden,  I  suddenly  saw  in  the  western  sky  a  mov¬ 
ing  bright  spot  !Q  times  bigger  than  the  uorthstar.  It 
^ickly  spread  into  a  bright  speck with  a  broom— like 
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projcr.Lxon  behind  Soon  it  again  gathered  up  into  a 
bright  spot,  and  then  again  spread  out  into  the  bright 
speckle-  Finally  it  quickly  disappeared.  My  school-mates 
beside  me  and  on  the  lower  floor  ail  saw  it."

A  letter  from  Ji  Shuliang,  Hranch  School  of  Beijing 
Normal  College  said:  "In  the  afternoon  of  December  14, 
when  I  went  past  Shuangjing,  I  saw  in  the  soothvestorn 
sky^  a  luminous  object  flying  towards  the  west.  It  was 
the  shape  of  a  long  rod,  and  gave  out  a  yellow  light.  It 
was  at  an  elevation  angle  of  60  degrees^  I  looked  at  niy 
watch,  and  saw  the  time  was  34  past  five.  This  luminous 
object  now  appeared  like  a  ball^  now  Like  half  a  plate, 
and  then  again  like  a  sesame  seed  cake*  It  gave  out  a 
yellowish- white  beam  of  light  from  its  hind  part ,  and 
looked  very  much  like  a  comet.

In  the  course  of  its  rising  the  top  became  more  clearly 
defined*  It  was  round-shaped^  with  its  silvery- white 
circumference  giving  out  light  blue  rays.  It  disappear¬ 
ed  after  about  30  seconds.  After  half  a  minute,  it  app¬ 
eared  again.  It  was  then  only  a  1  i  ttle  larger  than  a 
steamed  bread.

20  December  1980,  20:35,  Qililu,  Shayang,  Zhongx-iang 
County,  Hubei  Province 

Chen  Jie »  a  student  of  class  788 ,  Jingzhou  Branch , 
Central-^Chiaa  Agricultural  College,  observed  a  round 
flying  object  some  15  centimeters  (appare.nt  Sikc)  across 
its  width.  TL  was  in  the  southern  sky  at  an  elevation  of 
^5  degrees.  XL  was  much  brighter  than  any  star  and  was  a 
reddish^yellow  color  with  a  one  meter— Long  tail.  It  was 
■Dving  soundlessly  in  a  hori^ontal  direction  from  south¬ 
west  to  northward  at  greater  altitude  than  ordinary  air¬ 
planes.

west  by  west  -  It  remained  io  sight  when  Lou  finished 
jogging  three  circles  around  the  sport s^^ground,  but  then 
vanished  soon  afterward.

Dvian  Lixin,  a  staff  employee  of  the  Kunming  Railway 
Station,  saw  a  luminous  white  round  object  hanging  still 
Wside  the  moon.  It  was  slightly  bigger  than  the  moon^ 
Then  it  moved  rapidly^  halting  at  times,  going  eastward. 
Tt  was  soundless  and  the  sighting  lasted  2  minutes-

strange  aerial  object  snapped  by  the  Chinese  Serviceman 
pictured  here. 
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The  wave  of  higti  UFO  activity  over  China  continued 
at  a  rate  of  gip^htings  and  reporting  considerably  above 
that  of  any  time  prior  to  1930,  but  never  equalled  that 
intensity  again.  The  country  and  tho  Chinese  pnblic  is 
Etore  aware  of  rhe  phenonoenon  now  and  activity  reporting 
is  expected  to  continue  at  a  higher  rate  than  before,  Wc 
can  now  see  that  there  are  many  siiullarit  ies  in  the  cage 
reports  there  with  those  of  the  rest  of  the  world  within 
a  certain  class ,  It  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent 
however j  that  we  are  not  getting  the  eases  of  a  more 
phenomenal  nature,  Ambong  these  cases  are  few  reports  of 
UFO  interaction  with  humang^  or  human  involuntary  abdiic- 
tiong  aboard  the  spacecralt,  as  has  occurred  elsewhere, 
and  no  cases  of  effects  on  animals  or  vegetation,  or  on 
automobiles  or  equipment.  One  case  of  power  failure  in— 
cident  to  a  UFO  sighting  is  included  but  not  much  atten¬ 
tion  was  pa  id  to  the  power  failure  in  the  reporting . 
This  may  or  may  not  be  significant.  It  may^  however,  be 
an  i  mp  1 3  c  at  ion  that  the  informat  ion  furnished  us  has 
been  purged  for  some  reason  reason-  Though  thi.s  is  a 
great  deal  unore  information  than  we  ever  hod  before  we 
must  look  at  it  with  some  reservation  until  those  defic¬ 
iencies  are  satisfactorily  explained.  The  reporting  here 
for  1931  and  beyond  is  far  from  complete  and  should  be 
taken  as  no  measure  of  the.  real  activity  there  in  China. 
Even  in  the  western  world  with  all  of  our  modern  commun¬ 
ications  facilities  there  is  a  3  to  4  year  time-lag  be¬ 
fore  we  know  the  tme  state  of  affairs^  This  results 
from  secrecy,  time  to  investigate,  more  secrecy,  disbel¬ 
ief,  qualification,  etc,  before  it  becomes  historical 
record-  The  following  cases  are  only  preliminary  indi¬ 
cations  so  far.

^  vorker  at  a  school  wrote "  ^^At  three  minutes  to 
eight  in  the  morning  of  January  15th,  I  heard  a  group  of 
pupils  shouting,  'A  sateliteJ  a  rocket  1'  When  I  raised 
my  head  to  look,  I  saw  a  flat  ellipsoid  flying  object 
about  the  size  of  a  washbasin  in  the  eastern  sky,  which 
moved  from  east  to  northwest.

At  the  CoDEiunes  of  Zlioujia,  Heiiiyu,  Jinnyi  and 
Uuangtolifig  in  the  Uilly  region  of  eastern  Ylngkou  Cou¬ 
nty ,  nmny  witnesses  observed  unexplainable  aerial  pbeO“ 
omeua.  Li  Jiogke  of  Yitigkou  Agricultural  >1achinery  Inst¬ 
itute »  a  member  of  CTJRO^  reported  on  an  ineident  which 
had  aroused  a  sensation  among  several  hundred  thousand 
of  the  local  populace-  The  inhabitants  of  this  area  had 
observed  three  Luminous  flying  bodies  that  appeared  in 
the  southwest  at  about  450  meters  elevation.

yet*.  Then  I  called  the  Beijing  and  Central  Television 
Stations  t  bot  could  not  get  put  through .  Baf  fled  in  my 
frustrated  efforts,  T  could  only  go  back  outside  and  try 
to  coot  J  nuo  (By  ob  se  rvat  i  on  -  The  ob  j  e  et  was  i  n  the  south¬ 
west  sky.  Its  size  about  that  of  a  5  inch  plate  (visual 
apparent  size).  By  the  time  T  came  back  out  it  was  seen 
straight  overhead  at  more  than  2 » 000  meters  altitude .

5  June  1981,  22:00,  Xi'an,  Shaanxi  Provinro 

Ding  Shiliang  and  other  students  at  Xi^on  Univer¬ 
sity,  saw,  in  a  direction  west  by  north,  a  luminous 
flying  object  giving  off  a  yellow  light.  It  changed  its 
shape  and  became  less  hr i ght ,  and  seemed  to  continue  to 
dim,  but  not  conspicuously  so.

6 June  19SI,  Night,  Field  Position^  Gobi  Desert 

Wang  Sinhoa  was  assigned  to  a  field  position  in 
the  Gobi  Desert,  in  the  Uigur  Atonomous  Region  of  Xin¬ 
jiang  Province,  when  be  had  a  unique  experience.  In  his 
letter  he  wrote:  "I  was  on  observation  patrol  the 
night  of  6  June  when  I  saw  a  strange  phenomenon  in  the 
night  sky.  The  moon  was  below  the.  borison  and  the  stars 
scintillated  in  the  dark  sky*  Looking  toward  the  north  I 
saw,  there  in  the  sky,  a  bright  white  object  that  seemed 
to  be  suspended  in  space.  It  seemed  to  be  particularly 
white  in  color,  and  was  shaped  like  a  cigar.  In  a  moment 
the  object  eononnjenced  to  move  toward  the  east*  T  yelled 
to  the  other  night  observers  of  our  unit,  ’Look]  A  TTFO?' 
The  object  was  flying  above  the  Gobi  sands*  Six  minutes 
descended  to  the  ground  some  distsnee  from  ns 
and  remained.  We  wanted  to  go  to  where  it  landed  and 
examine  it  but  we  could  not  get  there,  tfc  watched 
for  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  until  the  object  took  off  and 
disappeared  over  the  horizon." 


II  June  1981^  01:10,  Xiao^  Shaanxi  Province 

Yao  Zhian,  a  mechanic  in  the  village  of  Xian,  Shaa¬ 
nxi^  reported  sighting  a  UPO  as  follows;  "At  01:10 
T  was  riding  my  bicycle  to  join  ray  family  near  the  rail¬ 
road  station,  and  my  route  took  me  through  a  place  that 
wag  deserted  at  that  early  hour.

It  descended  and  hovered  be¬ 
tween  me  and  Che  village,  At  that  momeDt  it  was  like  a 
fat  circular  pancake^  tilted  at  an  angle.  Suddenly  it

13  June  1981^  19:40^  Weishan,  Yunnan  Province 

Duan  Toughen  of  Weishan^  together  with  many  local 
inhabitants  observed  an  oblong  flying  body  in  the  north¬ 
eastern  sky.  It  glowed  with  a  silvery  light  Like  a  dia- 
Tsond  and  remained  still  in  the  blue  sky  against  the  set¬ 
ting  Sun,  It  was  first  white ,  then  suddenly  turned  to 
Orange— red  and  very  bright.

Xiu  Judleng^  engineer  for  the  design  section  of  the 
Q  ingdao  Const  rue  t  i  on  Bureau ,  Q  iugdao ,  ob  se  rved  ,  at  01:15 
on  28  July,  a  Hying  object  shaped  like  an  saucer  iu 
inverted  position.  The  disc-likje  object  vas  Hying  from 
northeast  of  the  nieteorologicai  station  on  Wt ,  Pulong  to 
southwest  of  the  TV  Cower  at  Qingdao.  The  luminous  ob¬ 
ject  approached  at  about  500  meters  altitude  and  stopped 
and  remaiaed  loot  ion  less  in  the  air  for  a  momeut  there  ^ 
and  them  ejected  a  ball  of  light  that  floated  down  from 
the  sky  to  the  ground.  Its  size  was  bigger  than  a  truck 
headlight.  The  first  object  descended  to  about  50  meters 
and  flew  a  half  circle  ia  a  slow  movcincnt *  Then  the  UTO 
emitted  a  Low  "humn"  accompanied  by  a  whine"*.  Its  con¬ 
tour  was  very  distinct  in  the  deep  blue  of  the  night  sky 
and  its  oraiige“red  color  was  conspicuous.

cern-  However,  this  does  not  mean  thvnt  this  country  ha^ 
been  eiKcXuded  by  lIFOs  in  their  visits,,  nor  has  there 
been  any  absence  of  privately  correon icated  reports.  Idren 
a  large  circular  plate  suddenly  appeared  in  the  sky  and

With  the  downfall  of  the  Cang  of  four  and  the  subr 
sequent  emancipafi  on  of  science  ^  the  ban  was  lifted  O" 
press  reporting  of  UFO  phenomena*  Talk  about  the  sub¬ 
ject  was  no  longer  dismissed  as  senseless  rumor,  UFOs 
which  haunted  other  countries  and  regions  did  not  faiX 
to  make  their  appearance  in  tho  skies  of  China ^s  huge 
9^600,000  square  kilometcrK.

Hq  recalled  ar  incident 
afliicli  happened  when  he  was  a  teenager.  One  night  his 
iwOmnn  neighbor  terribly  astounded  vheOj  while  wr^lk- 

ng  behind  ;ier  house  wi.tli  her  grandson  in  her  arTns^  she 
aw  a  huge  round  plate,  red  in  color  and  blindingly  lus“ 
trous^  fly  toward  her  from  the  sky.  Before  it  reached 
bar  it  split  into  three  balls  of  fire  and  flew  away  in 
different  directions.  The  description  reninds  one  of  a 
scene  in  the  recent  no  vie  ^  "Close  Encounters  of  the  Th¬ 
ird  Kind'h  in  the  meantime  there  have  been  reports  of 
liie  sudden  appearance  of  a  moon  on  a  moonless  nir^ht.  All 
stories^  different  as  they  might  bo  in  detail^  apparent- 
point  to  similar  objects  described  in  other  parts  of 
the  world. 

It  is  since  5916:,  with  [ihe  enicinc  ipat  ion  of  science, 
rhat  UFOs  began  to  he  reported  in  Chine sn  skies  in  large 
r.uTT.hors^  especially  in  I9S0.  The  UFOs  haunted  China  ^s 
shies  and  caused  a  sensation  acriong  its  billion  plus  pop“ 
illation.  The  resulting  surprise  and  curiosity  touched 
cif  a  yearning  for  knowledge.  People  asked  for  ejtplan^ 
iiions  of  the  phenomena.  They  v;ant  scientists  to  conduct 
researches^  arid  wish  the  reports  to  he  cormiuni nated  and 
tf.c  knowledge  popularized*  ConsequenLly  ^  May  of  that 
y^ar  saw  the  inception  of  the  China  UFO  Research  Organ¬ 
isation,  followed  e  year  later  by  the  launching  of  a 
bi-moathly  magazine.  The  Journal  Of  UFO  Research,  of 
^ffiich  3GD,OOD  copies  w^ere  sold  out  in  panic  purchasing.

The  Journal  of  TTFO  research  published  a  report  of 
an  aerial  encounter  with  a  UFO  by  pilots  ol  the  ChiTiese 
Air  Force,  A  group  of  5  jet  lighter  aircraft  were  on  air 
patrol  over  North  China  when,  at  about  21:57^  their  air¬ 
craft  electrical  power  systems  began  to  malfunction  and 
their  cOTnmunicat  ions  and  navigational  systems  failed. 
Suddenly  they  encountered  an  unidentified  flying  object 
of  a  milky  yell owish— green  luminous  color,  and  about  the 
size  of  a  full  moon.

TAIWAN 


Taiwan  iw  a  large  island  in  the  South  China  Sea  off  the  cast 
coast  of  the  China  Mainland.  Including  its  nearby  islands  it 
covers  13,885  square  miles  of  surf  ace  area,  a  little  larger  than  the 
state  of  Mary  land,  and  is  the  home  of  over  8  million  inhabitants 
of  Chinese  descent. 

The  island  w^as  under  Chinese  rule  until  1895  when  the 
Japanese  occupied  it  as  a  result  of  a  \var  with  China,  The  island 
waa  returned  to  C  hi  n  a  in  1 945 ,  after  W  orld  \V  ar  1 1 J t  becam  e  the 
last  stronghold  of  the  Chinese  Nationalist  government  when 
they  were  driven  from  the  China  Mainland  in  1949  by  the  forces 
of  the  New'  Peoples  Republic  of  China. 

The  island  is  considered  Chinese  by  both  sides  and  is 
therefore  a  part  of  this  report. 

The  Taiwan  UFO  flaps,  or  high  activity  periods,  seem  to 
generally  coincide  with  those  of  the  eastern  mainland,  which 
may  in  fact  show^  that  the  extraterrestrials  make  no  distinction 
among  the  Chinese.  We  pick  up  the  island  reporting  with  their 
first- reported  sighting  in  1956.  Please  remember  that  in  this  part 
of  tl^e  world  nearly  all  sightings  w'Cnt  unreported  for  a  very 
m  a  ny  years ,  an  d  th  at  those  c  a  ses  reported  provide  n  o  meas  ure  of 
the  reality  of  the  phenomenon  here.

On  the  lunar  New  Year’s  Eve  1957,  Mr.  Liao  Hsi-hsin,  who 
was  living  at  Chin-shuei  Chen,  Taiwan  then,  went  downtown 
with  his  father  and  two  uncles  to  have  their  hair  trimmed.  At 
about  9  o’clock  that  evening,  with  various  things  newly  bought 
for  the  occasion,  they  returned  on  two  bicycles.  All  of  a  sudden,  a 
beam  of  strong  light  poured  down  on  them  from  the  sky  behind. 
Scared,  they  fell  on  the  ground  and  looked  back.  At  the  height  of 
a  5-floor  building,  a  reddish,  saucer-like  object  was  fljdng  across. 
A  little  later,  the  light  vanished,  and  so  did  the  flying  object.  It  is 
an  unusual  experience  which  he  shall  never  forget.

In  the  late  afternoon  of  an  undetermined  day  in  1964  a 
number  of  white  spherical  objects  appeared  in  the  sky  over  the 
air  base  and  were  photographed  by  a  witness.  The  round  objects 
looked  like  bright  indistinct  balls  of  mist  as  they  flew  down  the 
flightline  of  parked  F-86  Sabrejet  Fighters.  A  Tainan  Sabre-Jet 
pilot  who  pursued  a  UFO  near  the  airbase  offered  the  following 
Chinese  proverb:  “What  is  supported  by  the  Heavens  can  not  be 
broken”,  meaning  that  it  is  beyond  human  power  to  try  to 
conquer  what  is  maintained  by  the  Heavens.  The  UFO  sightings 
seem  to  be  more  prevalent  in  the  southern  part  of  Taiwan.  There 
is  a  legend  of  “Space  Brothers”  transmitted  among  the  Yami 
tribe  of  Hungtou  Hsu  which  explains  the  history  of  their 
particular  s5mibols.

1  thought  it 
was  the  star  Jupiter,  for  J  upiter  was  very  bright  then.  Therefore  i 
did  not  pay  much  attention.

Taipei  Yuan-Khan  Astronomical  Observatory  said  yester¬ 
day  that  a  {^roup  of  unidentified  flying  objects,  including  two 
triangle-shaped  shining  ones  and  9  smaller  folowers,  were  seen 
moving  in  the  sky  of  Miao-li  area  for  about  50  minutes. 

According  tri  the  Observatory,  Mr,  Chung  Kao-chium,  who 
lives  at  115,  Kung-chin  Li,  Miao-li  Hsien,  reported  that  at  5:40 
a.m.  September  1, 1978,  he  saw  in  the  southeast  sky  a  group  of 
sparkling  fl^dng  objects.  Two  of  them  were  triangle-shaped  and 
brighter  than  the  others.  The  sky  was  already  very  clear  then, 
but  their  appearance  was  still  rather  conspicuous,  They  were 
m<j\nng  constantly  till  B:f)5  a.m.,  their  light  became  weak  and  the 
smaller  objects  were  not  to  be  seen  any  longer.  But  the  big  ones 
kept  on  moving  till  6:85  a.m,  when  they  disappeared  completely. 

Half  a  month  ago,  Mr.  Chung  and  his  grandmother  saw 
some  flying  objects  of  a  similar  sort  too.

Mr.Ta.sai  Chani^^liaien,  liHrector  of  Taipei  Yuan-shan  Aatro- 
nomical  Observatory,  said  he  received  a  phone  call  from  a 
w<3man  this  morning:  who  asserted  to  have  witnessed  an  liFO 
case.  Her  description  was  similar  to  that  of  a  Wai-shuang  Hsi 
inhabitant,  bat  the  time  of  her  observation  was  one  and  a  half 
hours  earlier  than  the  latter's. 

Ms.  Hsu  lives  at  Nan  Shi  Chiao,  Chun^-ho.  She  said  on  the 
phone  that  at  10:30  p.m.  OcPjber  28,  1979  when  she  was  on 
Hua-ehving  Rrid^te,  she  saw  in  the  southwest  sky  a  flying  object 
glowing  in  red  light.  It  was  as  big  as  the  moon,  but  brighter, 
mo\dng  in  the  direction  of  Tao  Yuan.  She  watched  it  for  one  or 
two  minute.s  and  saw  its  shape  changing  from  round  to  flat, 
probably  because  of  changed  visual  angle.  The  Observatory  has 
put  her  words  into  record, 

ITie  first  witness  who  called  the  Observatory  after  Ms.  Hsu 
was  a  citizen  in  Wai-shuang  Hsi.  At  12:10  a.m.  October  29,  he 
saw  a  hugh  dish-like  object  flying  west  [mm  the  south  which 
once  stayed  in  mid  air  for  <me  or  two  minutes.  On  its  edge  were 
many  small  holes  sparkling  red.  Several  employees  of  the  Grand 
Hotel  also  mentioned  their  observation  to  Mr.  Tsai’s  friends.  As 
tt)  time,  place  and  the  objective  situation,  their  reports  were  quite 
close  to  tlie  Wai  Shuang  Hsi  inhabitant’s.

At  dusk  of  June  9,  1981^  in  the  western  wky  of  Taipei 
appeared  15  UFO-like  Jight  spots.  In  spite  of  people's  trial  in 
every  way  ^  the  cause  of  this  phenomenon  is  still  unknown.  The 
appearance  of  unidentified  flying  objects  in  a  group  is  very  rare 
in  the  astronomical  history  of  Taiwan. 


This  strange  phenomenon  could  be  observed  from  any  place 
in  1’aipei  north  to  Tatj-yuan.  According  to  reporfa  from  all 
sources,  it  was  first  seen  at  4:00  p.m.  and  lingered  until  7;  1 1  p.m. 

According  to  Taipei  Yuan-shan  Astronomical  Observatory 
and  the  watchtower  of  Tao-yuan  International  Airport,  the 
location  of  these  UFOs  was  above  the  Taiwan  Strait  directly  in 
the  west  and  below  the  star  Venus,  forming  a  5“  elevation  angle 
with  the  sea  horizon.  The  brightness  of  these  15  light  spots, 
which  lined  up  horizontally  at  lO'-'  visual  angle  in  the  sky,  was 
between  degree  1  and  0. 

Tire  strangest  aspect  of  this  phenomenon  is  that  the  1 5  light 
spots  never  changed  their  relative  position,  but  stayed  fixed  in 
line  in  the  western  sky  throughout  their  3-hour  appearance.  As  it 
was  dusk,  every  luminous  spot  was  slightly  red. 

What  is  even  stranger  is  that  all  the  observatories,  including 
that  of  1’aipei  Sung-shan  Airport,  admitted  that  radar  could  not 
trace  this  group  of  UFOs  either, 

An  official  in  charge  of  the  watchtower  of  Tao-yuan  Infema- 
tional  Airport  said  as  soon  as  they  perceived  that  phenomenon 
late  yesterday  afternoon,  they  immediately  contacted  a  (.lathay 
Airliner  flying  in  the  nearby  sky  in  the  meantime.  According  to 
its  report,  the  15  light  spots  could  be  observed  with  naked  eyes  at 
the  height  of  10,000  feet,  which  however,  the  radar  of  the  plane 
failed  to  loc:afe. 

He  also  said  they  c:ould  not  solve  the  mystery  even  after  their 
consultation  with  the  Air  Force. 

Mr.  Tsai  Chang-hsien,  Director  of  Taipei  Yuan -shan  Astro¬ 
nomical  Observatory,  said  he  noticed  that  array  (jf  15  light  spots 
yesterday  when  he  was  driving  along  Taipei  Bridge,  and  he 
hurried  back  to  the  Observatory-  at  once  to  study  the  singular 
astronomical  phenomenon. 

He  said  due  to  the  regular  rotation  of  the  universe,  there 
should  only  be  two  planets,  Venus  and  Mercury',  in  the  western 
sky  of  Taiwan  at  this  time  of  the  year.  Unfortunately,  as  the 
elevation  angle  those  ho  light  spots  formed  was  too  low,  the 
telescope  of  the  Observatory  could  nfit  reach  them. 

In  spite  of  his  consultation  with  other  observatories  and  the 
information  that  several  citizens  supplied  over  the  phone,  till 
1 2:00  a.m,  last  night,  IhreotorTsai  was  still  unable  to  provide  an 
answer. 
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However,  as;  he  pointed  out,  tiie  .so-called  unidentified  flying 
objects  were  not  necessarily  flym;];  saucers^  but  only  mystery 
beyond  our  current  knowledge. 

The  Department  of  NLitional  Defense  said  that  the  radar  of 
the  Air  Force  showed  no  trace  of  the  UFOs  discovered  in  the  sky 
of  north  Taiwan  oil  June  and  that  there  was  no  military 
ac:ti\dty  in  tiiat  area  at  all. 

Acc:ording  to  the  Air  Force^  there  were  no  tlying  objecitK  in 
the  sky  during  the  appearance  of  the  J  5  light  spots,  and  no  trace 
of  any  unidentified  flying  object  on  their  radar.  ‘They  could 
neither  prove  nor  explain  the  appearance  of  this  group  of  U  FOs, 

The  Department  of  National  Defense  also  checked  with  the 
Arm  y  i  n  tha  t  area ,  Th  e  1  atter  said  th  ere  w  as  no  sh  ooting  practii 
or  any  activity  of  the  sort  during  that  period. 
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Some  people  suspecUid  that  those  UFOs  mi^ht  be  high- 
altitude  balloons.  Rut  a.s  Department  of  National  Defense 
pointed  out  there  was  no  airbase  for  balloons  in  tliat  area. 
Besides,  the  group  of  UFOs  lined  up  in  strict  order  and  did  not 
change  their  positon. 


10  Junel9Sl,Taipei, Taiwan  1G;00 

Fifteen  UFOs  appeared  low  in  the  slty  west  of  Taipei,  in  a 
position  below  Venus,  forming  a  5^  angle  of  elevation  with  the 
ground.  They  showed  a  degree  of  brightness  between  ?  and  1. 
They  moved  into  a  line  horizontally  at  1 0'^  visual  angle  above  the 
horizon.  Their  relative  positions  remained  unchanged  through¬ 
out  the  fibservation.  The  observed  color  w'as  a  very  light  pink 
shade.  Observation  units  at  Taipei’s  Songshan  International 
Airport  failed  to  paint  the  objects  with  their  radar.  Taiw'an 
Observatory  director  Cai  Zhangxian  could  not  explain  them. 


13  Juno  1331,  Min-an  Di,  Chia-li  Chen,  Taiwan  1 7;00 

On  June  13,  1981,  an  unidentified  tlying  object  descended 
from  the  sky,  sparkling,  on  a  field  east  of  Min-an  Li,  Chia-li 
Chen,  about  2,000  meters  south  to  the  Ma-chia  Highway,  It  w'as 
around  5:00  p.m, 

Acc<3rding  to  Mr,  Chen  Kan-tang,  the  witness,  he  and  his 
wife  w'crc  weeding  on  the  farm  next  to  the  Ma-chia  Highway 
when  they  suddenly  heard  a  wierd  sound  from  above.  On 
hxjking  up,  they  saw  a  cone-shaped  flying  object  about  three 
meters  in  diameter,  transparent  like  a  diamond.  There  seemed  to 
he  many  light  bulbs  on  it,  sparkling  all  the  time,  with  thickly 
panelled  apparatuses  inside.  It  moved  rapidly,  revolving  by 
itself,  and  spread  out  a  curtain  of  mist  in  the  meantime,  which 
was  very  spectacular, 

Mr.  Chen,  52,  who  lives  at  37-1,  Tung-ning  Li,  Chia-li  Chen, 
pointed  at  a  fruit  tree,  saying  that  the  UFO  lowered  its  speed 
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while  descendingj  glided  to  the  side  of  that  tree,  and  touclied 
down^  hut  kept  on  spmnin^- 

He  added  that  the  IJVO  did  not  make  much  noise,  but  there 
was  a  curtain  of  mist.  It  spun  like  a  top  that  children  play  with, 
leaving  no  trace  on  the  ground.  About  ten  niirtutos  later,  there 
suddenly  rose  a  cloud  of  dusL  With  increased  spmninfj  speed ,  it 
flew  up  northwards,,  hurried  into  the  clouds  in  the  southern  sky^ 
and  disappeared  in  an  instant- 


lb  June  1981,  Taipeh  Taiwan  Afternoon 

Fifteen  light  spots  again  appeared  over  Taipei.  They  were 
seen  positioned  in  a  straight  line  at  equal  intervals  of  separation. 
They  were  sighted  al^io  by  Cai  Zhangxian,  director  oi  the 
Taiwan  Observatory  in  North  Taiwan. 

A  similar  array  of  UFOs  v^as  spotted  by  Yunan  Observ-atcry 
at  about  the  same  time.

HONG  KONG  and  MACAO 


Hong  Kong  and  Macao  are  foreign  colonies  situated  on  the 
east  coa&t  of  the  China  mainland,  which  were  acquired  by 
European  nations  in  the  past.  Their  populations  are  predomin¬ 
antly  Chinese  however,  and  they  are  in  fact  considered  a  part  of 
China  by  both  the  mainlanders  and  the  administering  nations. 

Though  small  in  size,  both  colonies  have  dense  populations 
and  both  have  reported  UFO  activity  in  their  areaiJ  of  control. 
We  have  therefore  included  them  in  this  special  report.

HONG  KONG 


February  1964,  Hong  Kong 

Since  February  Hong  Kong  International  Airport  (Kai-Tak) 
has  been  plagued  at  least  once  a  week  by  low  flying  UFOs  which 
have  been  witnessed  by  airport  employees,  control  tower  offi¬ 
cers,  passengers  and  others,  who  were  stunned  by  these  myster¬ 
ious  activities,  as  they  had  never  seen  such  things  before. 
Coming  down  like  a  Jet  Clipper  (Boeing  707  Jetliner)  entering 
the  runway  to  land,  then  flying  along  the  main  runway  and 
around  the  center  of  it,  the  object  ascends  vertically  at  tre¬ 
mendous  speed  until  it  is  out  of  sight.  According  to  various 
witnesses  the  size  is  about  15  meters  and  the  body  has  an  orange 
corona  or  halo  around  it.  The  body  itself  is  indistinct.  An  image 
was  captured  on  the  RAD  ARscope  but  its  movement  couldn’t  be 
tracked  accurately  because  of  the  slow  sweep  of  the  scope  and  the 
limited  range  of  the  airport  RADAR.  Since  they  have  up  to  now 
always  appeared  when  no  aircraft  are  taking  off  or  landing  there 
have  been  no  dangerous  incidents  with  these  objects.  The  people 
of  Kowloon  are  pleased  with  these  unexpected  UFO  shows 
which  color  the  night  skies.

Several  people  saw  an  object  flying  across  the  sky  for  almost 
a  minute  last  night.  It  u/as  as  big  as  a  full  moon  with  a  trail  of 
light  beam.  Astronomers  generally  believed  it  was  a  rare  huge 
meteor. 

The  Astronomical  (Observatory  received  pbonecalls  report¬ 
ing  this  unusual  sight.  But  as  they  did  not  observe  it,  they  could 
not  make  any  comment  this  morning  until  they  have  studied 
information  from  all  sources,  Tt  might  be  a  Kung-ming  lamp, 
however. 

According  to  the  witnesses  at  Hsingieh,  Gio  Lung  and  the 
mountain  area  of  Hong  Kong,  that  UFO  first  appeared  at  about 
8:15  p.m,  in  the  northeast  sky.  It  moved  very  slowly  and 
vanished  in  the  southwest  after  a  w'hile. 


1 2, 13, 14  October  1977,  Fun-lin,  Hong  Kong  Night 

New  Evening  Paper  of  Hong  Kong  10/15/1977 

A  mysterious  shining  object  appeared  in  the  sky  above  Fun- 
lin  and  llsin-gieb  for  three  consecutive  nights.  Nobody  knows 
what  it  is. 

According  to  an  inhabitant  of  Fun-lin  and  Ho-shih,  a  star- 
like  object  appeared  in  the  sky  west  to  Fun-lin  for  the  last  three 
nights.

Mr,  Chung  Kno-dong.the  Directory  of  the  Observatory,  said 
the  apparatus  at  the  Observatory  did  not  spot  those  unidentified 
flying  objects.  But  many  people  asserted  they  saw  flying  saucers 
and  sparkling  objects  in  the  sky. 

Mr.  Chung  added  that  s<j  far  they  did  not  know  where  it 
came  from  but  it  might  be  a  satellite  just  entering  Earth  orbit.

A  glittering  UFO  w'as  seen  flying  round  the  sky  above  Hong 
Kong,  then  vanished  in  the  northeast  last  night.  Many  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  Yuan-lang,  Shih-ou,  Hong  Kong  Tze,  Hiia-fu  Village, 
H si-yin -pan,  Wang-giou  and  Ui-chi-giou  saw  it.  Several  readers 
provided  us  with  relevant  information.  The  Astronomical  Ob¬ 
servatory  said  people  inquired  them  too  about  the  UFO,  whose 
nature,  however,  they  cannot  tell  until  they  have  consulted 
authorities  concerned  and  synthesized  all  information  today. 

According  to  the  reports  we  received,  that  UFO  flew  across 
here  betw'een  9:45  and  9:50  p.m. 

Our  readers  at  Yuan-lang  said  that  it  appeared  in  the 
northeast  sky,  flying  southeast.

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Readers  at  Hua-fu  Village  reported  that  it  was  glittering  all 
the  while,  it5  length  about  two  planes  pat  together.

At  8:10  p.m.  June  28, 1978,  T  happened  to  notice  a  star-like 
object  in  the  sky,  whose  brightness  w^as  approximately  two 
degrees  below  zero.  1  w'as  puzzled  tlien  because  the  sky  was  too 
light  to  show  any  star.  I  ignored  it  at  first.  Rut  when  1  saw  it 
again,  I  noticed  it  had  moved.

A  sparkling  ring-shaped  UFO  appeared  last  night  in  the  sky 
above  Hong  Kong.  Many  readers  of  our  newspaper  called  to 
inquire  about  it.  Its  witnesses  are  the  inhabitants  f>f  Mo-li-lin  at 
west  Huan  and  Tao-shuen-li  Village  at  Clear  Water  Bay. 

At  11:80  p.m.  last  night,  we  received  a  phonecall  from 
someone  at  Mo-li-lin,  He  reported  that  he  saw  a  sparkling  ring- 
shaped  object  flying  in  the  sky  for  several  seconds,  then 
disappeared.

A  Hong  Kong  college  student  who  travelled  to  Macao  on 
summer  vacation  saw  an  unidentified  flying  object  day  before 
yesterday. 

According  to  him ,  at  9:05  p.m,  day  before  yesterday,  a  flying 
object  about  1  cm  {apparent  si^e)  in  diameter  appeared  in  the 
n<jrtheaat  sky  above  Macao  at  a  30°  angle.  It  showed  in  white, 
red  and  orange  by  turns  and  glittered  rhythmically.  White  light 
shined  5  to  7  times,  then  turned  red.  Red  light  shined  twice,  then 
turned  orange.  Orange  light  shined  once,  then  turned  hack  to 
white.  Thus  it  went  round  and  round.  It  appeared  for  three 
minutes  or  so  at  the  height  of  10,000  feet.  He  reported  to  the 
weather  station  of  Macao,  hut  they  could  not  figure  out  what  it 
was  or  where  it  came  from.

Unidentified  flying  objects  were  discovered  here  in  Macao, 
which  excites  many  people.  And  some  of  them  saw  strange 
shining  objects  flying  in  the  sky  above  Lu-huan-jiou-ou,  Hsin-ko- 
ansui-tan-jiao  and  tiai-giao-yun-you  in  the  last  two  evenings. 

A  Portugese  whci  had  witnessed  several  UFO  cases  said  he 
saw  something  flying  from  Mt.  Tayu  to  Bintze  in  the  evening 
day  before  yesterday.  And  near  8:00  p.m,  last  night  when  he  was 
at  Lu-huan-giou-ou,  he  saw  several  orange  colored  shining 
objects  in  tlie  sky  above  Want/e,  staying  still  now,  moving  back 
and  forth  then.  It  lingered  for  two  minutes  before  vanishing  in 
the  direction  of  Horig  Kong. 

At  9:30  p.m.  day  before  yesterday  (8  July,  1978),  four  men, 
including  an  off-duty  policeman  and  the  owner  of  an  electric 
appliances  store,  were  trying  out  their  wireless  telephone  in  a 
private  car.  When  they  reached  Hsin-ko-an-sui-tan-giou,  the 


electric  applianceii  on  the  car  suddenly  stopped  functioning. 
They  thought  there  must  be  something  wrong  with  the  antenna. 
When  they  got  out  of  the  car  to  fix  it,  they  noticed  an  object  ab<3ut 
one  fO(jt  long  flying  in  orange  glow  in  the  sky  above  Mr.  Tay u.  It 
moved  about  for  a  minute  then  vanished,  .^nd  the  electric 
applicances  started  functioning  again. 

Mr .  Pan,  a  reader  of  our  newspaper ,  reported  that  he  went  to 
Hai-giao-you-yun  last  night  {9  July  1978)  to  observe  the  sky.  At 
1 :80  a.m.  ( 1 0  July  1978)  he  saw  a  set  of  shining  objech!  in  triangle 
formation  flying  smo<3thly  southeast-  'They  were  very  bright,  like 
fourth  degree  stars  without  sparkling.  It  showed  for  five  seconds 
only.  Its  tlying  condition  was  unlike  that  of  a  plane,  a  meteor  or  a 
satellite, 

TTiere  w'ere  quite  a  few  people  who  witnessed  UFO  cases 
here  last  year  too.  At  9:30  p.m.  Septe miser  19  last  year,  a  fireman 
w'ho  lived  on  October  5th  St.  saw  a  star-shaped  shining  object 
flying  low  to  the  south.  It  moved  faster  than  a  plane  hut  slower 
than  a  meteor,  and  was  out  of  sight  after  crossing  Ta-pao-ta, 

And  at  2:00  a,m,  October  12  last  year,  tw'O  middle  school 
students  saw  eight  or  nine  shining  objects  in  triangle  formation 
filing  southeast  across  the  hills  of  Ta-san-pa.  ITiey  were  silver 
and  very  bright.  A  man  who  lived  on  Mei-li  St,  saw  them  too. 

Early  this  year,  a  teacher  also  saw  an  unidentified  flying 
object  at  midnight.

At  8;5b  p.m.  last  night,  two  reporters  of  our  new'Spaper  on  the 
beach  opposite  the  Hoshu  Building  at  South  Bay  again  saw  an 
unidentified  flying  object  in  tbe  sky  above  the  Obin  Bridge.  The 
situation  was  similar  to  that  of  the  previous  night  except  that  it 
flew  in  the  direction  of  Shih  T£e  Men  instead  of  Bin  Tze  Jiou  Ou.

An  employee  of  a  hospital  at  mountain  top  also  said  he 
witnessed  a  UFO  case  the  night  before  which  was  verj^  similar  to 
our  report.

Some  went  with  telescopes  and  cameras,  hoping  to  sec  a  rare 
spectacle.  They  were  not  disappointed. 

According  to  an  employee  of  our  newspaper^  at  about  8:55 
p,m,  a  light  spot  suddenly  appeared  in  the  sky  above  the  hills 
opposite  West  Bay.  It  ’was  changing  colors  all  the  time  from 
’white  to  green,  then  to  red.  It  wavered  a  little  suddenly,  then  flew 
obliquely  upwards  for  a  distance  and  stopped,  but  continued 
sparkling.  After  a  short  ’while,  a  fixed  light  spot  appeared  above 
Mt.  Want^e,  also  glitter irig  white,  green  and  red,  but  srnaller. 
And  a  similar  light  spot  showed  above  the  bridge  near  Bint^e 
too,  moving  slowly  towards  Macao.  It  stopped  all  of  a  sudden 
when  it  reached  above  the  bridge  at  Macao,  then  turned  to 
Wantze.  Finally,  it  sped  up  tovrard  the  larger  spot,  but  disap¬ 
peared  when  it  got  closer^,  as  if  absorbed  into  the  latter.  At.that 
moment,  another  light  spot  appeared  above  the  large  one 
mentioned  above.  Whether  it  was  the  one  moving  back  and  forth 
over  the  bridge  or  a  new  one  w^as  hard  to  tell.  Till  9:20  p.m.  the 
two  smaller  light  spots  disappeared,  but  the  largest  one  re¬ 
mained.  This  w'as  the  most  spectacular  phenomenon  in  the  last 
few'  nights. 

And  at  10:30  p.m,  several  readers  of  our  newspaper  on  the 
bech  at  Tungkuan  Square  saw^  an  oval  flying  object.  It  \vas  at 
3,000  feet  altitude,  1/2  inch  dia mater,  and  shining  blue  at  the 
front  and  white  at  the  rear.  It  moved  in  curving  line  for  two 


seconds,  then  vanished  in  the  direction  of  Bintze. 

It  is  still  a  mystery  whether  they  are  but  natural  phenomeiia 
or  visitors  from  outer  space.  Some  say  yes;  some  believe  they  are 
secret  weapons  of  the  Great  Powers.  But  the  mystery  remains 
unsolved. 


14  July  PJTS,  ilei-sha-huang:  l.^iOO 

Macao  Daily  Newa  7/15/1978 

An  unidentified  flyinjj  object  flew'  across  Hei-sha-huang 
and  Kuai-tze-ehi  yesterday  afternoon  and  attracted  about  a 
hundred  people  vratching.  More  than  ten  members  of  ‘'The 
Friends  of  UFO”  carried  high -magnification  telescopes  and 
cameras  last  night  at  Sung-shan  to  capture  the  traces  of  UFO. 

Acc:ording  to  a  witness,  at  hOO  p.m.  yesterday  a  star-like 
Hying  object  suddenly  apjjeared  from  the  clouds  betw'cen  Hei- 
sha-huang  and  Kuai-tze-cihi.  It  looked  like  a  silver  star,  hut 
brighter,  shining  conspicuously  in  the  sunny  sky.  It  flew  slowly 
w'est  from  the  northeast  of  Macao,  Passengers  travelling  be¬ 
tween  Hei-sha-huang  and  Kuai-tze-chi  looked  up  and  drivers 
stopped  driving,  w'hich  almost  caused  a  traffic  jam  on  Eloads 
Tiduand  Hei-sha-huang.  It  was  said  that  someone  watched  with 
a  high-magnificanon  telescope  and  found  out  it  carried  the 
shape  of  a  straw'  hat.  Whether  it  w^as  the  so-called  flying  saucer 
or  but  a  plane  is  hard  to  tell. 

High  up  in  the  sky,  it  moved  through  the  clouds,  hidden  now 
and  tlicn.  Someone  said  it  kept  on  changing  altitude  all  the  time. 
After  an  hour  or  so,  it  vanished  in  the  direction  of  Wan-tze. 


9  August  1978,  Lu-huan-hei-sha,  Macao  20:00

More  tlian  ten  students  of  Peitao  Middle  School  saw  an 
unidentified  flying  object  at  Lu-h  uan-heusha  at  about  10: UU  p.m. 


la&tniKht- The  case  they  witnessed  was  somehow  different  from 
others. 

According  to  them,  they  went  to  Ileisha  at  5:00  p.m,  to  have 
a  barbecue.  It  rained  heavily  at  6:00  p.m.,  so  they  looked  for  a 
shelter  near  Holiday  House.  At  10:00  p.m.  or  so  a  student  went  to 
the  beach.  When  he  looked  up  casually,  he  saw  an  object  as  big 
as  a  list  flying  in  the  sky  above  Yapoyang,  dazzling  with  very 
strong  orange  light.  He  at  once  asked  his  schoolmasters  to  watch 
with  him.  That  shining  object  soon  split  in  two,  one  of  which 
then  emitted  three  smaller  red  light  spots  in  equilateral  triangle 
formation.  The  formerly  bright  orange  object  became  a  smaller 
silver  light  spot  and  moved  with  the  other  three  beside  it. 
Suddenly  they  sttjpped,  but  then  moved  again  towards  the  land 
from  above  the  sea,  A  few  minutes  later,  their  light  weakened 
and  finally  disappeared. 

The  <3ther  orange  object  which  remained  at  its  former  place 
went  through  the  same  process  described  above,  Tt  emitted  three 
red  light  spots  in  triangle  formation,  moved  slowly,  got  weaker 
gradually  and  disappeared  at  last  above  Yapoyang. 

This  unidentified  flying  object  showed  for  15  minutes 
altogether.  As  to  what  it  really  is,  we  still  need  furth  er  in  forma- 
ti<3n  for  evidence. 


y  August  1978,  Ho-bien,  Macao  21:00 

And  at  9:00  p.m,  August  9,  five  middle  school  girl  students 
on  the  fifth  floor  of  Id-hsiang  Building  on  New  St.  of  Ho-bien  saw 
two  bright  round  flying  objects,  shining  red  in  the  sky  above 
Quay  Nanguan,  The  two  UFOs  were  two  meters  away  from  each 
other,  followed  by  an  orange  object  whose  shape  and  size  were 
like  those  of  a  car  light.  The  three  sparkling  objects  flew 
southwest  to  Island  Hsiao-chin  in  equilateral  formation.  They 
appeared  for  80  seconds  altogether.

Three  young  me'n  sa-w  unidentified  fl^dng  objects?  from  ii 
field  south  to  Ml  Hshwiing-yangatS^OO  p.m.  last  night  They  are 
Pan  Lun-shan,  Lee  Chili -huei  and  a  Mr*  Han,  They  were 
equipped  with  a  telescope  capable  of  100  times  enlargement,  a 
military  telescope,  an  ordinary  telescope,  an  extra-f?hort  wave 
radio,  a  compass  and  an  electronic  watch,  etc. 

At  8:36  p.m.  they  saw  a  sparkling  object  in  the  sky  above 
BinTze-ehi-hsiang^  which  reminded  them  of  the  Mars,  ft  was 
oval,  growing  bigger  and  dazzling  brighter  than  the  moon.  It 
appeared  for  20  seconds  or  so,  then  vanished.  About  ben  minutes 
later,  they  sa^v  another  mangoshaped  shining  object  flying 
norths  then  disappeared  . 


6  November  197S,  Obin  Bridge,  Macao  21:20

An  unidentifed  flying  object  was  seen  in  the  sky  above  the 
Obin  Bridge  last  night  by  a  reporter  and  many  readers  of  our 
new^spaper  from  different  platies. 

At  9:20  p.m.  last  nighL  a  reporter  of  our  newspaper  on  the 
beach  opposite  the  Hoshu  Building  at  South  Bay  saw  a  flying 
object  about  1/4  inch  long  {apparent  size)  in  the  sky  above 
Pujing  Hotel  moving  toward  Bin  Tze  Jiou  Ou.  Tt  appeared  for  a 
minute  or  so,  sparkling,  changing  colors  from  white^  orange  to 
red  regularly.  As  red  and  orange  looked  rather  alike,  it  was 
comparatively  harder  to  tell  when  it  turned  form  one  to  the  other. 
It  flew  higher  and  higher,  and  seemed  to  stop  sometimes.  This 
incident  is  hasic:a]ly  the  same  with  the  one  we  reported  on 
August  7,  witnessed  at  9:03  p.m.,  a  little  earlier  than  this  time. 

And  at  9:20  p.m.  last  night,  Pan  Lueng-shan,  Chu  Hsin-re 
and  Tan  Jenqie,  teachers  at  Kuanta  Middle  School,  saw  the 
same  UFO  from  the  crescent  hank  across  the  Jingfan  Hotel  on 
Hsiheun  Mingkuo  Road.  They  were  then  waiting  to  observe  the 
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met  tiny:  of  Venus  and  Saturn  with,  more  than  ten  unknown 
people  around. 

They  said  the  UFO  they  saw  also  glittered  in  white,  red  and 
orange  by  turns,  as  bright  as  a  third  degree  star,  It  stayed 
thousands  of  feet  high  at  first,  then  moved  southeast  across  the 
sky  above  the  Obin  Bridge.  It  showed  for  about  a  minute,  moving 
slower  than  a  satellite  or  a  meteor.  Before  vanishing  out  of  sight, 
it  seemed  to  sparkle  in  blue. 

According  to  reliable  sources,  satellites  cannot  change 
colors,  and  move  very  fast  (so  that  they  will  not  fall  through 
gravity.)  So  far  nobody  can  prove  if  the  UFO  observed  that 
evening  was  from  the  Earth  or  outer  space. 


17  August  lf^79,  Chai-wan,  Macao  0b:00 

1  went  swimming  with  my  schoolmate  early  in  the  morning 
August  1 7, 1 979.  It  was  about6;00  a.m.  We  were  talking  about  the 
stars  while  waiting  for  the  bus  at  the  No,  8 1  Station  at  Chai-wan. 
Suddenly  I  saw  a  star  in  the  Virgo  start  mo\dng  north.  I  told  my 
schoomate  at  once,  and  he  saw  it  too.  After  40  minutes,  another 
star  likewise  moved  cast  before  our  eyes.  We  supposed  they  were 
unidentified  flying  objects. 
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CONCLUSIONS 


Hh’O  report from  China  falls  naturally  into  two 
■eneral  categories;  the  basicly  unverified  stories 
i£  UTO  events  before  1976^  and  the  more  detailed  inves” 
igatioo  and  documentation  of  cases  after  the  emancipa^ 
ion  of  science  in  1976  following  the  reversal  of  f^uv— 
irnment  policies  in  a  closed  society. 

Before  the  newer  more  Liberal  internal  pol icies, 
he  government  took  the  official  position  that  the  UfO 
phenomenon  was  a  Western  trick.  Reporting  UFO  events 
iignified  falling  for  the  deception,  and  such  stories, 
tl though  circulated  underground,  never  got  into  the  pub¬ 
ic  press ^ 

After  the  emancipation  of  science^  UFO  cases  were 
lisc-ussed  openly  ^  and  a  certain  amouat  of  local  invest- 
-gat ion  of  the  cases  was  carried  out.  Nevertheless  il 
ras  still  not  until  13  November  19B7  that  the  first  UFO 
itory  appeared  in  the  public  press.  This  ultimately  re^ 
suited  in  an  avalanche  of  information  that  bad  been  av- 
tilable  all.  along  but  which  had  not  gone  up  the  line.  The 
result  is  the  review  we  have  just  presented  here. 

One  thing  that  especially  stands  Out  in  this  re^ 
ease  of  UFO  information  is  the  very  conspicuous  lack 
pf  UFO  contactee  and  abduction  cases  when  compared  to 
:he  rest  of  the  world.  There  are  only  two  possible  con¬ 
jectures  open,  hither  such  cases  ace  still  being  held 
pack,  or  there  is  no  such  contact  with  the  Chinese.  The 
second  is  the  less  tenable  of  these  positions  because  we 
lavQ  about  an  average  frequency  of  contactee  and  abduc- 
:ion  cases  versus  sighting  reports  throughout  the  rest 
pf  the  known  world.  For  such  a  disparity  to  exist,  the 
rircums t ances  would  have  to  be  very  special,  and  that 
.s  not  evident. 

Another  pecol  larity  that  stands  out  is  a  scarcity 
)f  Landing  events  and  the  marks  characteristically  left 
30  the  ground  and  surroundings  by  the  close  pro^itimi ty 
)f  the  strange  objects* 
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Still  aaother  aspect  not  covered  at  all  io  thi»  j 
materiai  is  the  cases  involving  interaction  between  our  i 
human  beings  and  the  strange  objects  ^  and  even  interac-  | 
tion  with  animals.  Again  we  wonder  whether  there  stran-  j 
gel.y  is  none,  or  csle  is  it  being  witheld,  and  why?

Even  if  this  infocMtion  is  being  purged  before  it  ; 
gets  to  ns,  it  still  is  very  important  for  what  it  does  j 
say,  both  verbally  acid  implied.  We  must  remember  that  : 
the  mainland  society  was  carefully  closed  off  for  a  num-  ' 
her  of  years  and  word  about  outside  affairs  was  not  let 
into  China  any  more  than  inside  affairs  were  let  out- 
Consequently  there  was  no  opportunity  for  "feedback"  dur 
to  media  exposure,  as  frequeutly  happens  in  the  westerm 
world,  because  there  was  no  media  coverage  and  stories 
were  not  carried  forward- 

The  fact  that  the  eases  that  are  collected  and  re— 
ported  out  now  are  so  similar  to  those  in  the  rest  of 
the  world,  in  both  nature  aad  strangeness,  over  a  lon^ 
per iod  of  t  ime  ,  i s  s ign i  f  i cant .  We  also  f  ind  ve.ry  s  im- 
ilar  highly  bizarre  aspects  to  this  phenomena  that  tend 
to  indicate  a  unique  worldwide  reality  taking  place  with 
no  regard  for  national  boundaries. 

Apart  from  this  we  do  have  a  great  deal  more  infor- 
mat  ion  on  this  subject,  from  this  area  of  the  world, 
than  we  ever  had  before,  and  we  are  great fuT  for  that. 
We  hope  that  we  can  keep  this  conmiunicat  ion  line 
open  and  expand  on  the  exchanges  already  made. 

This  concludes  the  collection  of  data  imocdiatcly 
available  as  of  the  end  of  1982.  We  thank  our  Chinese 
friends  for  the  information  provided  and  the  Government 
of  The  People^  s  Republic  of  China  for  their  kind  and 
gene  rous  assist  anc  e . 

A  great  deal  of  work  remains  to  be  done,  both  sta¬ 
tistically  aod  analytically,  but  that  is  not  the 
purpose  of  thi  s  work.  Our  aim  from  the  beginning  was 
nothing  more  than  to  collect  and  reports  We  have  obser¬ 
ved  in  the  process  of  doing  so  however,  that  there  seems 
to  be  a  higher  percentage  of  nochtnrnal  sightings  repor- 
t  ed  he  re  than  day  1  ight  event  s  when  s  im  i  1  ar  c  oiapar isons 
are  made  with  other  parts  of  the  world.  This  may  or  may 
no  t  prove  s i gn i f i cant .

UFOs  That  Started  a  War 


In  1977  3.  correspondent  in  Argentina  received  a  strange 
UFO  report  from  an  ex-dipIomat  to  Mongolia  beheved  to  have 
been  a  member  ol  the  Hungarian  Mission  at  the  time  of  the 
events  described-  The  letter  detailed  a  border  skirmish  between 
China  and  Russia  that  amounted  to  a  small  scale  war  which 
developed  over  a  mutual  misunderstanding  concerning  a  fleet  of 
UF(^s  seen  for  a  nuinber  of  days  over  Mongolia  near  Ulan  Bator. 
Eac  h  SI  d  e  a  p  p  ar  en  tl  y  th  ough  t  the  ne  w  ^'air  or  a  ft'"  bel  onged  to  the 
other  and  w'ar  finally  ensued. 

I'pon  discovering  their  error  the  commanders  of  both  sides 
terminated  the  unfortunate  and  destructive  adventure  and 
camouflaged  the  operation  before  the  w-orld  as  a  simple  border 
incident.  The  information  services  of  both  China  and  Russia 
admitted  later^  after  much  questioning,  that  tire  border  incident 
w^as  a  result  of  a  very  deplorable  misunderstanding  without 
revealing  any  details. 

At  the  time  the  M{>ngolian  report  was  being  studied  in 
Argentina  there  was  nothing  to  support  the  story  and  it  was  r>ot 
treated  seriously.  Subsequent  research  how'over,  turned  up  a 
TIME  magazine  article  speculating  on  the  strange  ^'Spring 
Maneuvers^'"  that  year  (1970)  and  the  unusual  prohibition  of 
Foreign  Observers  and  Correspondents,  A  Viennese  newspaper^ 
Die  Aktuelie,  for  14  September  1974,  independently,  and  appar- 


ently  with  no  knowied^^e  of  tile  communication  to  Argentina, 
reporttid  very  similar  events  and  dateii  for  tliat  April  of  1970.  Still 
another  independent  and  unrelated  article,  whose  author  was 
apparently  ignorant  of  any  other  information  on  this  series  of 
evente,  described  ‘The  Vladivostok  Affair”  involving  Russian 
aircraft  and  flFOs  at  the  same  time  and  place  in  1970.  This 
article  was  published  in  Ideal’s  flFO  Magazine  for  Novem¬ 
ber  1980-  The  Japanese  press  at  that  time  carried  stories  of  a 
massive  t.JFt)  invasion  over  Siberia,  Sakhalin  and  Soviet  Asia 
for  the  same  period  (March  [970).  Gur  feeling  is  that  there  Is 
more  here  than  meets  the  eye.  Details  follow. 

RUSSIAN  -  CHINESE  BORDER  ALERT  CAUSED  BY  IJEO 
ARMADA  OVER  MONGflLIA

(Tn  1970,  China  and  Russia  were  on  the  verge  of  war. 
Strange  Unidentified  Fljdng  Objects  broke  the  tranquility  of  the 
frontier  skies  of  Mongolia  and  were  observed  cautious!  y  by  both 
of  the  giants  of  international  Communism,  who  each  believed 
that  they  were  some  kind  of  supersecrcl  military'  development  of 
the  other,  and  they  each  accused  the  other  of  warlike  provoca¬ 
tion.  A  Russian  military  aircraft  investigating  this  intrusion 
mysteriously  disappeared.) 

During  the  spring  of  1970,  curious  sightings  of  unidentified 
aircraft  were  reported  over  the  remotest  regions  of  the  frontier 
between  Russia  and  China.  Theauthoritiesof  both  of  these  great 
countries  hef:ame  disturbed  tiver  the  indications  tliat  a  new  type 
of  super sec:ret  weapon  was  being  employed  by  tJie  other  over  this 
sensitive  airspace.  The  Chinese  blamed  the  Russians,  and  the 
Russians,  on  the  other  hand  were  convinced  that  the  Chinese 
were  responsible  for  the  new  threat  from  the  skies.  Conditions 
deterioriated  and  correspondents  began  to  report  that  relations 
between  those  two  great  nations  bad  entered  a  critical  state.  The 
crisis  came  on  24  April  1 970  when  a  Soviet  bomber  on  a  secret 
mission  disappeared  on  its  Right  from  Vladivostok  to  Moscow, 
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without-  leaving  a  single  trace.  The  pilot  of  the.  bomber  was  in 
contact  with  a  ground  station  in  mid -flight,  ^vhen  the  conversa¬ 
tion  was  interrupted,  and  from  that  time  this  day  no  trace  of 
that  bomber  or  any  of  the  crew  has  ever  been  found. 

The  So  vie  t  Air  Force  was  called  to  full  alert  and  immediately 
launched  200  aircraft  converging  on  the  last  known  position  of 
the  bomber,  now  thought  to  have  been  shot  down  by  intruding 
Chinese.  Upon  arriving  at  the  approximate  position  of  disap¬ 
pearance,  the  colossal  patrol  discoverd  some  20  enormous, 
brilliant  disc-shaped  aircraft  that  were  moving  at  incredible 
speed  at  extreme  altitudes,  out  of  reach  of  the  Russian  aircraft. 

A  few  days  later  the  wave  of  mysterious  vehicles  appeared 
0  ver  th  e  fr  on  ti  er  s  of  M  o  ng  olia ,  but  thi  s  ti  m  e  th  ere  w'er  e  h  un  d  red  s 
of  disc-shaped  objects  which  changed  color  intermittently  from 
orange  to  blue  to  red.  A  battery  of  missiles  were  brought  into 
action,  and  from  the  ground  launched  broadsides  of  long  range 
proje^jtiles.  Meanwhile  they  tried  to  determine  their  origin. 
Soviet  experts,  w^orking  furiously  over  observed  trajectiiries  and 
maps  of  the  area  agreed  in  their  calculations.  The  strange  craft 
w-ere  coming  from  a  point  some  1,600  kilometers  West  of  Ulan 
Bator,  the  Capital  of  Mongolia.  Now^they  had  no  doubt  about  the 
intentions  of  their  bellicose  neighbors,  the  Chinese.  They  at  first 
called  for  a  partial  mobilization,  and  a  short  time  later  all  of  the 
combat  forces  were  placed  on  full  alert.  This  came  on  the  26th  of 
April.  Ofllcial  observers  noted  that  trains  began  transporting  an 
unusual  number  of  tanks  and  artillery  tow^ard  Siberia.  Three 
Divisions  Russian  Infantry  began  a  march  to  the  east  in  large 
caravans  of  trucks  tliat  choked  the  roads,  Soviet  authorities 
explained  to  the  press  accredited  in  Moscow  that  the  mobiliza¬ 
tion  was  a  normal  part  nf  the  plan  for  spring  maneuvers.  The 
Soviet  Air  Force  attacked  the  Chinese''  base  for  their  new  secret 
aircraft,  West  of  Ulan  Bator. 

On  their  part  the  Chinese  authorities  had  arrived  at  con¬ 
clusions  similar  to  those  of  the  Russians,  and  were  firmly 
convinced  that  they  w'ere  confronted  with  the  long  expected 
invasion  by  the  Russians^  their  ^TevisionisC^  enemies.  On  the 
27th  of  April  a  strongly  armed  Chinese  Tfi vision  left  (Chinese 
territory  toward  the  west  and  marched  directly  toward  Mon¬ 
golia.  The  Peoples  Republic  of  China  dispatched  a  large  number 
uf  Chinese  Air  force  fighter  aircraft  to  patrol  the  Mongolian — 
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Siberian  frontier.  Without  doubt,  Mongolia  was  evolved  and 
wonid  be  in  the  area  of  combat.  The  Chinet>e  experts  calculated 
the  supposed  “Russian*^  ba^^c  to  be  somewhere  west  of  Ulan 
Bator,  and  attacked  an  unidentified  installation  there,  pre¬ 
sumably  the  same  one  that  the  Russians  had  attacked. 

The  Russian  infantry  arrived  in  Mongolia  on  the  30th  of 
April  and  the  Chinese  forces  penetrated  Mongolia  on  the  4lh  of 
May.  The  opposing  forces  joined  combat  upon  contact  and 
violent  battles  ensued  in  which  the  casualties  among  the 
Mongolians  and  their  Russian  allies  and  the  Chinese  'in¬ 
vaders’^  were  extremely  high.  It  is  reliably  reported  that  the 
So\net  forces  launched  low  powder  nuclear  weapons  against  the 
supposed  secret  '"Chinese”  base  on  the  frontier  with  Siberia.  It 
now  appears  that  the  opposing  forces  had  destroyed  an  ad¬ 
vanced  UFO  base  consisting  of  a  vast  net’work  of  underground 
tunnels  extending  kilometers,  and  surface  structures  of  a  pyra¬ 
midal  form. 

After  the  skirmishes  of  this  belligerant  adventure,  the 
protagonists  camouflaged  the  battle,  calling  it  a  simple  frontier 
incident.  The  information  services  of  China  and  Russia  later 
admitted  a  deplorable  misunderstanding  without  releasing  any 
details.  Nevertheless,  only  days  after  these  mutual  explanatory 
excuses,  the  skies  over  Moscow  were  penetrated  by  tvfo  enor¬ 
mous  UFOs.  A  British  correspondent,  who  witnessed  the  event 
personally^  and  tried  to  send  a  report  to  his  paper  m  London,  was 
disuaded  by  the  K(JR  after  his  dispatch  had  fallen  into  the 
hands  of  the  censor. 

Already*  by  1%7^  there  had  been  so  many  unexplainable 
sightings  in  the  So\iet  pinion  that,  though  the  authorities 
maintained  a  position  of  cautious  reserve  and  skepticism,  they 
systematically  collected  hundreds  of  reports,  some  of  which 
came  through  official  channels  and  were  well  documented.  They 
had  already  excluded  the  possibility  that  the  UFOs  could  be 
plasma  effects  and  other  phenomena.  In  October  of  iy67  they 
established  a  “Department  of  U  t'O  Studies^*  under  the  Center  for 
Aviation  and  Cosmic  Sciences  in  Moscow,  naming  as  president 
of  Ihis  institution  their  Air  Force  Major  General  Portiri  Stolyarov. 
Nevertheless j  in  1970  there  wa^i  still  no  public  pronoun cemnt  on 
the  UFO  subject 
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A  very  del^ailed  report  about  the  Soviet  Air  Force.s  having 
i^tuuiblcd  upon  soinc  secret  UFO  bases  in  far  off  Mongolia  was 
reported  by  Dipl.  Tng.  A,  Schneider  in  the  Viennese  newspaper, 
K.  Uie  Aktuelle  Serie,  P*  fnr  Saturday,  14  September  1974* 

''^..^hc  following  remarkable  report  reached  us  today  from 
the  Soviet  Union:  April  24 1970  was  a  day  that  all  hell  broke 
loose.  A  Soviet  supersonic  jetboniber  on  a  secret  mission  from 
Moscow  to  Vladivostok  w^as  lost  without  a  trace  over  Sibena. 
Th  e  pil  ot  w  a  s  in  V  oice  con  tac  L  wdth  gro  uiid  con  trol  s  ta  ti  on  s  w^h  en 
suddenly  the  transmission  w^as  internipted.  An  intense  search 
by  nearly  two  hundred  planes  w^as  quickly  organized  over  the 
area  w^here  the  pilot  was  last  heard  from.  Almost  simultaneously 
a  number  of  pilots  reported  to  ground  control,  '"We  are  not  alone 
up  here^  above  us  are  fly  ing  objects,  maybe  25  or  even  more.  They 
are  huge,  they  are  so  high  we  cannot  get  near  them.'"’  That  same 
afternoon  in  Krasnojarsk^  a  red  idert  was  sounded  and  troops 
w^ere  deployed  around  the  city  because  an  entire  formation  of 
these  silvery^  silent  visitors  circled  over  the  scared  towm.  Appar¬ 
ently  entire  suIvolS  of  ground-to-air  missiles  were  fired  at  hun¬ 
dreds  of  flying  discs  which  crowded  the  airspace  of  the  hSino- 
Soviet-Mongolian  frontier  area  .There  was  a  concerted  action  by 
the  strange  intruders  against  the  town  of  Ulan  Rator,  w^here  all 
flights  seemed  to  emanate  from^  and  end.  A  spokesman 
for  a  group  of  German  student  tourists  said,  after  returning  from 
Mongolia  where  they  had  been  at  the  time  of  the  UFO  invasion, 
that  the  Soviet  Union  had  destroyed  a  secret  UFO  base  of 
immense  proportions,  consisting  of  many  miles  of  subterranean 
tunnels  and  dozens  of  pyramid-like  structures  in  the  northern 
area  of  Mongolia.'' 

No  photographic  proof  or  documentary  evidence,  however, 
w'-as  available.  The  S<jviets  iniposed  the  customary  set^rccy  over 
all  information  on  this  event. 

A  retired  Red  Army  General  from  the  Peoples  Republic  of 
China  recently  affirmed  that  there  had  been  heavy  border 
activity  in  the  vicinity  of'Mongolia  about  that  time,  lie  would  not 
elaborate  or  give  any  details. 

In  Idcafs  UFO  Magazine  #12  for  November  1980^  author, 
(xhris  Sands,  in  an  article  about  Kussian  UFO  research  and 
reporting,  makes  reference  to  *The  Vladivostok  Affair  about 
which  w'e  shll  do  not  know^  all  the  facts.  What  w^e  do  have  is  a 
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Japanese  recorded  tape  of  a  Russian  pilot-  whose  MIG  attacked  a 
fl>ung  saucer  in  F'ebruary  1970  somew'here  north  of  Vladivostok 
—  <5ver  the  Sikht^te  Alin  mountain  range  facing  the  Sea  of 
Japan.  The  tape  repeats  the  follnwang:  ^A’isual  contact  with 
target  It  is  a  large  circular  craft  with  oblong  portholes... bluish 
glow.., closing  in...F’iring  rockets  as  ordered,...  Object  holding 
course  ...WaitJ  Rockets  exploding  600  meters  from  craft!  lt...has 
made  right-angle  turn,,.  On  collision  course....  No  time  to....” 

That  w'as  the  end  of  the  transmission  but  only  the  beginning 
of  the  story.  The  Japanese  press  published  the  tape,  and  later 
carried  stories  of  a  massive  flying  saucer  scare  over  Siberia  and 
Soviet  Asia.  In  March  (1970),  the  Russian  island  of  Sakhalin, 
north  of  Japam  was  reported  to  be  receiving  UROs  nightly,  often 
in  large  formations.  In  the  ensuing  weeks,  reports  filtered  into 
Japan  of  UFOs  landing  in  remote  sections  of  Sakhalin,  kid¬ 
napping  both  domestic  animals  and  humans.  Russian  sailors 
were  quoted  as  saying  the  Soviets  had  rushed  military  planes 
and  personnel  to  the  island. 

''The  flying  saucers  are  trydng  to  take  over  Sakhalin”,  one 
sailor  said.  “Nobody  knows  w^hat  to  do  about  it.  When  you  shoot 
at  them  they  just  disappear.” 

Tjater,  the  Japanese  recorded  more  incredible  messages.  A 
Soviet  supersonic  bomber ^  evidently  heading  for  Vladivostok 
frantically  radioed  he  was  in  danger  —  and  then  the  plane 
disappeared!  Two  hundred  jets  w-ere  known  to  have  searched  for 
it  and  one  pilot  was  taped  declaring^  “WeVe  not  alone  up  here. 
There  are  dirigibles  above  us.  At  least  25  of  them^  perhaps  more/^ 
And  another  pilot,  “They  Vo  big,  the  biggest  things  Tv e  ever  seen. 
But  theyVe  too  high-  We  can't  get  near  them.” 

Whatever  happened  is  hidden  in  Soviet  censorship.  Even¬ 
tually  the  Vladivostok  affair  petered  out  and  there  wore  no  more 
reports  of  UFOs  or  huge  'dirigibles'. 
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APPENDIX  II 

UFO  Photographs 


Although  we  have  seen  that  UFO  obser\'ation  in  China 
since  19  ■10  compares  favorably  with  the  rest  of  the  known  world, 
considering  the  lack  of  media  coverage  and  a  limited  availability 
of  reporting  channels,  we  have  noted  a  singular  difference  in  the 
UFO  data  generated.  Because  of  the  reduced  number  of  cameras 
available  at  large  and  the  relatively  expensive  costs  of  film  and 
film  processing,  and  the  reduced  amount  of  leisure  time  avail¬ 
able,  the  n<]rmal  scarcity  of  UFO  photo  opportunities  expeiri- 
enced  worldwide  is  almost  completely  lost  in  this  vast  country 
and  very  few'  actual  photographs  of  UFOs  exist.  The  pen  and  ink 
sketches  provided  by  the  illustrators  however,  clearly  show  a 
variety  similar  to  that  photographed  in  more  affluent  countries 
around  the  world. 

To  show  that  the  potentials  are  there  even  though  they  may 
not  have  been  exploited  we  have  decided  to  publish  UFO 
photographs  from  neighboring  areas  all  around  the  China 
mainland  for  possible  use  in  evaluating  the  sightings  and 
reports  presented  in  this  volume.  A  selection  of  such  photo¬ 
graphs  exemplifies  the  w'ide  variety  in  shape,  style,  and  nature 
of  the  elusive  Unidentified  Flj'ing  Objects  here, 

We  have  added  one  UFO  photo  case  from  Moreno,  Argen¬ 
tina  that  is  uniquely  different  in  the  lore  of  the  phenomena  in  the 
hope  that  we  may  stimulate  better  reporting  of  the  extremely 
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bizarre  aspects  of  some  cases  of  this  nature... .details  which  are 
frequently  omitted  because  of  their  strangeness  but  nevertheless 
necessary  in  interpreting  the  events. 

1953  Korea 

On  an  unrevealed  date  in  1953  a  United  States  Marine  Air 
Group  photographer  snapped  this  official  U.S.  Navy  photo¬ 
graph  that  got  in  formation  with  aircraft  in  the  Korean  air 
combat  zone.  For  a  few  seconds  the  UFO  closely  paced  the 
Marine  aircraft,  then  flew  off  at  a  speed  estimated  at  over  a 
thousand  miles  per  hour  and  disappeared  in  the  distance.  A 
bright  flash  from  the  cupulo  on  top  of  the  disc-shaped  object 
burned  into  the  film  emulsion  during  this  short  exposure. 


1953,  Korea.  On  an  unrevealed  date  in  1953  A  United  States  Marine 
photographer  snapped  an  object  that  came  into  close  formation  with  aircarft  in 
the  Korean  air  combat  zone.

On  5  March  15  year  old  John  Coyle  and  his  sister,  13  year  old 
Miriam  of  Hallam,  Victoria,  Australia  were  walking  across  a 
paddock  (field)  near  their  home  at  about  5:30  pm  when  they  saw 
a  strange  flying  object. 

“I  had  just  bought  a  camera  for  one  dollar  at  Coles,  and  we  got 
started  off  to  the  station  to  take  photographs  of  the  train. 
However,  before  getting  to  the  station,  we  realized  it  was  too  late 
and  decided  to  turn  back.  As  we  were  crossing  the  paddock, 
Miriam  suddenly  noticed  what  she  thought  was  a  fast  moving 
plane.  When  I  saw  it,  I  said  ‘Oh  that’s  a  UFO.’,  and  she  replied 
‘Don’t  be  silly.’  I  got  the  camera  ready  and  took  six  photo¬ 
graphs.” 

“The  UFO  came  very  close  and  circled  around  us  for  about 
two  and  a  half  minutes.  When  I  first  saw  the  UFO  it  was  only 
about  15  degrees  above  the  eastern  horizon.  It  came  in  a  straight 
line,  turned  fast  and  circled  over  us  and  then  went  away  into  the 
west,  near  enough  to  the  sunset.  When  it  was  circling  round  us  it 
was  going  very  slowly,  almost  at  stalling  speed.  In  fact,  if  it  had 
been  a  small  aircraft  it  certainly  would  have  crashed.  We  felt 
that  the  object  had  seen  us  when  it  started  circling  round  us, 
because  otherwise  it  wouldn’t  have  stayed  around — there  was 
nobody  else  in  sight.  W e  heard  no  sound  from  the  UFO  at  any 
time.” 

“In  appearance,  it  was  silver— like  aluminum  or  polished 
aluminum.  It  had  a  slight  rise  in  the  top  and  was  very  black 
underneath.  It  was  shaped  like  a  disc  and  was  approximately 
the  size  of  a  five  cent  piece  held  at  arm’s  length.” 

“The  sky  was  very  overcast  at  the  time  and  the  weather  was 
cold.  The  UFO  kept  right  below  the  clouds  at  all  times,  and  when 
it  disappeared  out  of  sight  on  the  horizon,  it  was  still  beneath  the 
clouds.  Apart  from  that  I  am  unable  to  estimate  the  altitude  of 
the  object.” 

Miriam  said  “I  didn’t  believe  in  UFOs  and  when  John  said 
that  that  was  what  it  was,  I  laughed.  But  when  I  looked  at  it 
again,  I  realized  that  it  was  a  UFO.  W e  became  very  excited  and 
John  took  some  photographs.  The  UFO  looked  like  a  disc  with  a 
slight  rise  on  top.  It  was  silver  colored  and  very  dark  underneath. 
I  heard  no  sound  from  it.  It  circled  around  us  for  about  two  and  a 
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half  minutes  at  a  very  slow  speed— it  was  hardly  moving— and 
then  it  went  away  towards  the  sun  at  the  same  speed  it  came  up 
to  us.” 

John  said  his  sister  was  so  excited  and  jumping  up  and 
down,  that  he  got  nervous  and  broke  the  winding  knob  off  the 
camera  and  couldn’t  take  any  more  pictures.  He  told  his  mother 
that  because  of  this  they  wouldn’t  be  able  to  get  the  film  out.  She 
took  the  camera  to  the  store  and  they  removed  the  film  and 
developed  the  photographs.  The  store  was  McKeon’s  Pharmacy 
in  Dandenong.  The  photographs  were  submitted  to  photo¬ 
graphic  experts  by  the  Victoria  Flsdng  Saucer  Research  Society 
and  pronounced  authentic. 

Australian  Flying  Saucer  Review,  No.  7  p  15 
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5  March  1967, 17:30,  Hallam,  Australia.  Youngsters  John  and  Miriam  Coyle, 
walking  across  a  field  near  their  home,  observed  and  photographed  a  lenticular 
silvery  aircraft  that  circled  them  very  low  and  then  flew  away  toward  the  west. 
The  silent  metallic  craft  was  circular  with  a  raised  dome  on  the  top.  The 
children  snapped  6  black  and  white  pictures  with  a  cheap  pin-hole  camera. 
Authorities  could  find  no  evidence  of  fraud  or  faking.

Early  in  1964,  Eduard  J.  Meier,  a  young  Swiss  adventurer 
and  seeker  of  truth,  had  worked  his  way  a^oss  Africa  and  the 
Gulf  of  Oman  as  a  caravaneer  and  sailor  on  an  Arab  cargo 
vessel,  and  across  land  again  as  a  trader,  until  he  reach^  the 
Ash  oka  Ashram  at  Mehrauli,  on  Gurgan  Koad  near  New  Delhi 
India,  where  he  became  interested  in  the  teachings  of  a  spiritual 
leader  there.  He  became  a  student  at  the  ashram  and  was  well 
into  his  studies  when  he  first  noticed  the  strange  aerial  vehicles 
that  flew  about  (overhead.  He  tried  to  photograph  the  elt^ve 
objects  a  number  of  times  but  they  were  always  too  quick  for  him . 
Einallv  on  17  May  1964,  at  16:00,  he  succeeded  in  capturing  his 
first  picture  of  the  spherical  craft.  Tins  time  they  appeared  as 
two  brightly  luminous  balls  of  wtoe  light  in  the  sky  and  he  got 
one  picture  of  the  objects  before  they  flew'  away.  Exactly  one 
week  Later,  on  the  24ih  of  May,  he  snapped  pictures  the  second 
time  and  captured  four  round  balls  of  bright  light  as  they 
maneuvered  above  Dog  Hill  near  the  ashram.  This  time  ^e 
luminous  spheres  radiated  a  bright  blue  color.  A  number  of  other 
witnesses  reported  the  strange  balls  of  light  about  thattim^  On 
the  27th  at  17:60,  he  photographed  a  huge  luminous  flying  object 
of  elongated  watermelon  shape  estimated  to  be  200  to  220 
long  as  a  score  of  mtnessos  watch  fid  it  hover  os^er  Dog  Hiih  On  1 
June  at  13:14  the  strange  crafts  were  back  in  force.  Eight  double¬ 
sphere  unidentified  objects  appeared  in  the  sky  over  the  New 
Delhi  railroad  station  and  Meier  snapped  pictures  as  the  crowd 
watched  in  awe.  One  of  these  pictures  was  published  in  the  New 
Delhi  newspaper  the  following  day. 


3  July  1964,  Mehrauli,  New  Delhi,  India  16:22 

On  3  July  the  objects  were  seen  several  times  the  same  day. 
At  14:03  Meier  photographed  a  silver  disc-shaped  craft  high  in 
the  clouds  as  it  fiew'  about  above  the  ashram.  At  16:22  it  was  back 
and  flying  considerably  lower  over  the  buildings  of  the  ashram

and  he  succeeded  in  getting  more  pictures  of  the  ship  with 
ashram  buldings  seen  in  the  picture  below  the  object.  This  ship 
was  of  a  structured  metallic  design  having  very  clean  lines.  It 
seemed  to  be  made  in  one  piece  with  no  joints  or  seams  in  its 
finish.

3  July  1964,  16:22  Mehrauli,  India.  Meier  observed  and  photographed 
Asket’s  spacecraft  as  it  flew  over  the  buildings  of  the  Ashoka  Ashram. 
Asket  took  over  the  development  of  Meier  after  the  departure  of  Sfath 
until  this  was  taken  over  by  Semjase  in  1975.  Meier  later  had  face-to-face 
contacts  with  Asket  and  even  photographed  her  on  one  occasion. 


24  May  1964,  13:53  Mehrauli,  New  Delhi,  Dog  Hill  near  the  Ashoka 
Ashram  on  Gurgoan  Road.  Four  round  luminous  unidentified  flying 
objects  maneuvered  above  the  hill  at  the  Buddhist  Mission.  Meier 
snapped  this  photograph  as  he  watched  the  aerial  display. 

16  June  1964, 13:14  New  Delhi  Railway  Station,  India.  The  8  unidentified 
double-sphere  objects  appeared  again  over  the  New  Delhi  Railway 
Station  as  Meier  stood  in  a  crowd  of  people  waiting  to  board  a  train.  He 
snapped  this  picture  as  the  large  crowd  watched  in  awe.  He  was  later 
contacted  by  a  New  Delhi  Newspaper  for  an  interview  and  he  allowed 
them  to  publish  this  picture. 
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March  1967,  Chu-Lai,  South  Viet  Nam 


An  American  service  man,  riding  in  the  back  of  an  Army 
truck  travelling  along  a  country  road  near  Chu-Lai,  was  about  to 
snap  a  picture  with  his  Electro-35  Y ashica  camera,  when  a  fast 
moving  silver  object  swept  into  view  in  the  image  field  as  the 
picture  was  being  taken,  and  he  successfully  captured  a  photo¬ 
graph  of  the  soundless  Unidentified  Flying  Object. 


March  1967,  Chu-Lai,  South  Viet  Nam.  An  American  service  man  riding  in  the 
back  of  an  Army  truck  traveling  a  country  road  near  Chu-Lai  photographed  a 
moving  silvery  object  that  swept  into  view  as  he  was  trying  to  photograph  the 
scenery. 

27  May  1968,  Pa  Ta  Lin,  Kuala  Lumpur  (Malaya)  06:00 

Mr.  Pan  Chen  Hsiang,  in  his  house  at  06:00  am,  heard  his 
son  shouting  for  him  to  come  out  to  the  patio.  He  ran  out  there 
and  following  his  son’s  indications,  he  could  see  in  the  sky  above 
a  strange  dark  disc-shaped  object  in  horizontal  flight.  It  passed 
over  them  in  complete  silence. 

Its  size  was  large  and  he  estimated  it  to  be  some  10  meters 
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(32  feet)  in  diameter.  Its  color  was  a  flat  gray  and  appeared  to  be 
dull  metallic  in  finish.  It  was  emitting  a  recurring  flash  of  light 
from  a  raised  dome  on  the  top. 

As  it  was  moving  slowly,  he  ran  into  the  house,  grabbed  his 
camera,  and  returned  in  time  to  take  5  good  photographs.  He 
said  that  the  UFO  seemed  to  balance  constantly  on  the  air  as  if 
compensating  for  some  kind  of  instability  as  it  slowly  advanced. 


26  May  1972, 14:00,  Tokyo,  Japan.  An  almost  identical  lenticular  object  was 
photographed  from  the  Tokai  Bank  building  by  Nario  Hanabusa  5  years  later. 


Then  it  began  to  accelerate  smoothly  as  it  maintained  its 
horizontal  trajectory  and  flew  over  the  suburban  area  in  the 
direction  of  the  center  of  Pa  Ta  Lin. 

At  this  hour  the  sky  was  not  completely  light,  there  were  no 
clouds,  and  according  to  the  photographer’s  watch  it  was  06:50 
when  he  went  back  inside  after  taking  the  pictures. 

The  developed  photos  were  first  sent  to  Dr.  Lim  Kung  Yin- 
Fu,  director  of  the  local  satelite  tracking  station.  Upon  exam¬ 
ining  the  photos  he  said  they  could  not  show  a  satelite  because 
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their  orbit  is  100  miles  high  and  they  couldn’t  be  seen  in  daylight 
with  the  naked  eye.  A  Mr.  Millikan,  a  professor  at  the  Technical 
College  of  Kuala  Lumpur  said  never  in  his  life  had  he  seen 
anything  like  it.  The  Meteorological  Office  said  it  could  not  be  a 
sounding  balloon  because  of  the  hour,  and  there  were  none 
unaccounted  for.  Mr.  Ho  Tung-Yuan,  Director  of  the  Meteor- 
ological  Observatory  was  at  a  complete  loss  for 
They  all  felt  that  it  must  be  a  Lai-Li  pu-ming  fei  huing-Wu  i 

(UFO  in  Chinese).

Mr.  Akita  Takao,  an  Osaka  Technical  Institute  graduate 
student,  on  vacation  to  Bankok  and  Saigon  from  the  6th  to  the 
11th  of  March  of  1973,  was  taking  in  the  sights  of  Bankok.  On 
the  7th  of  March  he  was  on  an  excursion  boat  on  the  Me-Nam 
River,  and  they  were  passing  one  of  the  beautiful  temples  that  sit 
on  its  banks.  It  was  about  10:00  am  and  the  light  was  good  and 
the  temple  was  shining  beautifully  in  the  morning  sunshine, 
when  he  decided  to  take  a  picture  of  the  one  across  from  them.  He 
adjusted  his  camera  and  snapped  one  photo  in  color,  of  the 
temple  view  from  the  excursion  boat.  He  closed  his  camera  and 
went  back  to  viewing  the  sights. 

When  he  returned  to  J  apan  he  sent  the  exposed  roll  of  film  to 
his  regular  developer  in  a  routine  fashion.  When  his  prints  came 
back  he  was  astonished  to  find  the  image  of  a  solid  flattened 
spheriod  shaped  object  with  a  hazy  ring  or  halo  surrounding  it, 
suspended  in  the  sky  to  the  left  and  beyond  the  temple  photo- 


7  March  1973,  10:00,  Me-Nam  River,  Bankok,  Thailand.  Mr.  Akita  Takao,  a 
Japanese  tourist  on  an  excursion  boat  on  the  Me-Nam  River  in  Bankok, 
snapped  a  picture  of  an  impressive  temple  shining  beautifully  in  the  morning 
sunshine.  Later  his  developped  print  showed  a  surprising  object  not  seen  at  the 
time  the  photograph  was  made.  Examination  of  the  film  clearly  showed  the 
object  registered  in  the  emulsion.  It  had  structure  and  geometrical  form.  It  was 
not  a  film  or  processing  defect,  nor  was  it  anything  caught  on  the  film. 
Enlargements  showed  a  spherical  form  surrounded  by  a  ring  and  a  visible 
corona  of  light. 
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Th^  upper  half  was  of  yollowish  gray  color,  the  ring 
waH  a  misty  gray^  surrounding  it  horizontally  at  mid  section, 
and  the  lower  section  was  a  yeilow-orange-gray  of  a  darker  hue. 
It  is  reflecting  sunlight  but  not  brilliantly . 

He  took  the  prints  to  a  photograpl^ic  expert  wh{j  enlarged 
them  and  then  enlarged  the  object  many  times.  The  expert  said 
that  the  object  w^as  solid  and  reflected  light,  and  that  there 
appeared  t{)  be  some  motion  in  a  horizontal  plane  such  aw 
rotation  on  a  vertical  axis.  He  stated  that  it  was  definitely  notan 
airplane  of  any  conventional  type,  not  a  bird,  or  kite,  or  balloon. 
He  said  that  the  misty  halo  seemed  to  be  part  of  the  object  but 
that  lI  did  not  appear  to  he  as  dense  as  the  spherical  central  part. 
He  categorically  slated  that  the  image  was  registered  in  the 
emulsion,  and  was  not  a  manufacturing  or  developing  delect.  It 
was  no  I  a  len  s  d  istorti  on  or  11  are,  a  nd  th  e  em  u  Is  ion  did  not  sh  o 
any  evidence  of  double  exposure.  Angular  measurements 
showed  it  to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  50  to  70  feet  in  diametcr. 

A  similar  Saturn-shaped  object  ^vas  photographed  over 
Hokkaido  two  years  earlier,  on  19  October  1971  at  17:00  by  lb 
year  old  student  Gc^ijigc  Kato.

17  August  1973, 14:30,  liah  Tskind,  Indonesia. 


At  about  14:30  in  the  afternoon  of  17  August  1973,  Mr.  Ryo 
Terumoto„  a  Japanese  tourist  visiting  the  Maiayasian  Islands, 
was  on  Bali  photographing  Mount  Gnung-Agun,  a  sacred 
mountain  according  to  the  Balinese  who  live  there,  wdien  a 
silvery  metal  lie  colored  iens-shaped  circular  object  appeared  and 
was  caught  in  the  color  photograph.  The  25  year  old  company 
employee  was  using  a  Nikomat  35mm  camera  wdth  a  105mm 
telephoto  lens.  The  picture  was  taken  on  Fujicolor  film  at  f:ll 
and  l/500th  second.  Thephotographer  did  not  remem  her  seeing 
the  object  at  the  time  he  took  the  picture,  however,  careful 
analysis  of  the  film  back  in  Japan  clearly  revealed  a  structured 
object  registered  in  the  film  emulsion.  This  was  not  a  film  or 
procesiiing  defect  nor  anything  picked  up  on  the  film  in  hand-- 
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ling.  It  was  an  object  photographed  through  the  lens  and  caught 
by  lucky  chance  by  the  lucky  photographer. 


17  August  1973, 14:30,  Bali  Island,  Indonesia.  Mr.  Ryo  Terumoto,  a  Japanese 
tourist  was  snapping  a  photograph  of  Mount  Gnung-Agun  when  a  strange 
lenticular  object  appeared  and  he  managed  to  get  it  in  his  picture. 


2  December  1973,  Salonica,  Greece  (northern  Part)  11:00 

On  2  December  1973,  at  Salonica  in  north  Greece,  Mr. 
Adonis  Cocalidis  was  taking  pictures  of  a  street  scene  and  the 
camera,  a  Russian-made  Lubitel  6x6,  loaded  with  Ilfold  22  DIN 
black  and  white  film,  was  mounted  on  a  fixed  tripod,  no  filters, 
and  the  shutter  was  set  at  l/125th  second.  The  camera  was 
pointing  toward  the  NW  at  about  20  degrees  elevation.  The  sky 
was  completely  overcast  as  he  snapped  the  picture.  Ten  minutes 
after  the  picture  was  taken  snow  began  to  fall.  The  wind  speed  at 
the  time  was  estimated  at  6  meters  per  second.  Three  other  men, 
Vasilis  Acimakopoulous,  John  Vasilon  and  Tasos  Tsonis  were 
present  when  the  picture  was  snapped.  None  of  the  four  men  saw 
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anything  unusual  at  the  time. 

When  the  developed  print  came  back  from  the  processing 
laboratory  a  very  clear  image  of  a  cardinal-hat  shaped  object 
could  be  easily  seen  in  the  sky  above  the  trees  bordering  the 
street.  The  circular  disc-shaped  object  looked  to  be  composed  of 
bright  white  cloud  substance  standing  out  in  stark  relief  against 
the  very  dark  snow  clouds  in  the  background.  It  seemed  to  have 
two  rays  or  beams  of  the  same  lighter  substance  projecting 
upward  at  a  steep  angle  from  the  upper  side  of  the  object.  The 
object  appears  to  be  a  circular  disc  shaped  form  with  a  raised 
dome  in  the  center  on  top. 

Close  examination  of  the  photograph  shows  no  evidence  of 
tampering  with  the  film  or  of  deliberate  fraud.  The  image  could 
not  be  accounted  for.

2  December  1973,  11:00,  Salamonica,  Greece.  Mr.  Adonis  Cocalides  snapped 
pictures  of  a  street  scene  with  his  tri-pod  mounted  camera  as  two  friends 
watched  the  operation.  Ten  minutes  after  this  picture  was  taken  snow  began  to 
fall  from  the  densely  overcast  sky.  When  the  print  came  back  from  developing 
he  was  amazed  to  see  a  white  misty  cardinal-hat  shaped  object  in  the  sky  above 
the  trees.  He  did  not  see  this  when  the  picture  was  taken.

Ron  Spanbauer  ticorrespondmt,  Frank  (a  psudonym),  from 
Vancouver  was  attending  a  convention  in  Vancouver  when  he 
met  a  man  called  John  Beasley  who  was  an  amature  CFO 
investigator.  Reaslcy  and  Frank  agreed  to  set  up  a  system  for 
exchanging  collected  data  for  their  mutual  benefit.  This  wms 
back  in  1974,  Frank  did  not  hear  from  Beasley  often,  but  in  1975 
Beasley  sent  him  7  color  prints  that  he  had  obtained  from  a 
witness  to  a  197n3  sighting.  The  witness  and  a  friend  w^ere 
standing  in  the  back  yard  of  a  country  home  when  they  saw^ 
wdiatthey  at  first  thoughtw^ as  an  airplane  approaching  veo'  !ow 
in  altitude.  They  soon  recognized  that  it  was  no  airplane  like 
they  had  ever  seen  before  and  the  wutness  ran  for  a  camera.  He 
returned  in  time  Lt>  snap  7  pictures  in  sequence  as  the  t>bject  flew^ 
about  and  then  fLew^  aw^ay.  The  witness  wanted  Frank  to  look  at 
the  developed  pri  nts  and  give  him  an  opinion  on  what  kind  of  air 
vehicle  i  t  w^as ,  b  ut  by  th  e  ti  m  e  F rank  got  aroun  d  to  it  B  easl  ey  b  ad 
mt>ved  away  and  Frank  could  not  contact  him,  Frank  thinks  he 
may  have  been  relocated  by  the  computer  firm  Beasley  w^'orked 
for. 

Frank  had  copy  negatives  made  from  the  best  4  of  the  7 
pri  nts  an  d  s  en  t  the  copi  es  of  th  e  4  an  d  th  e  other  3  uncopied  pri  nts 
to  Ron  for  evaluation.  Beasley  did  not  give  Frank  much 
information  on  the  pictures,  apparently  because  b  e  did  not  w  ant 
to  cloud  the  issue  with  distracting  data,  Beasley  was  only 
interested  in  an  objective  appraisal  of  the  photographs.  Ron  sent 
them  to  me. 

The  7  pictures  lahow^  a  saucer-like  metallic  object^  complete 
with  an  upper  dome  structure,  either  going  or  coming.  A  proper 
sequence  for  the  photos  w^as  not  furnished.  Four  of  the  pictures 
are  remarkably  clear  and  show'  detail.  The  other  three  shots 
show  the  object  in  the  distance.  The  object  is  barely  discern  able 
in  the  haze,  which  is  probably  w  hy  Frank  didnT  bother  to  have 
copy  negs  made.  These  last  3  are  very  significant  however, 
because  they  clearly  demonstrate  that  this  is  not  a  small  model 
close  to  the  camera.  The  object  is  seen  disappearing  in  the 
distance. 

Ron  Spanbauer 
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Undetermined  date,  1973,  Ontario,  Canada.  An  unidentified  witness  and  a 
friend  (known  to  John  Beasley)  standing  in  the  back  yard  of  a  country  home  in 
Ontario,  observed  a  strange  airplane  that  approached  at  low  altitude  and  flew 
around  them.  The  photographer  ran  for  a  camera  and  came  back  out  in  time  to 
snap  7  color  photographs  of  the  strange  machine.  It  was  circular  and  flat  with 
a  raised  dome  on  top  and  it  reflected  the  sun  like  metal. 

8  December  1975,  Nagoya  City,  Nagoya  Prefecture,  Japan 


At  about  14:00  in  the  afternoon,  young  high  school  student 
Hirohito  Tanaka,  12  years  old,  was  standing  on  the  balcony  of 
his  home  in  Nagoya  City,  when  he  noticed  a  small  bell-shaped 
craft  approaching  in  the  sky.  It  was  dark  colored  and  was 
circular  in  shape  with  a  prominent  dome  on  the  top.  At  times  he 
thought  he  could  make  out  some  kind  of  structure  on  the  bottom 
of  the  object.  It  moved  rapidly  and  jerkily  as  it  flew. 

He  ran  inside  and  grabbed  his  camera  and  ran  downstairs 
and  out  into  the  garden  to  see  it  better  and  to  try  to  photograph  it. 
He  did  manage  to  capture  it  on  film  as  it  flew  in  the  sky  over  the 
tiled  roof-line  of  his  home.  This  was  similar  to  the  ones  he 
photographed  on  3  September  and  4  October  1975. 
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8  December  1975,  14:00,  Nagoya  City,  Nagoya  Prefecture,  Japan.  Hirohito 
Tanaka,  a  12  year-old  high  school  student,  standing  on  the  balcony  of  his 
home,  sAapped  a  number  of  pictures  of  a  dark  metallic  hi-domed  circular  object 
that  came  down  and  flew  over  a  neighboring  house.  On  3  September  1975  the 
same  boy  snapped  8  pictures  of  6  similar  machines  being  launched  and 
recovered  by  a  huge  cigar-shaped  craft  flying  far  above  the  city.  The  images 
were  too  small  and  ‘"grayed-out”  in  the  atmospheric  haze  that  day  to  reproduce 
well  here.  A  similar  event  was  photographed  on  4  October  1975  by  Tanaka  in 
front  of  family  witnesses. 

9  April  1976,  N agoya  City,  N agoya  Prefecture,  J apan  12:10 


At  about  12:10,  midday,  young  high  school  student,  Hirohito 
Tanaka,  13  years  old,  from  his  home  in  Nagoya  City,  happened 
to  look  up  into  the  sky  above,  and  saw  a  very  dark,  domed 
disc-like  machine  moving  in  zig-zag  and  falling  leaf  fashion 
about  the  sky.  He  could  not  see  much  detail,  only  noting  the 
strange  movement  and  thinking  that  it  could  not  be  a  conven¬ 
tional  airplane  of  any  kind  known  to  him. 

He  went  into  the  house  and  brought  out  a  small  camera  with 
which  he  snapped  7  black  and  white  photographs  before  it 
suddenly  flew  away.  The  total  observation  lasted  five  to  six 
minutes. 
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This  was  not  the  first  time  young  Tanaka  had  seen  this  kind 
of  machine.  He  had  seen  and  photographed  the  same  or  similar 
machines  on  4  October  and  8  December  in  1975.  He  snapped  8 
photographs  of  up  to  6  similar  machines  launched  by  a  large 
cigar-shaped  mother  craft  over  his  home  on  3  September  1975. 
The  small  domed  objects  went  into  and  came  out  of  the  larger 
ship  intermittently.  Then  they  all  went  back  inside  and  the 
whole  affair  accelerated  rapidly  up  and  out  of  sight. 
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9  April  1976, 12:10,  Nagoya  City,  Nagoya  Prefecture,  Japan.  Hirohito  Tanaka, 
now  13  years  old,  again  photographed  the  small  hi-domed  UFO  craft  as  they 
flew  about  at  low  altitude  over  his  city.  Neighbors  and  relatives  also  observed 
the  objects  as  he  made  his  pictures.  The  object  moved  in  an  erratic  zig-zag 
pattern  in  flight  in  the  sky.  He  snapped  7  black  and  white  photographs  during 
the  6  minute  observation. 


20  May  1976,  Kumamoto,  Japan. 

On  20  May  1976,  Masami  Sugiyama,  a  Japanese  high 
school  student  from  Yokohama,  on  an  educational  trip  to 
Kumamoto  Castle,  snapped  a  beautiful  photograph  of  a  lens¬ 
shaped  dark  metallic  object  in  the  sky  above  the  gabled  roof  of 
the  shrine.  Mr.  Sugiyama  did  not  see  the  object  at  the  time  the 
picture  was  made  and  was  surprised  to  discover  it  in  the  print. 
Examination  of  the  film  clearly  revealed  a  structured  object 
registered  in  the  emulsion  of  the  film.  This  was  definitely  not  a 
film  or  processing  defect  and  nothing  was  picked  up  on  the  film 
in  its  handling.  The  object  is  a  circular  bi-con  vex  craft  with  a 
dome  on  top  and  another  on  the  bottom. 
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20  May  1976,  Kumamoto,  Japan.  Masami  Sugiyama  of  Yokohama,  on  an 
educational  trip  to  Kumamoto  Castle,  photographed  a  mysterious  object  in  the 
sky  above  the  famous  shrine. 


November  1976,  Off  coast  of  Southern  Herwang,  West  Indonesia 

On  an  undetermined  day  in  November  1976,  at  about  15:00 
West  Indonesian  Time,  Mr.  Tony  Hartono  was  taking  photo¬ 
graphs  of  the  Oil  Rig  his  company  (Atlantic  Richfield  Indonesia, 
a  subsidiary  of  the  Texas  based  company)  was  building,  in  order 
to  illustrate  a  progress  report.  He  had  one  frame  left  and  was 
standing  on  a  platform  facing  the  sea,  pondering  what  else  he 
could  take  a  picture  of  in  order  to  finish  the  roll. 

Suddenly  his  attention  was  attracted  to  a  little  dark  speck  in 
the  sky  which  grew  larger  as  it  approached  his  oil  rig.  It  then 
became  a  yellowish  color  as  it  continued  its  approach  and  came 
quite  near.  Then  it  began  to  accelerate,  made  a  sharp  turn  and 
sped  away,  while  its  glowing  yellow  color  became  a  reddish  hue. 
In  the  distance  it  shot  upwards  vertically  at  very  high  speed  and 
went  out  of  sight. 


The  photograph  shows  a  quite  large  circular  object  of  a  dark 
reddish  color  with  a  thin  reddish  halo  of  a  lighter  color 
surrounding  it  at  the  middle.  It  is  moving  in  the  foreground  at 
about  a  ten  degree  elevation  above  the  horizon,  with  the  drilling 
rig  seen  in  the  background,  and  is  moving  from  left  to  right.  The 
image  shows  some  left  to  right  displacement  due  to  its  motion 
while  the  drilling  rig  is  sharp  and  clear,  indicating  no  panning  of 
the  camera  during  the  time  the  shutter  was  open. 

The  same  oil  rig  was  visited  several  times  by  UFOs  during 
that  time  period,  usually  at  night,  when  they  were  seen  as 
strange  nocturnal  lights  of  unknown  source.  No  other  photo¬ 
graphs  were  taken.

November  1976, 15:00,  Off  South  Herwang,  West  Indonesia.  Mr.  Tony  Hartono, 
of  Atlantic  Richfield,  Indonesia,  a  construction  engineer  on  an  undersea  rig 
being  built  by  his  company,  was  returning  to  shore  from  the  construction  site 
when  he  spotted  this  strange  circular  object  flying  above  the  ocean  platform  he 
had  just  departed.  He  managed  to  get  one  pictue  of  it,  the  last  frame  on  the  roll, 
before  it  flew  away.

A  typical  fea¬ 
ture  of  this  gentleman  fthe  Chinese  are  the  world’s 
most  brilliant  linguists  while  the  Japanese  arc  prob¬ 
ably  the  worst)  is  that,  .-ilthough  he  has  scarcely  ever 
set  foot  outside  of  (Jhina  (not  an  easy  thing  to  do  these 
days,  Comrades!)  he  writes  perfect  French. 

Although  the  evidence  for  “ufological  phenomena”

Ruminating  on  this  curious  “loosening  up”  in 
China  on  UFOs,  just  at  the  time  when  everywhere  else 
there  is  a  damping  down  on  them,  Ainu'*  Michel  spec¬ 
ulates  that  it  might  indicate  that  the  Chinese  authoi  i 
tics  are  doing  this  deliberately  in  order  to  break  an 
American -Soviet  “concordat”  on  silence  about  the 
UFOs.

you  do  absolutely  have  to  sec  FSR  in  connection  with

Similarity  of  Chinese  and  foreign  UFO  reports

Shi  Bo’s  book  has  a  dozen  UFO  photos  and  several 
sketches  ail  very  run -of  the  mill  and  inconrlusivc, 
just  abotit  what  we  have  seen  from  the  rest  ol  the 
world,  except  perhaps  for  the  gigantic  “Catherine 
Wheel  firecracker”,  which  may  possibly  be  something 
new? 

Chapter  1  deals  with  reports  receivAi  from  the 
Chinese  Arms,  Chapter  2  covers  reports  prior  to 
19B(),  and  Chapter  if  describes  a  UP'O  wave  in  China 
in  I9H1.  Chapter  4  deals  exclusively  with  reports  ol 
humanc^ids  and  close  encounters,  and  as  many  folk 
realize  that  thc'sc  arc  the  kernel  of  the  UFO  orobiem  I 
shall  confine  myself  to  giving  here  a  resume  of  this 
one  chapter. 

Humanoid  and  close  encounter  cases 

1.  “A  Man  with  a  big  Head”.  End  of  August  1971. 
Szechuan  Province,  Far  West  of  China  (probably  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Chungking). 

An  oldish  peasant  named  Zhang  Rongchang  was  on 
guard  over  a  field  of  maize.  Suddenly,  at  noon,  as  he 
was  on  the  road  to  the  village  to  get  his  lunch,  he  per 
ccived  a  man  with  a  huge  head  approaching.  When 
they  were  no  more  than  five  or  six  metres  apart,  the 
entity  halted.  Alarmed,  Zhang  shouted  twice-  fV/m/ 
do  yon  wantr,  but  got  no  reply.  He  said  the  entity 
looked  vvcll  proportioned  and  very  human  in  general 
appearance  apart  from  the  head.  It  was  wearing  a 
thick,  one-piece  “Space-suit”  type  of  garment,  from 
feet  to  neck  This  garment  seemed  to  be  made  ol 
metallic  sheets  which  shone  so  brightly  in  the  sunlight 
that  it  dazzled  Zhang  and  made  it  difTicult  for  him  to 
sec  many  features  of  the  being  such  as  the  arms  and 
legs,  c\c.  The  gait  of  the  being  was  stiff  and  totally 
silent,  but  it  walked  more  rapidly  than  humans  do. 
His  huge  head  was  three  times  the  size  of  a  normal 
human  head,  and  encased  in  a  helmet,  so  that  the  wit¬ 
ness  could  see  no  details  of  the  facial  features..  Terri-

2.  “A  Euminous  Black  Man.”  July  29,  1974.  Unzhou 
(Lanehow)  Gansu  Province  (Far  N.W.  China). 

Kejingzhi,  a  student  at  the  construction  workers’ 
poivtechnic  at  l^nzhou,  met  a  luminous  black  being 
in  1974  but  was  far  too  frightened  to  mention  it  to 
anybody  until  he  heard  of  the  appearance  of  the  jf>ur- 
nai  FKIDIK  TA.NSUO.  (It  happens  to  be  published  in 
l^nzhou.  (i.C.) 

At  about  9.00  p.m.  on  July  29,  1974,  in  the  district 
of  Genqing  (Gansu  Province),  Ke  was  walking  through 
some  vegetahlc  gardens  to  the  workers’  canteen  for 
his  evening  meal  when  he  beheld  a  tall  robust  man 
(about  1  m.  80),  all  black,  standing  right  in  front  of 
him.  As  it  was  dark  he  could  sec  no  facial  features,  but 
the  entity  was  plainly  visible  in  the  darkness  because 
its  whole  body  was  faintly  luminous  Kc  thought  it 
must  be  another  peasant  coming  to  inspect  the  irriga¬ 
tion  system,  and  shouted:  “Who’s  there?”  The  lumi¬ 
nous  entity  remained  motionless  ami  silent.  Kc 
shouted:  “Come  here,  or  I’ll  knock  your  block  off!”  At 
once  the  entity  began  to  glow  more  brightly,  and  then 
he  vanished  into  the  nearby  tall  grass,  where  Kc 
sought  for  him  for  some  time  in  vain.  Then,  overcome 
with  panic,  Kejingzhi  fled. 

Owing  to  the  so-called  “Cultural  Revolution  then 
in  full  spate,  Ke  did  not  dare  to  tell  anybody.  But,  two 
days  later,  two  of  the  leaders  of  his  production 
brigade  reported  that  they  had  encountered  a  black 
man,  faintly  luminous,  at  precisely  the  same  spot.  Af¬ 
ter  that,  all  the  peasants  were  in  such  a  state  of  panic 
that  nobodv  dared  to  go  near  the  vegetable  gardtms 
even  in  broad  davlight.  Not  long  afterwards,  Kc 
Jingzhi  sav^  a  copy  of  FEIDIE-TANSUO,  and  finding 
'in  )(  on  ortide  about  M.I.R’s  in  the  U.S.A.,  decided  to 
report  his  experience  to  the  Journal. 

B.  “A  Man  in  Black.”  1963.  Yangquan,  Shansi 
Province. 

Li  jingvang,  a  worker  of  Shansi  Province,  told  a

4.  Three  Trips  in  a  Uro.  May  l-.l,  1981.  Peking. 

The  name  of  the  protagonist  in  this  case  (“A”),  is  be 
ing  kept  secret  He  is  a  man  who  already  took  a  great 
interest  in  such  matter'  as  I  T()s  and  Parapsychology 
He  told  investigators  fiom  the  C.U.RC).  that  at  the 
end  of  April  1 98 1  he  w.  .it  from  his  home  (own  to 
Peking,  where  he  was  l.t-lged  in  a  hostel  of  rhe 
researrh  institute  for  wh-mi  hr  worked.

•AveVamo  dato  notizia  su  queste  pagine 
(4)  dell’inattesa  "apertura”  cinese  all'ufo- 
logia.  Net  frattempo  le  cose  si  sono  note- 
volmente  sviluppate,  per  cui  torniamo  sulla 
questione  cercando  di  fornire  un  panorama 
il  piO  completo  possibile.  Ci  scusiamo  con  i 
lettori  per  la  nostra  scarsa  dimeslichezza 
con  la  translilterazione  dei  nomi  cinesi,  che 
purtroppo  varia  a  seconda  delle  fonti.  Ove 
possibile  abbiamo  usato  sia  la  forma  ’’uffi- 
cialmente"  adottata  alcuni  anni  fa,  sia  -  tra 
parentesi  -  quella  in  uso  precedentemente, 
che  in  genere  corrisponde  alia  pronuncia. 

Mentre  di  UFO  in  Russia  e  nei  paesi  al  di 
Id  della  cortina  di  ferro  si  d  sempre  un  p6 
parlato,  la  Cina  d  costantemente  rimasta 
un  "oggetto  misterioso”  quanto  a  UFO. 

Fino  a  poco  tempo  fa.  si  sapeva  pochissi- 
mo  di  quanto  avveniva  in  questo  Paese, 
che  pure  ha  una  popolazione  parj  a  circa 
un  quarto  di  quella  terrestre,  perlopiu  tra- 
mite  informazioni  non  controllabili  filtrate 
attraverso  gli  ufologi  giapponesi. 

II  dispaccio  dell' Associated  Press  del 
14  luglio  1947  a  proposito  dell’  "enorme 
piatto  che  enetteva  raggi  luminosi  in  tutte 
le  direzioni  e  abbagliava  quelli  che  lo  vide- 
ro"  nei  pressi  del  palazzo  d’estate  di  Pechi- 
no  (4)  costituiva  in  effetti  Tunica  segnala- 
zione  di  prima  mano  cinese,  mentre  a  parti- 
re  dalla  vittoria  della  rivoluzione,  nei  1949, 
la  "cortina  di  bambu"  isol6  la  Cina  Popola- 
re  dalTOccidente  anche  In  tema  di  segnala- 
zioni  ufologiche. 

II  siienzio  piCi  assoluto,  eguagliato_da  nes- 
sun  altro  paese  del  mondo.  esistette  nella 
Repubblica  Popolare  Cinese  per  tutti  gli  an¬ 
ni  in  cui  fu  al  potere  Mao  Zedong  (Mao  Tse- 
tung).  Gli  UFO  -  specialmerTte  nei  periodo 
della  "rivoluzione  culturale"-  erano  un  non- 
fatto,  qualcosa  di  cui  non  si  parlava,  non  si 
scriveva,  che  non  esisteva,  a  rischio  di  ri- 
sultare  "controrivoluzionari". 

Fu  infatti  in  modo  abbastanza  contorto 
che.  dal  Giappone,  arrivarono  le  due  foto 
(per  lungo  tempo  "uniche")  prese  nei  din- 
torni  di  Kaifeng,  nella  provincia  delTHou- 
nang,  il  mattino  del  28  ottobre  1961  da  un 
giovane  ingegnere  dl  nome  Chang  Ching- 
lai.  L’oggetto,  osservato  da  parecchie  per¬ 
sons  per  circa  sette  minuti,  sembrava  a 
bassa  quota  e  appariva  ora  stazionario  ora 
in  movimento  lento,  finch6  fu  fuori  della 
portata  visiva  dei  testimoni.  Le  foto  venne- 
ro  portate  fuori  deT  paese  da  un  mercate  ci¬ 
nese  che  viveva  in  Giappone  e  che  si  tro- 
vava  alTepoca  in  visits  sul  posto,  e  fu  pub- 
blicata  dalla  C.B.A.International  (6). 

Un'altra  foto  cinese,  presa  nei  1941  o  nei 
1942  sulla  citti  di  Tientsin.  6  stata  piu  re- 
centemente  pubblicizzata  dalTI.C.U.F.O.N., 
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che  Tavrebbe  ricevuta  dal  Giappone.  Secon¬ 
ds  il  direttore  delTente  ufologico  statuniten- 
se,  Colman  Von  Keviczky,  Timmagine  sareb- 
be  stata  scoperta  da  uno  scolaro  del  distretto 
di  Gunma  fra  le  carte  del  padre  dopo  la  mor- 
te  di  questo.  Esisterebbe  anche  una  versio¬ 
ns  non  confermata  seconds  la  quale  lo  stes- 
so  oggetto  sarebbe  stato  awistato  da  trup- 
pe  delTEsercito  di  Liberazione  Comunista 

Jn’altra  fonts  di  noTTzTe  in  Occidents  era 
costituita  da  document!,  fino  a  pochi  anni 
fa  coperti  da  segreto  militare  e  recente- 
mente  declassificati  dalla  C.I.A.,  dalla 
D.I.A.,  dal  Dipartimento  di  Stato  ed  altri  enti 
militari  e  dei  servizi  segreti  statunitensi. 

Esistono  per  esempio  dei  rapporti  dei  ser¬ 
vizi  d’informazione  delTU.S.AIr  Force  da 
Hong  Kong,  che  registravano  una  serie  di 
awistamenti  tra  il  1958  e  il  1960  nelle  pro¬ 
vince  die!  Sinkiang,  delTHeilungkiang  e  del- 
!'Arsalan..ln  quest’ultima  regions,  dove  vi- 
ve  la  minoranza  etnica  dei  Kazhaki,  “una  sfe- 
ra  rossa  delle  dimensioni  appossimative  di 
una  grande  Stella"  sorvolb  la  cittb  di  Kuld- 
ja.  Seconds  il  rapports,  "ogni  volta  che  cam- 
biava  direzione  restava  stazionaria  per  cir¬ 
ca  due  minuti. 

Non  aveva  alone  n6  coda  e  non  si  rilevb  al- 
cun  suono”.  Altre  "stelle"  erano  state  awi- 
state  prevalentemente  sopra  Taereoporto 
della  cittb.  Un  altro  dei  rapporti  riferiva  che 
un  contadino  kazhako  aveva  sentito  parla- 
re  di  una  "luce  strana  rossa  a  forma  di  Stel¬ 
la"  che  appariva  nei  dintorni  d'un  villaggio. 
Un  paio  di  giorni  dopo  lo  stesso  contadino 
venne  informato  dai  suoi  amici  che  un  altro 
contadino"  "si  era  imbattuto  in  un  oggetto 
fra  i  cespugli  che  si  credeva  fosse  la  fonte 
della  luce  sulTrsalan  e  Taveva  por- 
tato  alia  fabbrica  locale  del  governo".  II 
rapporto  continua  riferendo  della  visita  del 
primo  contadino  alia  fabbrica,  dove  ebbe 
Topoortunitb  di  vedere  "una  cassa  aperta 
di  metallo  con  lastre  delle  dimensioni  di  40 
centimetri  di  larghezza,  20  di  altezza  e  20 
di  lunghezza".  I  resti  di  un  satellite  artificia¬ 
ls  sovietico? 

Altri  dati  sulTattivitb  UFO  in  Cina  proveni- 
vano  di  volta  in  volta  dal  Giappone  o  da 
Hong  Kong.  Una  lettera  firmata  da  Wu 
Chiyuan  e  ricevuta  in  Giappone  anni  fa  rife¬ 
riva  che  alTepoca  in  cui  "ero  membro  di 
uno  squadrons  di  Truppe  di  Costruzione 
Nazionale  e  nei  corso  di  alcune  manovre 
fui  testimone  di  un  oggetto  abbastanza 
grande  a  forma  di  disco  e  di  color-arancio. 
Eravamo  tutti  molto  sorpresi.  L’oggetto 
scese  come  un  aereo  in  picchiata  molto  in 
basso  e  con  angolo  di  25  gradi.  Non  sen- 
timmo  alcun  suono  e  nei  giro  di  un  minuto 


si  sollevd  verso  Talto  fino  a  scomparire". 

Una  serie  di  testimonianze  di  rifugiati  ci¬ 
nesi  venne  raccolta  da  un  giornalista  del 
quotidiano  di  Hong  Kong  South  Morning 
Post,  seconds  il  quale  non  c’era  nessuna 
ragione  di  pensare  che  i  rifugiati  stessero 
mentendo,  dato  che  "non  avevano  nulla  da 
guadagnarci".  Lo  stesso  articolista  citava 
un  ufficiale  della  polizia  di  Hong  Kong  che 
aveva  sentito  "una  mezza  dozzina  di  per¬ 
sons  riferire  che  gli  UFO  costituiscono  un 
problems  per  Pechino.  Alcuni  hanno  indi¬ 
cate  che  le  autoritb  militari  sono  interessa- 
te  agli  UFO”. 

Un’altra  lettera  sarebbe  stata  ricevuta 
nei  1963  dal  direttore  della  rivista  america- 
na  "Flying  Saucers",  Ray  Palmer.  II  testo 
era  il  seguente: 

"Sono  un  membro  dei  quello  che  nei  vo¬ 
stro,  paese  chiamate  club  dei  dischi  volan- 
ti.  Anche  nei  nostro  paese  vediamo  dischi. 
Li  riconosciamo  come  amici  in  un  modo 
che  voi  non  fate  nei  vostro  paese.  Non  sap- 
piamo  cosa  siano  ma  esistono  ed  anche  il 
governo  lo  sa.  Ma  noi  cogliamo  Topportuni- 
tb  di  usarli  per  combattere  i  nostri  oppres¬ 
sor!  nei  modo  migliore.  E  il  nostro  modo  di 
"coprire"  le  nostre  attivitei. 

"Quindi  siamo  perseguitati.  Nei  mio  caso 
e  stato  un  disastro.  Ve  lo  racconterb  breve- 
mente. 

"Ho  ripreso  coscienz^al  suono  di  ruote 
che  cigolavano  e  mi  sono  trovato  ancora  vi¬ 
vo  sul  terreno  gelido  ghiacciato.  Ne  sono 
stato  molto  sorpreso  perchb  pensavo  che 
sarei  morto.  Eravamo  a  un  incontro  del  no¬ 
stro  gruppo  e  mi  spiace  dirlo  ma  b  vero, 
che  nei  nostro  paese  la  tristezza  e  il  dolore 
della  poyertb  non  sono  le  preoccupazioni 
della  vita  sociale  ma  i  grandi  capi,  gli  eman¬ 
cipator!  del  popolo,  sono  ufficiali  governati- 
vi  violent!  e  senza  principi  che  esigono 
troppo  dal  loro  potere  e  dalla  loro  autoritb. 
Ci  sono  anche  quelli  che  non  si  vergognano 
di  farsi  corrompere.  di  offrire  informazioni 
riservate  su  ogni  argomento  in  ogni  mo- 
mento  in  cambio  di  rapidi  elevamenti  della 
propria  posizione  sociale. 

"E  questo  che  ci  b  successo.  Gli  ufficiali 
hanno  fatto  un  attacco  improvviso  durante 
il  nostro  incontro  e  hanno  sparato  sui  nostri 
amici.  Questo  perche  uno  di  noi.  non  un 
amico  ma  un  traditore,  ha  rivelato  il  nostro 
incontro  agli  ufficiali  dicendo  che  eravamo 
traditori  della  Cina  e  sostenitori  delTimpe- 
rialismo  degli  Stati  Unit!  d’America.  Noi 
combattiamo  solo  per  la  liberta  della  Cina. 

"lo  sono  vivo  ma  i  miei  amici  no.  Ecco 
perchb  non  posso  darvi  il  permesso  di  usa- 
re  il  mio  nome,  ma  ve  lo  do  confidenzialmen- 
te  perchb  sappiate  che  in  Cina  i  dischi  vo-

ianti  sono  un  simbolo  di  liberta  e  che  com- 
battiamo  contro  Pechino”.  (1) 

Nel  1 968  il  quotidiano  malese  in  lingua  ci- 
nese  “Malaya  T’ung  Pao”  pubblico  il  re- 
soconto  di  un  avvistamento  locale  in  cui 
compariva  quella  che  I'ufologo  e  lingulsta 
britannico  Gordon  Creighton  defini  "la  ver- 
sione  cinese  del  termine  UFO”,  la  cui  tra- 
slitterazione  sarebbe  stata  "lai-li  pu-ming-ti 
fei-hsing  wu-t’i",  cioe  ali’incirca  "oggetto  vo- 
lante  di  provenienza  non  chiara"  (2). 

UFO  SU  PECHIMO 

In  effetti  gli  UFO  erano  visti  anche  in  Gi¬ 
na.  e  non  si  peritavano  di  violare  lo  spazio 
aereo  della  capitale. 

Una  sera  dell'estate  1965,  sulla  verticale 
della  movimentata  strada  di  Chongwen.  in 
pieno  centro  di  Beijing  (Peking),  apparve 
improvvisamente  una  luce  brillante  che  era 
seguita  da  un  altro  punto  luminoso.  Con 
grande  sorpresa  dei  passanti  e  degli  operai 
al  lavoro  di  notte,  i  due  oggelti  giocavano  a 
inseguirsi  e  cambiavano  continuamente  di- 
rezione.  Molti  abitanti  che  prendevano  il 
fresco  per  strada  osservarono  il  fenomeno. 
Secondo  I'ufficio  dell'aviazione  non  poteva- 
no  assolutamente  essere  due  aerei,  perche 
agli  aeroplani  era  vietato  sorvolare  la  capi¬ 
tale. 

Nell’autunno  del  1987,  in  piena  notte.  un 
oggetto  di  forma  rotonda  apparve  nel  cielo 
della  periferia  di  Pechino.  Di  colore  rosso 
scuro,  grande  come  due  case,  la  forma  lu- 
minosa  e  osservata  verso  le  due  del  matti- 
no  dalla  sentinella  Dong  Guarei  mentre  si 
sposta  a  grande  velocita  lungo  la  rotfa  ae- 
rea  da  sud  a  nord.  Di  tanto  in  tanto  si  arre- 
sta  e  rimane  immobile  in  cielo.  Sembra  che 
la  sua  velocity  sia  inferiore  a  quella  di  un 
aereo,  e  scompare  in  lontananza  nel  giro  di 
15  minuti.  Altri  testimoni  dell'evento  sono 
due  tecnici  delle  "Scienze  cinesi".  (8) 

Ouesti  avvistamenti,  ed  altri  che  giunge- 
vano  dalle  province,  indussero  il  governo 
cinese  a  formare  negli  anni  70  un  gruppo 
di  studio  accademico  per  esaminare  la 


questione  (14). 

LA  SVOLTA 

II  primo  segno  che  le  cose  stavano  per 
cambiare  dovette  attendere  la  scomparsa 
del  "Grande  timoniere"  e  lo  sbaraglio  della 
"Banda  dei  quattro"  ad  opera  della  "de- 
stra"  del  Partito  Comunista  Cinese,  e  ven- 
ne  dal  principale  giornale  cinese.  il  "Quoti¬ 
diano  del  popolo".che  il  13novembre  1978 
pubblicava  in  sesta  pagina  (rubnca  di  noti- 
zie  internazionali)  un  articolo  intitolato 
"UFO:  un  misterioso  rompicapo  mondiale” 
a  firma  di  un  membro  dell'Accademia  Cine¬ 
se  delle  Scienze,  Sheng  Heng  Yen.  il  quale 
affermava  tra  I'altro:  "Con  lo  sviluppo  della 
scienza  e  della  tecnologia  e  con  il  tempo, 
se  esistono  cose  come  gli  UFO  o  gli  extra- 
terrestri,  presto  arrivera  il  giorno  in  cui  que- 
sto  mistero  mondiale  potra  essere  risolto". 
L’articolo  venne  addirittura  trasmesso  alia 
radio  (7.14). 

I  semi  erano  gettati,  I’argomento  non  era 
piu  tabu  e  cominciarono  a  diffondersi  sulla 
stampa  cinese  casi  sia  stranieri  sia.nazio- 
nali. 

II  21  settembre  1979  fu  il  secondo  quoti¬ 
diano  per  importanza  in  Cina,  il  Guang- 
ming  (Kwong  Ming),  che  si  occupa  preva- 
lentemente  di  problem!  scientific!  e  cultura- 
li,  a  pubblicare  un  articolo  (intitolato  "Esi¬ 
stono  i  dischi  volanti"?)  a  firma  del  redatto- 
re  scientifico  della  Radio-televisione  di  Pe¬ 
chino,  Zhou  Xinyian  (Chou  Hsin  Yen),  arti¬ 
colo  di  cui  diede  addirittura  notizia  I'agen- 
zia  ufficiale  cinese  di  notizie  "Nuova  Cina" 
(8,14),  ripresa  a  sua  volta  dall'Associated 
Press  in  un  dispaccio  da  Hong  Kong  il  gior¬ 
no  successivo  che  fece  il  giro  del  mondo 
(3,4). 

11  primo  caso  riportato  dall’articolo  riferi- 
va  deH'avvistamento  di  uno  studente  di 
scuola  superiore  ed  altre  persone  nella 
provincia  dell' Hubei  (Hu  Pei),  nella  Cina 
centrale,  una  sera  del  1977.  Lo  studente 
avrebbe  raccontato  all'antropoiogo  Yuen 
Zhanxin,  che  lavorava  nella  zona,  che  I’og- 
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gefto  era  rotondo,  delle  dimensioni  di  una  ba- 
cinella  con  luci  gialle  e  bianche,  e  si 
muoveva  lentamente  in  cerchio,  rimanen- 
do  visibile  per  ciica  un  minuto.  L'articolo  ri- 
feriva  inoltre  che  avvistamenti  "collettivi" 
di  UFO  erano  stati  effettuati  da  reparti 
dell’esercito  siua  nell'Hubei  sia  nella  Mon¬ 
golia  Interna,  senza  menzionarne  le  date 
ma  descrivendo  I'oggetto  dell'Hubei  come 
"una  palla  simile  alia  luna  circondata  da 
vapori  simili  a  nebbia”,  che  "emettendo  getti 
di  vapore  si  sollevd  nel  cielo  per  qualche  se¬ 
condo.  poi  di  nuovo,  e  scomparve  in  pochi 
secondi"(3) 

A  questo  fece  seguito  poco  tempo  dopo 
un  lungo  articolo  del  professor  Weng  Shi- 
da,  deirufficio  Centrale  di  Meteorologia, 
che  negava  invece  I’esistenza  di  UFO,  at- 
tribuendo  gli  avvistamenti  a  oggetti  natural! 
e  artificial!  conosciuti:  palloni,  aerei,  uccel- 
li,  insetti,  ecc. 

II  12  maggio  1980  il  Guangming  pubbli¬ 
cava  il  primo  di  una  serie  di  articoli  (intitola¬ 
to  "Alcune  osservazioni  suH'argomento  de¬ 
gli  UFO”)  in  cui  Lin  Wengei  esponeva  dati  e 
conoscenze  estere  in  tema  di  oggetti  vo¬ 
lanti  non  identificati.  '8  '''’) 

II  1980,  che  nel  calendario  cinese  era 
"I'anno  della  scimmia",  e  state  non  a  torto 
definite  "I’anno  deirUFO";  articoli  su  avvi¬ 
stamenti  antichi  e  recenti  apparvero  sui 
giornali  e  riviste  0'^),  venne  pubblicato  il  pri-' 
mo  libro,  tradotto.  dal  giapponese  (8),  fu 
scattata  la  "prima  foto  cinese"  e  nacquero 
associazioni  e  riviste  ufologiche,  come  di- 
retta  conseguenza  del  crescehte  interesse 
del  pubblico  cinese  per  I'argomento. 

L'atteggiamento  della  comunita  scientifi- 
ca  si  e  dimostrato  straordinariamente  aper- 
to.  II  redattore  scientifico  del  Guangming, 
Ching  Tao.  affermo  che  “nel  contesto  della 
partecipazione  scientifica,  gli  UFO  costitui- 
scono  solo  una  parte  d’un  ampio  spettro  di 
studi  e  indagini.  Senza  uno  studio  formate 
gli  UFO  non  possono  essere  scartati  come 
semplicemente  il  prodotto  di  menti  illuse". 
In  forma  simile  ma  piu  decisa  ancora  Hsieh 
Chu,  redattore  della  rivista  “Conoscenza 
aerospaziale’’  ha  scritto;  "Non  si  pub  ne- 
gare  che  gli  UFO  esistono,  dato  il  gran  nu- 
mero  di  avvistamenti  che  sono  stati  regi- 
strati  fino  ad  oggi  in  questo  paese" 

NASCE  L‘UFOLOGIA  CINESE 

Alla  fine  del  1979,  uno  di  studente  di  fisi- 
ca  presso  I'universita  di  Wu-han  (provincia 
deH’Hubei),  di  nome  Cha  Lok  Ping,  scrisse 
alia  rivista  "Conoscenza  aerospaziale" 
una  letters  in  cui  chiedeva  ai  suoi  compa- 
trioti  di  lanciare  uno  studio  organizzato  su- 
gli  UFO  (U,  Quando  la  lellera  fu  pubblicata 
molti  lettori  risposero  favorevolmente.  cosi 
che  nel  maggio  del  1980  venne  creata 
r  "Organizzazione  Cinese  per  la  Ricerca 
Ufologica"  (China  UFO  Research  Organi¬ 
zation,  in  sigla  CURO)  attorno  ad  un  pree- 
sisfente  gruppo  informale  di  appassionati 
deirUniversita  di  Wuhan  che  avevano  gia 
raccolto  circa  200  casi  cinesi  degli  uitimi 
anni.  08)  Ben  presto  la  neonata  associazio- 
ne,  diretta  dal  ventiseienne  studente  in 
astrofisica  Cha  Leping,  arnvb  a  piu  di  300 
membri  -  in  maggioranza  student!  -  in  venti- 
sei  province  ed  ottenne  il  riconoscimento 
di  una  organizzazione  ufficiale.  la  "Societb 
cinese  per  lo  studio  del  futuro",  creata  per 
lo  studio  dei  fenomeni  inspiegati  8.  lo,  ist 
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senza  peraltro  che  ci6  comportasse  alcun 
aiuto  governativo  tant'6  che  la  rivista 
della  CURO.  intitolata  "Ricerca  UFO"  era 
manoscritta 

II  9  novembre  1980.  il  Beijing  Wanbao 
(Quotidiano  della  sera  di  Pechino)  pubblica- 
va  una  letlera  ed  una  foto.  di  cui  erano  au- 
tori  due  sludenii  dell'lstitulo  Minerario  di 
Pechino,  Xin  Sheng  e  Bi  Jiang,  che  la  nolle 
fra  il  23  e  il  24  agosto  si  trovavano  in  tenda

L’articolo  e  la  foto  -  che  il  quotidiano  pe- 
chinese  definiva  "la  prima  fotoqrafia  di  un 
UFO  in  Cina"  -  venenro  riprese  dall’agenzia 
occidentals  di  nofizie  United  Press  Inter¬ 
national  in  data  5  novembre  e  diffuse  in 
tutto  il  mondo. 

Pochi  giorni  dopo.  la  rivista  “Natura”  ri- 
feriva  che  avvistamenti  di  UFO  si  erano 
avuti  in  15  province  e  che  si  trattava  per  lo 
piu  di  corpi  rotondi  di  colore  argenteo  se 
diurni,  arancioni  se  notturni  (6).  Anche  que- 
st’articolo.  ripreso  dall'agenzia  ufficiale  ci- 
nese  di  notizie  "Nuova  Cina".  fece  il  giro  del 
mondo  (5,  12). 

II  28  dello  stesso  mese,  il  Beijing  Wan¬ 
bao  dava  con  rilievo  la  notizia  della  costitu- 
zione  della  CURO,  d^lla  sua  affiliazione  alia 
"Society  per  la  ricerca  del  future"  e  degli 
avvistamenti  fino  allora  raccolti  (6). 

Pochi  giorni  dopo.  il  4  dicembre  1980, 
I’agenzia  "Nuova  Cina"  annunciava  al 
mondo  che  la  China  UFO  Research  Orga¬ 
nization  era  divenuta  un  ente  ufficiale  sot- 
to  forma  di  sezione  dell'Accademia  Cinese 
di  Scienze  Sociali

A  partire  dalla  fine  del  1980,  su  giornali  e 
riviste  cinesi  sono  apparsi  resoconti  di  de- 
cine  di  avvistamenti  locali.

credibile.  Contemporaneamente  i  radar  e 
le  telecomunicazioni  delle  navi  cessarono 
di  funzionare,  quasi  causando  un  incidente 
all'avvicinarsi  di  altre  due  navi  della  flotta 
cinese,  scambiate  per  navi  nemiche.
